In pursuance of previous call, a convention of Eastern Star Lodges 
met at 2 o'clock P. M., and, upon motion of J. W. Finch, Bro. VV. L. 
Wood of Bronson, was appointed temporary chairman, and, O. M. Eddy, of 
Adrian, Secretary pro tem^ of the Convention. 

On motion of Bro. Tatem, a committee of six was appointed to examine 
Credentials, consisting of Bros. Tatem, of Adrian, Haight, of Manchester, 
Fuller, of Bronson, and Sisters Lowe, of Hudson, Gillespie, of Jackson, and 
Smith, of Palmyra. 

On motion of Bro. Tatem, a committee of two was appointed to pre- 
pare rules for the government of delegates, consisting of Bros. Finch, of 
Ad rain, and Crofoot, of Rochester. 

Convention adjourned to 4 o'clock, F. M. 
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4 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 

CoDvention convened pursuant to adjournment. 

The committee to draft rules for the government of the Convention 
reported as follows: 

Mr. Chairman — Your committee, appointed to draft rules for the 
government of this convention, beg leave, to report the following for your 
consideration: 

1. No person, not a delegate, shall be allowed to speak on any sub- 
ject without the consent of a majority of the delegates present. 

2. Any person rising to speak on any subject, shall first address the 
chair. 

3. All delegates shall be seated in a body, as near the chair as possible. 

4. In the absence of special provisions, the Convention shall be gov- 
erned by strictly parlimentary usages. 

Your committee would also beg leave to report that this Convention was 
called to draft work that might be uniform throughout the State, and to pre' 
scribe rules for the government of the same, and we believe that all per- 
sons participating in its deliberations should be bound by its decisions. We 
would therefore propose for the consideration of this Convention the follow- 
ing obligation, to be subscribed to by each person, before they be accredited 
as delegates. 

We would also recommend that the following committees be appointed: 

Committee on form of Charter and Dispensation. 

Committee on Constitution. 

Committee on Ways and Means. 

Committee on Ritual. 

Committee on Grand Lodge Seal.

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On motion, a committee of six ladies was appointed to decide on suit- 
able form of regalia for Grand Lodge officers, which committee consisted of 
Sisters Eldredge, Clark, Smith, Rice, Woodruff and Burrows. 

On motion, the dues of subordinate lodges to the Grand Lodge were 
fixed as follows:

The report of the Committee on Grand Lodge Seal was presented to 
the Convention with a diagram for the same, which report was accepted and 
adopted, and, on motion, Bro. R. Kimball was appointed as a committee to

On motion, Bro. Mansfield, of Coldv^ater, was added to the Committee 
on Constitution. 

On motion, it was made the special order for to-morrow morning, at 
9 o'clock, that the different works of Adoptive Masonry be exemplified, but 
by request on account of the expected absence of some of the parties 
necessary, the Medina Lodge (with the assistance of other sisters present) 
exemplified the work used by them this evening. 

Convention adjourned to 9 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

October 31st, 9 A. M. 

Convention called to order by Assistant Chairman pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. 

The Adrian Lodge proceeded to exemplify the ritual as compiled and 
published by J. H. Tatem. First, in the initiatory service, after which the 
Eastern Star Degree was worked through, which passed off very pleasantly. 

On motion. Sisters Goff and Bordner were added to the Committee on 
Ritual. 

On motion, Bros. Tatem, Crofoot and Mansfield were appointed as a 
committee to draft by-laws. 

Convention adjourned to 2 o'clock P. M. 



Convention called to order at 2 o'clock P. M. by the Chairman. 

The Committee on Constitution made their report, which report was 
accepted and the committee discharged, and upon second reading, the same 
was adopted by sections. [See constitution and by-laws as printed.] 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations presented their report, 
and submitted forms to the Convention, which report was accepted and 
adopted and committee discharged. 

The Committee on By-Laws presented their report, with draft of by- 
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laws, which report was accepted and committee discharged, and upon 
second reading the same was adopted by section. [See constitution and by- 
laws as printed.] 

The Committee on Regalia reported as follows: 

For Grand Worthy President — Royal purple silk velvet, lined with 
white silk, trimmed with gold fringe, fastened with a star; emblem, gold 
crossed gavels. 

Grand Vice President — Royal purple silk velvet, lined with white silk, 
trimmed with Gold fringe; emblem, three stars fastened with star. 

Grand Secretary — Dark blue silk velvet, lined with while silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold crossed pens fastened with star. 

Grand Treasurer — Light blue silk velvet, lined with white silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold crossed keys fastened with star. 

Grand Conductor — Long silk sash, of the five colors, lined with white 
silk, trimmed with gold fringe; emblem, gold crossed rods fastened with 
star. 

Grand First Patron — Blue silk velvet, lined with white silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold sword fastened with star. 

Grand Second Patron —Yellow silk velvet, lined with white silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold sheaf. 

Grand Third Patron — White silk velvet, lined with white silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold crown and scepter. 

Grand Fourth Patron — Green silk velvet, lined with white silk, trimmed 
with gold fringe; emblem, gold joined hands. 

Grand Chaplain — White silk sash, trimmed with gold fiinge; emblem, 
gold open Bible.

Resolved^ That the G. W. P. may authorize the Grand Lecturer to con- 
fer the degrees of Adoptive Masonry upon two Master Masons and ten ladies, 
entitled to receive these degrees, in any place where it may be desired pre- 
vious to forming a new lodge, provided they shall not reside in the same 
city, village or township, where a lodge already exists. 

On motion, the following members of the Coldwater delegation were 
appointed as a committee to procure regalia: Sisters Purinton, Hill and 
Mansfield; Bros. Purinton, Mansfield and Bovee. 

On motion, the Grand Lodge officers were duly installed, Bro. W. L.. 
Wood acting as Grand Worthy President. 

The Grand Lodge then had the pleasure of listening to Bro. N. B. 
Eldredge, of Adrian, in a few able and instructive remarks, relative to the 
duties and obligations of Adoptive Masons. 

On motion, a vote of thanks was extended to Bro. Finch and Sister 
Mansfield for the able manner in which they had conducted the Convention, 
organizing this Grand body. 

On motion, the following resolutions were accepted and adopted: 
Resolved^ That this Grand Lodge make it incumbent on all members 
of subordinate lodges to take the obligations as prescribed in the Ritual, and 
adopted by this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, That all the subordinate lodges within this jurisdiction be 
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requested not to admit any person as a visitor who is not vouched for as a 
member in good standing in some subordinate lodge. 

The Committee on Ways and Means made their report, as follows: 

They would recommend that the subordinate lodgesalready organized, be 
requested to send their money to the Grand Secretary, for charters, as 
soon as convenent, and that said money be used to pay the expenses of this 
Convention and Grand Lodge. 

The report of the committee was accepted and adopted, and com- 
mittee discharged. 

On motion, the Committee on Regalia were also to procure a suitable 
banner for the use of the Grand Lodge. 

The lodge was then called of{ to meet at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning.

The report of the committee, on motion, was accepted and adopted. 
The Grand Worthy President then presented her annual address to the 
Lodge, as follows: 

Sisters and Brothers of this Grand Lodge: 

Another year, with its varied plans, hopes and disappointments, has 
passed away, and we, by permission of the Supreme Architect of the Uni- 
verse, in whose hands are the issues of Life aud Death, and to whom our 
thanksgiving is ever due, arc again assembled in general convocation (as re- 
quired by our constitution), to deliberate upon the order of Adoptive Ma- 
sonry, and to devise measures for its continued prosperity and usefulness. 
To this important work we are about to consecrate for a short time our ener- 
gies, and our talents; and may our minds be so enlightened by heavenly 
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wisdom that our labors may be acceptable to God, and conduce to our pres- 
•cnt and future happiness. I rejoice with you, my sisters and brothers, that 
during the year that has passed we have not been called upon to clothe our 
jewels in badges of mourning, or to weep over the loss of any of our num- 
ber, but through* the goodness of God we are permitted at this annual gath- 
ering to meet each other and exchange fraternal greetings. 

As your chief officer, it becomes my- duty to lay before you a brief ac- 
count of such matters of business as may have fallen under my supervision 
and direction during the year, and of my action thereon. 

At the last meeting of this grand body, charters were granted to the fol- 
lowing named lodges: Rochester, No. i; Adrian, No. 2; Coldwater, No. 3; 
Bronson, No. 4; Constantine, No. 5; Sturgis, No. 6; Manchester, No. 7; 
Jackson, No. 8; Burr Oak, No. 9; Fairfield, No. 10; Palmyra, No. ii; Mo- 
re nci. No. 12; Buchanan, No. 13; Osseo, No. 14. I have granted dispensa- 
tions to form new lodges in the following named places: Parma and Fowl- 
erville, March 22; East Saginaw, March 28; South Saginaw, April 21; 
Cooper, Pinckney and Colon, May 23; Linden. August 8; Romeo, Sept. i. 
I presume these lodges will bring up their work for your inspection, and will 
pray for charters for permanent lodges in their respective localities. If they 
prove themselves worthy, I would recommend that you grant them charters. 
I would here suggest to you the propriety of extending the dispensation of 
Pinckney Lodge, as they have not been able to organize, in consequence of 
smallpox raging in their midst during the summer. I would recommend 
that their dispensation be extended to the next meeting of this grand body. 

On the 29th of March, I received a communication from our Grand 
Secretary, Bro. Haight, containing his resignation of that office, and 
recommending Bro. J. D. Van Duyn as a suitable person to fill the vacancy. 
I accordingly appointed Bro. J. D. Van Duyn to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the resignation of Bro. Haight, and on the 3d of April I received Bro. 
Van Duyn's letter of acceptance. 

Various questions have been submitted to me for my consideration and 
decision, all of which I have disposed of to the best of my judgment, being 
governed in every case by a desire to promote the best interest of our order. 

I would recommend for your consideration the necessity of a funeral 
service for the use of our order; also a badge to be worn on funeral occasions. 
It appears very important to me that we have uniformity in all our badges 
in this respect. I would also call your attention to the utility of having a 
jurisdiction, by which subordinate lodges may be governed in receiving 
petitions. 

Another subject to which I would call your attention is the publication 
of the proceedings of this Grand Lodge. On the 19th of March, I received 
a communication from our Grand Secretary, Bro. Haight, asking my opin- 
ion in regard to having the proceedings of our last meeting printed, saying 
that previous to that time he had not had funds sufficient to pay for it, but 
at that time he had funds sufficient to justify him in having it done. It 
appeared necessary to me that it should be done, and, feeling sure that it 
would meet the approbation of a majority of this grand body, I instructed 
him to have it done at once, but, in consequence of his resignation taking 
place in a very few days after receiving my instructions, he did not have it 
done. I would here suggest to you the propriety of having the proceedings 
of our last meeting and this meeting published in one book. 

I regret very much that I have not been able to visit as many of the 
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Lodges as it would have been my pleasure to do, but I have corresponded 
with nearly all of them, and I believe they are all in a flourishing condition. 
When we take into consideration the many difficulties we have had to con- 
tend with, as an order, I feel that we have reason to rejoice to-day, in view 
of our prosperity throughout the Stale. We still have opposition to contend 
with, 'and the only way in which we shall be able to meet it successfully is to 
exemplify the teachings of our order by an upright walk and conversation, 
and thereby prove to the world that we are laboring for the glory of God, 
and the benefit of our fellow creatures. 

As an order we are yet in our infancy, and we need skillful workers in 
every lodge in order that this beautiful institution of Adoptive Masonry may 
accomplish the end for which it was designed. Let us bear in mind that it 
is in the quality, not in the numbers, that our value and strength consists, 
and guard well the outer door, and see that none be permitted to enter but 
such as are truly worthy to be initiated into the mysteries of our Mystic 
Family. The whole system of our order is well calculated for the improve- 
ment of our minds, the increase of morality and the extension of charity, 
benevolence and fraternal love. Let us aim in all our conduct to check the 
evil surmise and stop the voice of slander by which this beautiful order is 
yet unjustly assailed by those who know not its beauty, its charms or its 
utility. So ^^ill we honor our order and reap its best benefits, and by our 
example exert a good inlluence upon the world around us, and at last, under 
the guidance of Christian faith, we may enter rnto that rest which is pre- 
pared for the people of God. 

Before closing this communication, I desire to return my thanks to this 
Grand Lodge for their kindness to me, and particularly to the officers with 
whom I have corresponded, for the prompt and courteous manner in which 
they have answered my inquiries and attended to my requests. 

Sisters and brothers of this Grand Lodge, one year ago I was called up- 
on by your votes to preside over this body and guard at its head the best 
interests of our order. I accepted the trust with great fear of the responsi- 
bility attached to it, but with pride at such a mark of your confidence and 
esteem. In the performance of my official duties 1 may have committed 
errors of judgment, but I have conscientiously endeavored to advance the in- 
terest of the order, and my heart has ever been faithful and devoted to its 
holy principles. 

The high office I received from you I am about to yield to you again. 
If my course has been such as to meet your approbation, my highest ambi- 
tion is achieved, and I trust on the floor, to meet that esteem which elevated 
rae to oflfice, and which is more gratifying to me than the highest official 
honors.

The Grand Lodge of Adoptive Masonry of the State of Michigan con- 
vened its annual session, pursuant to the provisions of the Constitutions of 
the Grand Lodge, at Jackson, Michigan, on the 6th of October, A. D., 1869, 
at I o'clock P. M. 

Present — Grand Worthy President, Grand Vice President, E. H. Cro- 
fut, as Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Sister Ellis as Grand First Patron, 
Sister Snyder as Grand Second Patron, Sister Pendleton as Grand Third 
Patron, Sister Mansfield as Fourth Patron, Grand Fifth Patron, Sister 
Howes as Grand Conductor, Grand Guard, Grand Sentinel, Grand Lecturer. 

Bro. Hastings and Sister Beebe and Smith were appointed as Committee 
on Credentials. 

On motion the Grand Lodge was then called from labor to refresh- 
ment, to resume labor at 7 o'clock P. M. at Adrian. 

EVENING SESSION— 7 P. M. 

The Grand Lodge was called from refreshment to labor in Masonic 
Temple, Adrian by the Grand Worthy President. 

A resolution was offered to permit all duly affiliated members of Eastern 
Star Lodges to visit this Grand Lodge during its session. Carried. 
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As the Committee on Credentials was not prepared to make their re- 
port, no business was transacted; and, after an hour spent in social conver- 
sation, the Grand Lodge was called from labor to refreshment till 8 o'clock, 
A. M., Oct. 7th. 



MORNING SESSION— 9 A. M. 



The Grand Lodge was called from refreshment to labor by the Grand 
Worthy President, who then presented her annual address, as follows: 

Sisters and Brothers: — Under the guidance of the great I Am, 
whose we are, and in whom we live and have our being, we are permitted 
to meet upon this our second annual communication, to consult upon and 
regulate all such matters as may come before us touching our honored insti- 
tution and its members. And it becomes us, as the recipients of the many 
blessings which have been bestowed upon us, with grateful hearts and with 
deep humility to bow at the throne of grace, and return our sincere thanks 
to God, our Heavenly Father, for the preservation of our lives and for the 
privilege of again meeting around our mystic altar and to implore a con- 
tinuance of His blessings upon us in all our laudable business and under- 
takings. It is no less my pleasure than my duty to congratulate you, my 
sisters and brothers, on this return of our grand convocation, and to rejoice 
with you that, after a year's separation, we meet again in peace, and the 
voice of sorrow and mourning 4s not mingled with our congratulations. 
May we duly appreciate those blessings and profit by them. 

In accordance with the rules of our Order, I will now lay before you a 
brief account of our business transactions for the year. At our last annual 
session, held in Cold water, charters were granted to the following named 
Lodges: Fowlerville, No. 15; East Saginaw, No. i^; Colon, No. 17; Lin- 
den, No. 18; Romeo, No. 19; South Saginaw, No. 20; Cooper, No. 21; 
Owosso, No. 22. Pinkney was continued under dispensation, and' 1 
would recommend them to your favorable consideration. 

During the year I have granted dispensations to open new Lodges in 
the following named places: Camden, Nov. 6; Deerfield, Dec. 9; Lyons, 
March 10; Orangeville, April 3; Mendpn, June i. These dispensations, 
and the proceedings under their authority, will be submitted for your con- 
sideration and action, with the request on the part of the petitioners for 
charters at your hands. If their work is such as to meet your approbation, 
I would recommend that you grant them charters. 

On the 9th of November, I visited Osseo Lodge, No. 14, in the village 
of Osseo. I found them laboring under difficulties such as I knew not how 
to obviate; but, after mature deliberation, and full consultation with a num- 
ber of members of this Grand Lodge, I very reluctantly came to the conclu- 
sion that I would promote the best interest of the Order by recalling their 
charter, which I did. The charter is now in the hands of our Worthy 
Grand Secretary, to be disposed of as you may see proper. 

Soon after taking the charter from Osseo Lodge, No. 14, I received a 
petition from a constitutional number of sisters and brothers of the original 
Lodge of Osseo, praying for dispensation to open a Lodge of Adoptive 
Masons in the town of Jefferson, to be known as Jefferson Lodge, No. 14, 
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which petition was duly considered; but, for a number of reasons which T 
thought would justify me in doing so, I did not grant the prayer of the 
petitioners. And on the 4th of January, I received another petition, signed 
by 9 constitutional number of members of the original Lodge of Osseo, 
praying for dispensation to open a new Lodge of Adoptive Masons in 
Osseo, to be known as Osseo Lodge, No. 14, which petition was duly con 
sidered, and I was satisfied the petitioners were worthy of dispensation; but, 
in accordance with Masonic laws and usages, I could nol grant them a dis- 
pensation until their case was brought before this Grand Body for a hearing 
and decision. 

On the 30th of August, I received the resignation of our Grand Secre- 
tary, Bro. O. M. Eddy (he having removed to Kansas), and the same day 
I appointed Bro. E. H. Crofut, of Adrian, Grand Secretary pro tern., to 
fill the unexpired term of Bro. O. M. Ekldy, resigned. 

I would most respectfully call your attention to the utility of adopting 
some form of regalia to be worn by our members. I have long felt that we 
were deficient in this respect as a Masonic body. I think every member 
should be clothed in proper regalia before entering the Lodge-room. I would 
also call your attention to our funeral service, which was placed in the hands 
of our sisters and brothers of Cold water Lodge to be completed and pub- 
lished. They have failed to do so, but I. presume they are prepared to ac- 
count satisfactorily for their deficiency in that respect, and to present a ser- 
vice for your consideration which will be worthy of your approbation, and 
which, I trust, you will have printed at an early day. I would also direct 
your attention to our funeral badge. The badge adopted at our last session 
does not meet the approbation of our Order, and I would recommend that 
yoa adopt some more appropriate badge for funeral occasions. 

Another subject which 1 would present for your consideration is that 
of by-laws for subordinate Lodges. I would suggest that this Grand Lodge 
adopt and have printed a system of by-laws leaving blank the time and 
place of meeting, the name of the Lodge and the amount of fees for the de- 
grees and Lodge dues, and by its edicts require all subordinate Lodges to be 
governed by them. This system would secure a uniformity in our govern- 
ment which otherwise could not be obtained; and I would also suggest that 
this Grand Lodge pass an edict requiring the Worthy President of each sub- 
ordinate Lodge to cause the proceedings of this Grand Lodge to be read be- 
for their Lodge, at the first regular meeting after they shall receive a printed 
copy of the same. 

I would present another subject for your consideration, which I trust 
will receive a deliberate and harmonious discussion by this Grand Body. 
You are aware that a committee of three was appointed at our last session 
to revise our ritual. That committee have had that subject under consid- 
eration, and their report will come before you for your examination and 
decision, and I have no doubt will meet, as its great importance demands, 
your eardest and fullest consideration; and I trust that whatever conclusion 
this Grand Lodge may arrive at, after due reflection, that conclusion will be 
cheerfully sustained by every Adoptive Mason within our jurisdiction. 

My sisters and brothers, it affords me no little pleasure to be able to say 
to you that, as an Order, peace and prosperity prevails throughout our bor- 
ders, and the advance and general prosperity attending our subordinate 
Lodges should lead us to enquire whether we, as members of the Lodges to 
which we severally belong, have made a corresponding advance in the 
knowledge of Adoptive Masonry. If the increase in the observance of the 
teachings of our Order has been commensurate with the increase of num- 
bers, then, indeed, have we good cause for rejoicing; for these teachings are 
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based upon the inspired Word of God, and upon this foundation the super- 
structure of our beloved Order is erected, and upon which it will safely rest 
throughout all time. Let, then its pure and lofty principles be inculcated, 
its sublime moral lessons be impressed upon our minds, and reduced to 
practice in our daily lives, and it will need no tongue of eloquence to pro- 
tect it from the assaults of the wicked and ignorant. If it is our desire that 
its great mission be fulfilled, — that the clouds which threaten temporarily to 
obscure it be dispelled, — let it be known that it requires a morality to ap- 
preciate and an intellect to comprehend it, and it will stand before the 
world with the virtuous and the honorable as its supporters, and the ignor- 
ant and unworthy will not be permitted to pass our temple door. The wel- 
fare of our Order depends upon the character of those who are its adher- 
ents, and it behooves us to guard against the admission of those who cannot 
appreciate or understand the beautiful lessons we teach them. The success 
and perpetuity of our institution depends more upon the observance of its 
principles than upon any increase of the number of its members, and we 
cannot learn and act our duty as Adoptive Masons without being morally 
and socially benefitted thereby; and in attempting to do so ourselves, we 
assuredly secure the good resulting from our actions to our companions with 
whom we as.sociate, and upon the community to which we belong. The 
principles of Adoptive Masonry are most impressively presented to the mind 
of avery initiate on their admission to the Lodge, and their duty is at the 
same time so particularly defined that none need mistake its meaning. And 
if any of our members persistently indulge in any course that would bring 
reproach upon our Order, they are guilty of violating their obligation, and 
should be dealt with accordingly. 

My sisters and brothers of this Grand Lodge, you have twice honored 
me with the highest oPfice in your gift, and I have zealously endeavored to 
honor that high position by the prompt and faithful performance of my 
duties. And in the discharge of all my official duties, I have always had the 
best interest of the Order at heart; still, I may have erred. If so, your dis- 
approval will guard ray successor aginst its repetition. And now, in conclu- 
sion, permit me to express to you my grateful feelings for the uniform 
courtesy and fraternal regard manifested toward me by the members of this 
Grand Lodge, and by the fraternity throughout our jurisdiction; the rember- 
ance of which will ever be lo me a source of exceeding pleasure. And let 
me assure you that, wherever my lot may be cast, my heart will ever beat in 
unison with yoars in disseminating a knowledge of the principles of our Order.

[PRAYER BY THE CHAPLAIN OR WORTHY PRESIDENT.] 

O Merciful and loving Father, who hath made our present life but tem- 
porary, and thus decreed that the sorrows we endure shall not be perpetual, 
we thank Thee for the conciousness which thou hast implanted in us that 
Thou dost exist, and that the grave is not the end of life. Pity and forgive 
the errors of the living, so that the evil consequences of sin may not follow 
them into the other world. May we endure the crosses of life patiently, as 
resting in hoj>e of a blissful reward. And may we so labor upon the in- 
structive designs of our Order that Charity, Friendship, Good Counsel and 
Morality may animate all our doings, and render us well pleasing in Thy 
sight. Amen. 

[After prayer, the Worthy President gives the following address:] 

My Sisters and Brothers: The brevity and uncertainty of human life 
now afford us subjects for contemplation. Our beloved sister has fallen in 
life's battle, acknowledged the supremacy of death, grounded her arms 
before a victor whom none can resist, and entered upon the sleep that knows 
no waking. Her star is set on this world, and she has passed mto the light 
that is beyond the valley of the shadow of death. We shall no more hear 
her voice until we, also, have awakened in another world. She who now 
slumbers in that last, long, unbroken sleep of death, was our sister. With 
her have we traveled the pilgrimage of life, and sympathized in its vicissi- 
tudes and trials. She is now removed beyond the effects of our praise or 
censure. That we loved her, our presence here evinces. That she had 
faults and fobiles is but to repeat what her mortality demonstrates; that she 
had a human nature, not divine. Over those errors, whatever they may 
have been, while living, we cast the mantle of charity. It should with much 
more reason enshroud her in death. As she in her life exemplified the vir- 
tues of those chosen servants of God (the Patrons of our Order), so no doubt 
has been her reward. The memory of her virtues lingers in our remem- 
brance, and reflects its shining luster beyond the portals of the tomb. 

Sisters and Brothers, this melancholy scene reminds us that we, too, 
are mortal, and that sooner or later we shall be enshrouded in death, and 
deposited in the silent tomb. Let this dispensation of divine providence 
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admonish us of the uncertainty of human life, and the vanity of all earthly 
pursuits. May we all improve the remaining span of life, and be prepared 
to obey our Master's call, and go from our labors on earth to everlasting 
happiness in the world to come. 

[After the above address, the members will join in singing the follow 
iog, or some other appropriate hymn:]

Where storm after storm rises dark o'er the way.

[After singing, the Vice President takes a Floral Star from the coffin 
(whTch should be prepared for the occasion, made five-pointed, and of five 
appropriate colors, to wit: blue, yellow, white, green and red; the center or 
crown of the star of evergreen). The coffin is then lowered into the grave, 
after which the Vice President proceeds as follows:] 

This floral emblem of the Eastern Star, wrought in Nature's own hues 
and from her own materials, instructs us with an eloquence only known to 
stars and flowers and gems. Who does not love flowers? They not only 
please the eye and gratify the sense, but they are the monitors of truth and 
righteousness. Flowers are the smiles of Nature, and earth would be a 
desert without them. 

In the ritual of our Society, flowers bear an important part. They sug- 
gest, through their colors and fragrance and matchless forms, the brave 
lessons and womanly graces of the five heroines of the Eastern Star. 

It is proper, therefore, that in this, our most solemn ceremonial, we 
should introduce our traditional flowers, with their appropriate lessons; and 
I shall call upon the immediate representatives of those heroines to evolve 
the lessons they contain. 

Sister Adah, draw from these mute monitors of truth that portion of the 
floral star which suggests your particular place, and impart to us its signifi- 
cation. 

[He hands her the Floral Star, she plucks blue star from it, and says:] 

Its lesson, my friends, is undying love. In the belief that true love is 
undying, I deposit this flower in the grave. 

[She does so, and returns the Floral Star to the Vice President ] 

V. P. Sister Ruth, select that portion of the Floral Star which suggests 
your particular place, and impart to us its signification. 
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[He hands her the Star, she plucks the yellow flower, and says:] 

Its lesson, my friends, is unending possession in the belief that true love 
is unending, I deposit this in the grave. 

[She does so, and hands the Star to the Vice President.] 

V. P. Sister Esther, select that portion of the Floral Star which suggests 
your particular place, and imparts to us its signification. 

[He hands her the Star, and she plucks from it the white Star, and 
says:] 

Its lesson, my friends, is heart purity. In the belief that no word of 
God can be lost, I deposit this flower in the grave. 

[She does so, and returns the Star to the Vice President.] 

V. P. Sister Martha, select that portion of the Floral Star which sug- 
gests your place, and impart to us its signification. 

[He hands her the Floral Star, she plucks the green point, and says:] 

Its lesson, my friends, is undeviating sincerity, in the beViei that true 
h)ve is ever sincere, I deposit this flower in the grave. 

[She does so, and returns the Floral Star to the Vice President. ] 

V. P. Sister Electa, select that portoin of the Floral Star which suggests 
your particular place, and impart to us its signification. 

[He hands her the Floral Star, she plucks the remaining red point,

V. P. How instructive are these lessons! Love undying and unend- 
ing, animating hearts that are pure and sincere, will inherit the unfading 
beauty of which the Holy Spirit hath spoken. In this belief, I deposit what 
remains of the Floral Star in the grave of our deceased sister. The duty 
we owe to the dead is performed. It remains that we who are living should

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BY-LAWS OF 

EASTERN STAR LODGE 

OF ADOPTIVE MASONS, 



., Michigan. 



ARTICLE I. 

The officers of this Lodge shall consist of a Worthy President, Vice Pres- 
ident, Conductor, Five Patrons, Secretary, Treasurer, Guard, Sentinel 
and Chaplain. 

ARTICLE II. 

The-regular meetings of this Lodge shall be held on or preceding 

the full moon of each month, the hour of meeting shall be from October, 
ist to April 1st at 7 o'clock, P. M. and from April ist to October i at 7^ 
o'clock, P.M. 

ARTICLE III. 

The officers of this Lodge shall be elected annually by ballot, at the 
next regular meeting preceding the annual meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
and a majority of all the votes cast shall be necessary for an election; which 
officers shall hold their offices for one year, or until others are elected and 
installed in their stead. 

ARTICLE IV. 

All applications for inititation or membership shall be made in writing, 
addressed to the Worthy President, Vice President and Patrons signed by 
the petitioner, specifying his or her age and residence, and recommended by 
two members of this I^dge. 

Petitions for initation or membership may be received at any regular 
meeting, and it shall be the duty of the of the Worthy President to refer the 
same to a committee of three, at least one of whom shall be a Master Ma- 
son whose duty it shall be to investigate the charter of the applicant, and 
report the same to the Lodge at the next regular meeting; providing the 
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petition shall remftin in the hands of the comittee at least seven days. 

ARTICLE V. 

The fees for conferring the Eastern Star Degree or for membership in 

this Lodge shall be: For females and for males 

, which fee must be paid before the candidate 

is initiated or admitted. A unanimous vote must be had in favor of the 
applicant for initiation. If only one black ball appear, a second ballot may 
be taken to avoid mistakes, which second ballot must be on the same even- 
ing of the first ballot. No person shall be denied admittance to member- 
ship on dimit unless three black balls appear. 

ARTICLE VL 

Each member shall pay annually into the funds of the Lodge as fol- 
lows: to be paid at or. before the first regular 

meeting for the election of officers in each year, and any who shall be in 
arrears for one year's dues, shall not be entitled to a vote, and may be sus- 
pended if a majority of the members present shall so determine. It shall be 
the duty of the Secretary to notify members of their arrearage of dues on or 
before the regular meeting preceding the election of officers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Worthy President shall, at the first regular meeting after her elec- 
tion, appoint the following standing committees: Finance Committee and 
Conference Committee, consisting of three persons each; a Grievance Com- 
mittee, consisting of three ladies and three gentlemen. It shall be the duty 
of the Grievance Committee to take cognizance of the conduct of the mem- 
bers of the Lodge, reconcile difficulties that may arise, and when proper, 
prefer charges and specifications for the action of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

No sister or brother shall be expelled from this Lodge unless it be up- 
on written charges and specifications, signed by the accuser and filed with 
the Secretary, whose duty it shall be to present the same to the Lodge at 
any regular meeting, and if, by a two-thirds vote they shall see fit to enter- 
tain the same, it shall be the duty of the Worthy President to appoint a 
Committee of Investigation, whose duty it shall be to investigate the same 
and report their action to the Lodge for consideration; but in no case shall a 
member be expelled without sufficient opportunity be given for their de- 
fence. 

ARTICLE IX. 

In voting upon any subject, every member present shall be required to 
▼ote, unless excused by the Worthy President. 

ARTICLE X. 

Sec I. — Any member of this Lodge who shall, in any manner whatever. 
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make known the transactions of this Lodge, or the result of any ballot taken 
in this Lodge, either for initation or for membership, except>.to those 
who have been initated in or are members of a regular constituted Eastern 
Star Lodge, shall for such offence be tried as in article eight of these by-laws, 
and, if found guilty, be suspended or expelled, as two-thirds of the members 
present shall determine. 

Sec. 2. — It shall be the duty of every member of the Lodge to aid and 
and assist their sisters and brothers in sickness at any and all times when 
requested, provided it will not cause great inconvenience to themselves. 

Sec. 3. — The Worthy President may, at her discretion, reprimand in 
open Lodge any sister or brother who shall, during the transaction of busi- 
ness, entertain any private discourse, or in any way disturb the peace and 
harmony of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE XL 

Any brother or sister becoming a member of this Lodge shall express his 
or her assent to these by-laws by subscribing their names thereto. 

ARTICLE XII. 

No alteration or amendment of these by-laws shall be made unless the 
same be proposed in writing, at a regular meeting, when it shall be entered 
upon the minutes and lie over until the next regular meeting, when it shall 
require the sanction of three-fourths of the members present for its adoption.

Sisters and Brothers — Rei^resentatives of Adoptive Ma- 
sonry OF THE State of MiCHKiAN : — 

By the providence of God we have been spared through 
another year, and permitted to meet again on this fifth Anni- 
vei-sary of our beloved order. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge charters were grant- 
ed to the following lodges working under dispensation : 

Greenville, No. 32, and White Cross, No. 33; and a new 
charter was also granted Oonstantine Lodge in place of their 
old one, which was destroyed by fire. On the 15th day of 
August last I received the resignation of Sister Martha G. 
Liudsley as Treasurer of this Grand Lodge, and have appoint- 
ed Sister Mary Snyder to act as Grand Treasurer for this ses- 
sion. By the jjrovision of Section 9, Article 6 of the Constir 
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tution all lodges neglecting to make returns for two years for- 
feit their charter, and are required to return the same to the 
Grand Secretary. 

The following lodges have failed to make returns since the 
year 1868 ; 

Jackson, No. 8; Fowler\ille, No. 15; Eomeo, No. 19; South 
Saginaw, No. 20; Owosso, No. 22, and Orange ville. No. 20. 
You will take such action towards them as shall to you seeni 
proper and necessary — in justice to the subordinate lodg-es 
and a strict compliance with our Constitution. 

I regret that I am not ])ermitted to report an increase in 
the number of our lodges during the i)ast year. 

On page 10 in Proceedings of 1809 will be found a series of 
resolutions jn'oviding for the appointment of District Deputy 
Grand Lecturers. I believe the spirit of those resolutions 
lias not been carried out, and am not aware that any such 
Deputies have been api)ointed. The appointment of Depu- 
ties, well skilled in our mysteries, and having the good of our 
order at heart, would have a tendency to eidarge om* borders, 
and extend to a greater number the advantages of our uiu-i- 
valled social institution. As Adoptive Masons we should ev- 
er bear in mind our duties to each other and to our lodge. 
As officers we should not only be skillful in the work, and 
able to guide impressively and successfully the candidate 
through the various requisitions of the ritual, but ever have 
in view the advancement of those fundamentel principles of 
our institution — Affection, Fidelity, Purity, Faith, and Pa- 
tience.

Sisters and Brothers — Again have we assembled 
in our annual communication for the purpose of deliber- 
ating for the good of Adoptive Masonry, exchange "fra- 
ternal greetings," form new friendships and cement old 
ones. 
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The opportunity thus oflfered is one of the pleasant 
privileges of our yearly meetings. Coming together as 
we do with hearts filled with love for our Order, and ex- 
panded by those principles which our institution incul- 
cates, it is not strange that we should while here, form 
friendships which shall become lasting sources of enjoy- 
ment during the remainder of our lives. 

As we come with our offerings for the good of Adop- 
tive Masonry, let us remember to render grateful praise 
to our Divine Preserver for His kind care over us dur- 
ing another year, that He has permitted us to labor "to 
increase our own happiness and promote that of others," 
and for the peace and prosperity He has seen fit to bless 
us with. 

Having been honored by you by being made your 
chief officer, it becomes my duty to render to you an ac- 
count of the manner in which those duties have been dis- 
charged. 

At our last annual session a Charter was granted to 
Brothers and Sisters at Crystal Lake, to be known as 
Crystal Lodge of Adoptive Masons, No. 34. 

During the year I have granted dispensations to open 
new lodges to Brothers and Sisters at Elm Hall, to be 
known as Summer Lodge, February i8th. To Brothers 
and Sisters at Palo to be called Palo Lodge, February 
19th. These dispensations and the proceedings had un- 
der their authority will be submitted {or your consider- 
ation and approval; if satisfactory, I would recommend 
that charters be granted them.

C. Leonard, 
to install its officers.

stated time, upon proper notice to its members. 

The account of the Subordinate Lodges with the 
Grand Lodge has not been kept as it should be. I would 
recommend that the Committee and Secretary be au- 
thorized to examine the Secretary's books, and report to 
this Grand Body at this session, how the account stands 
with each Subordinate Lodge. 

Several questions have been submitted to me touch- 
ing our unwritten work. A strict attention by all to the 
exemplification of our work at the annual session of this 
Grand Body will fit and prepare you as chief officers of 
the Subordinate Lodges, to give them proper instructions 
in the mysteries of Adoptive Masonry. 

I regret to say that some of our Lodges are laboring 
under difficulties and discouragements, caused by a want 
of interest among their members. All such need your 
forebearance and encouragement. 

Not all who have received the Covenant of Adoption, 
been instructed in the faith and principles of our beloved - 
Order, are willing to participate in our endeavors to imi- 
tate Christ, and practice upon His example. 

When burdened by the carelessness, indiflFerence or 
apostacy of our members, let us remember that when Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, the Redeemer of the world, and 
Almighty Saviour, was upon earth teaching lessons that 
relate to Him, there were many who believed on Him, 
nevertheless, because of the Pharisees, did not confess 
Him, for they loved the praise of men more than the 
praise of God. Yet this same Jesus, who was scorned 
and rejected by the proud and haughty of earth, after 
having suffered the pains of death, descended into the 
grave, and in due time ascended with glorious majesty to 
the right hand of our "Heavenly Father," where he now 
sits as an Intercepter for all those who have faith in Him. 

If we are kindly affectioned one toward another, filial 
to the noble principles of our Order, pure in our efforts 
to promote the happiness of others, faithful in the per- 
formance of our duties, patiently doing good, exercising 
charity and forbearance, we shall convince all of the good- 
ness of our institution and make it a blessing to the world. 
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"and the honor, glory and rq)utation of the Eastern Star '• 
will be firmly established." 

Permit me to express my grateful acknowledgements 
for the valuable assistance rendered me in advancing the 
interests of Adoptive Masonry, by our Grand Lecturer, 
Bro. B. M. Hutchinson, and Deputy Grand Lecturer, Bro. 
C. Leonard. To their zealous efforts we are greatly in- 
debted for the advance made during the past year. 

Sisters and Brothers, you have twice conferred upon 
me the honor of being your chief officer. For this token 
of your confidence I return my sincere thanks. I have en- 
deavored to perform the duties with fidelity and to pre- 
serve a conscience void of offence toward God and my 
Brothers and Sisters. Wherein I have failed, whatever 
my error may have been, I implore you to cast over them 
the **mantle of charity." 

I also beg for my successor a large share of your 
sympathy and encouragement. • My love and attachment 
for this institution will, I trust, ever prompt me to con- 
tinue as a co-worker with you, to use my best endeavors 
to advance the cause of Adoptive Masonry.

Sisters and Brothers: — In accordance with the custom estab- 
lished hy my worthy and highly esteemed predecessors in office, whose 
good example I hope may be perpetuated, the following thoughts and of- 
ficial acts are offered for your consideration. 

After a year's separation from each other we meet again in peace, har- 
mony, and health. In this circumstance alone we may find abundant rea- 
sons for mutual congratulations, but when we come to consider that we 
meet in a land of abundance and a country at peace with the world, our 
sense of gratitude can find no expression in language. Let us then be 
thankful that we live to see the bright and happy breaking of this aus- 
picious day, which brings together in beautiful harmony our beloved order. 

Again have we assembled for the purpose of deliberating at our Annu- 
al Communication. Let us return our adoration to the Supreme Archi- 
tect of the universe that we have not been called to clothe our jewels in 
mourning, but are again permitted, through a kind Providence, to meet 
together for fraternal greetings. As your chief officer it becomes my duty 
to give an account of the matters of business that may have fallen under 
my supervision during the past year. A communication was sent me by 
the Grand Secretary from Palmyra Lodge, No. 11, about the first of Oc- 
tober, which, owing to my absence from home, did not come to my knowl- 
iidge until the first of January, when the request was immediately granted. 
Also a request from Morenci Lodge, No. 12, asking pennission to elect a 
uew Secretary, which was granted. Also a request from the Grand Lec- 
turer to have me appoint Brother James Sweeney Deputy Grand Lectu- 
rer, to discharge such duties as he might require at his hands, which was 
granted Nov. 19th through the Grand Lecturer, as he had not given me 
Brother Sweeney's address. I also received a communication from the 
Grand Secretary, Brother D. B. Purinton, Nov. 8th, stating that the sur- 
rendered charter of Fowlerville Lodge, No. 15, had been received. Va- 
rious questions have been communicated to me, which I have answered to 
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the best of my ability. In taking a retrospective glance of the year just 
past we find from courses beyond our control that the financial pressure 
has been such as to cripple our energies, and our order has not been in as 
floarishing a condition as we could wish. Yet let us not however sit idly 
down, folding our hands, content that the institution is flourishing, and 
will wholly protect itself. No ! there is danger in idleness. We must 
work, and our industry will be manifest by imperishable results. Among 
the duties imposed upon our Order is that of the dissemination of its beau- 
tifiil truths and its principles of eternal peace and good will among us. 
Oar Order, therefore, is not exclusive but universal in its true spirit and 
geoins. In the discharge of this duty the one great precautionary ques- 
tion, <*Are They Worthy F is the only one that ought to give us any con- 
cern. The design of Adoptive Masonry is that all are entitled to eat of 
the hidden manna who are worthy ; provided they seek through its legiti- 
mate channels to be admitted to its sacred place. That all are not worthy 
is not the fault of our institution. Neither is it the fault of our institu- 
tion that the unworthy have found their way into its sanctuary. We, 
with the rest of the human race, have to lament that we cannot, any more 
^n other human institutions, correctly prejudge human nature. Let us, 
therefore, keep an eye on the bright Star of Bethlehem, the beacon-light 
of the Order. As our Order is pure, is beautiful, is grand, we must labor 
to keep it so. Let us emulate the Divine Master, whose life was one of 
puritj and harmony ; and, like the poet, I would exclaim, 

" I Uve to hall the seasons 

By gifted minds foretold, 
When man shall rule by reason, 

And not alone by gold. 
When man to man united. 
And every wrong thing righted, 
And the whole world shall be lighted 

As Eden was of old." 

We must, therefore, be ever watchful, patient, and laborious, that 
through us justice and knowledge may ever triumph. 

And now, Sisters and Brothers, it only remains for me, in closing this 
brief address, to thank you for the honors conferred upon me. If I have 
disdiarged them with any degree of satisfaction to this honorable Order it 
nas been owing not more to the conscious determination which I have 
broaght to your service than to the generous assistance with which I have 
been Bupported by my companions and colleagues in oiRce. Of one thing 
1 am certain, that in whatever degree I may have fallen short of meeti^ig 
your expectations in the discharge of my official duties, the deficiency 
rowBt be attributed to eiTors of the head and not of the heart. For all 

\ 
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the imperfectionfi of mj official career I crave the mantle of jour charitj ; 
and, aa I retire to give place to another more worthy, be assured that 
wherever my lot may be cast my heart will ever beat in unison with yours 
for the good of the Order, and to maintain that peace and harmony which 
should charterize all our proceedings.

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The name of tbe Grand Lodge shall be the Grand Lodge 
"Adoptive Masonry of the State of Michigan. 
^* 2* Its officers shall consist of one Grand Worthy President, one

ice President, one Grand Secretary, one Grand Treasurer, one 



^^^ Lecturer and Visitor, one Grand Conductor, five Grand Patrons, 
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(to be designated Ist^ 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5th,) one Grand Guard, and one 
Grand Chaplain. 

Sec. 3. Any brother or sister who is a member in good standing of 
any subordinate Lodge, working under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, shall be eligible to any office of this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 4. This Grand Lodge shall meet annually at 12 o'clock M. on the 
first Wednesday in October in each year, at such pla<5e as shall be deter- 
mined by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Worthy President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Grand Lodge, appoint all committees not otherwise directed, shall 
sign all warrants and Charters, and do all such things as are necessary 
and usual for a presiding officer to do in similar bodies. 

Sec. 6. In the absence of the Grand Worthy President the Grand 
Vice President shall perform the duties in all particulars, and shall be 
clothed with all powers which the Grand Worthy President would have. 

Sec. 7. The Grand Secretary shall keep a correct record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge ; shall issue warrants and Charters to sub- 
ordinate Lodges when directed so to do by the Grand Worthy President, 
or Grand Lodge, and shall do all such things as shall be directed by the 
Grand Lodge or the Grand Worthy President. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Treasurer shall receive all funds of the Grand 
Lodge, and pay the same out by order of the Grand Worthy President, or 
as directed by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 9. Tlie Grand Treasurer shall give such security as shall be re- 
quired and approved by the Grand Worthy President for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of said office, which shall be filed with the Grand 
Secretary. 

Sec. 10. The other Grand Officers shall perform and discharge such 
duties belonging to their respective stations, as may be required. 



ARTICLE 11. 

Section 1. All Grand Officers of this Lodge shall be elected by bal- 
lot. 

Sec. 2. A majority of all votes cast shall be necessary for a choice in 
the election of the Grand Officers. 

Sec. 3. All Grand Officers shall hold their office for the term of one 
year, or until others are elected and duly installed. 
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AETICLE ni. 

Section 1. The revenue of this Grand Lodge shall be as follows : — 
For all Charters to subordinate Lodges, ten dollars ($10) ; for all war- 
rants to subordinate Lodges, five dollars ($5), to be deducted if charter 
be afterwards granted ; for each membership of each subordinate Lodge, 
twenty cents (20 cents) per annum ; for each initiation during the year 
twenty-five cents (25 cents). 

Sec. 2. No Lodge shall be represented in this Grand Lodge until its 
dues to this Grand Lodge are fully paid. 

Sec. 3. JBach subordinate Lodge shall be entitled to three votes in this 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 4. A subordinate Lodge shall consist of a Worthy President, 
Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, Conductor, 6 Patrons, Guard, Sen- 
M, and Chaplain, and as many members as may be convenient ; and 
nid Lodge shall have a seal. 

Sec. 5. The Worthy President, Vice President, and such other persons 
as the Lodge shall elect, shall be entitled to represent their respective 
Ii)dge6. 

Sec. 6. Each subordinate Lodge may elect a representative for either 
for either of the persons who are entitled to seats in the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 7. All Past Grand Worthy Presidents and Grand Vice Presi- 
dents who are members in good standing in some subordinate Lodge, shall 
be honorary members of this Grand Lodge and entitled to a vote. 



ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. All Lodges in the State of Michigan who do not, within 
five months, obtain a Charter from this Grand Lodge, shall be considered 
and treated as clandestine. 

Sec. 2. No new Lodge shall hereafter be instituted until the. Grand 
Worthy President or the Grand Lecturer and Visitor shall be satisfied 
that the proposed oflficers are thoroughly qualified for the proper discharge 
of their respective duties. 

Sec. 3. All applications for warrants shall be made to the Grand Wor- 
thy President, Grand Lecturer and Visitor, or Grand Secretary, and shall 
be granted only by consent of the Grand Worthy President. 

Sec. 4. Each Subordinate Lodge shall make out and forward to the 
Grand Secretary at least two weeks previous to the annual meeting of the 
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Grand Lodge, an abstract of its proceedings for the year previous. This 
report shall include the names of its officers, the number initiated, the 
number of its members, the number who have been demitted, and Uie 
number who have died, and the amount due the Grand Lodge. 



AJITICLB V. 

Section 1. The Grand Lodge will pay but one representative from 
each Subordinate Lodge entitled to be represented. 

Sec. 2. The pay for each representative shall be two dollars a day, and 
ten cents per mile travel, one way only, but in no case shall the represent- 
ative receive more pay than the dues from the Lodge which they represent 
for the preceding year. i 

Sec. 3. The Grand Officers shall receive the same compensation per 
day and mileage for attending the Grand Lodge as the representatfyes 
ftom Subordinate Lodges. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lecturer and Visitor shall receive no compensa- 
tion for his services (except as provided for in Sec. 3 of this article) from 
this Grand Lodge, but may receive compensation from such Subordinate 
Lodges as may require his services. 



ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. No person shall be admitted as a member of any Subor- 
dinate Lodge, within this jurisdiction, by initiation or application, but af- 
filiated Master Masons in good standing, their wives, widows, sisters and 
daughters who shall have attained to the age of eighteen years, and abaJl 
have been regularly proposed and balloted for at a regular meeting of the 
Subordinate Lodge. For initiation one black ball rejects for membership. 

Sea^. No Lodge under this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees of 
Adoptive Masonry for any less sum than one dollar. 

Sec. 3. No Adoptive Mason can be a member of more than one lodge 
at the same time, nor shall any member be permitted to withdraw from a 
Lodge until all dues to the same are paid or remitted. 

Sec. 4. Subordinate Lodges shall have disciplinary control over non- 
affiliated Adoptive Masons residing within their respective jurisdiction* 

Sec. 5. Each Subordinate Lodge shall have power to hear and deter- 
mine all matters of difference between its own members, and suspend or 
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expel, with the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present ; in case 
of suspension two-thirds may restore ; in case of expulsion a unanimous 
Tote shall be required. 

Sec. 6. Any member deeming themselTes aggrieved by the decision 
of the Lodge may appeal in writing within one year to the Grand Ijodge, 
by whom such order shall be taken relating thereto as the nature of the 
case may require. 

Sec, 7. Every Lodge within this jurisdiction shall have and eigoy full 
power to regulate its internal policies, by the adoption of a constitution, 
by-laws and other regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Constitation. * 

Sec. 8. Ko Lodge can surrender its Charter to the Grand Lodge with- 
out first taking the same steps at a regular meeting thereof, which by its 
coostitntion or by-laws would have required for amendments to said in- 
stramenty and in all cases written notice of the intention to surrender a 
Charter shall be given to every member of said Lodge witiiin its jurisdic- 
tiou at least one week preceding the regular meeting at which action is 
proposed to be had. 

Sec. 9. Any Lodge neglecting to assemble for one year, or to make 
returns and pay its dues for two years, shall forfeit its warrant and sur- 
render the same to the Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 10. Ko Lodge or assembly of Adoptive Masons which shall here- 
after be formed within the State of Michigan shall be deemed legal with- 
out the sanction of this Grand Lodge being first obtained. 



ARTICLE VII. 

Amet^^dmenU and BevigioiM. 

Section 1. All amendments and additions to this Constitution must 
be submitted and approved at a previous meeting to that in which they 
are acted upon. 
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BYLAWS. 



Abtiole 1. At every communicatioii of this Grand Lodge previous 
to the transaction of business the Lodge shall be opened in proper fonu. 

Art. 2. The Lodge to be opened within half an hour of the time ap- 
pointed in the Constitution or in the notification in the case of extra meet- 
ingy or as soon thereafter as a sufficient number shall appear. 

Art. 3. ISo person shall be admitted in the Grand Lodge before his or 
her name shall be announced and leave given by the presiding oificer, nor 
shall any one be admitted into the Grand Lodge but such as are members, 
representatives or members of a Subordinate Lodge, or admitted as a wit- 
ness, petitioner, or by a vote of this Grand Lodge. 

Art. 4. The appointment of committees shall be first in order, then 
presenting and hearing petitions, the reports of committees previously ap- 
pointed, and the unfinished business, and no new motion or other business 
shall be received, without first obtaining leave of the Grand Lodge, until 
the former is disposed of. 

Art. 5. The Standing Committees to be appointed at each annual 
meeting of this Grand Lodge are as follows : 

A committee of three on Grievances^ 

A committee of three on Finance and Accounts. 

A committee of three on Adoptive Law and Usage. 

A committee of three on Charters and Dispensations. 

Their powers and duties shall be defined by the by-laws, resolutions or 
edicts of this Grand Lodge. . 

Art. 6. All committees shall be appointed by the Grand Worthy Pres- 
ident unless otherwise specially directed by the Grand Lodge. In case of 
a ballot a majority of votes shall be necessary to a choice. 

Art. 7. No motion for reconsideration shall be in order unless made 
within twenty-four hours after the question shall have been decided. 

Art. 8. All reports of committees shall be made in writing and signed 
by at least a majority of the committee. 

Art. 9. Any of the above by-laws may be amended, or, when neces- 
sary, postponed for the time being, by the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present, or a majority of the Lodges. 

Art. 10. The election and installation of officers of the Grand Lodge 
shall be the last order of business of the session.

Art. 3. The officers of this Lodge shall be elected annually, by ballot, 
at the next regular meeting preceding the annual meeting of the Grand 
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Lodge, and a majority of all the votes cast shall be necessary for an elec- 
tion ; which officers shall hold their offices for one year, or until others are 
elected and installed in their stead. 

Art 4. All applications for initiation or^membership shall be made in 
writing, addressed to the Worthy President, Vice President, and Patrons, 
signed by the petitioner, specifying his or her age and residence, and rec- 
ommended by two members of this Lodge. 

Petitions for initiation or membership may be received at any regolar 
meeting, and it shall be thQ iutf of the \^ort^ President to refer the 
same to a committee of three, at least one of whom shall be a Masser 
Mason, whose duty it shall be to investigate the character of the applicant, 
and report the same to the Lodge at. the next regular meeting, provided 
the petition remain in the hands of the conmiittee at least seven days. 

Art 5. The fees for conferring the Eastern Star Degree, or for mem-

paid before the candidate is initiated or admitted. A unanimous vote 
must be had in fovor of the applicant for initiation. If only one black 
ball appear, a second ballot may be taken to avoid mistakes, which second 
ballot must be on the same evening of the first ballot.

Art. 6. Each member shall pay annually into the funds of the Lodge 

as follows :

present shall so determine. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to notify 
members of their arrearages of dues on or before the regular meeting pre- 
ceding the election of officers.

Any member of this Lodge who shall, in any manner what- 
ever, make known the transactions of this Lodge, or the result of any bal- 
lot taken in this Lodge, either for initiation or membership, except to those 
who have been initiated in or are members of a regular constituted East- 
em Star Lodge, shall for such offense be tried as in article eight of these 
by-laws, and, if found guilty, be suspended or expelled, as two-thirds of 
the members present shall determine. 

It shall be the duty of every member of the Lodge to aid and assist 
their Sisters and Brothers in sickness at any and all times when requested, 
provided it will not cause great inconvenience to themselves.

ADDRESS. 



Sisters and Brothers : — While ever restless time has hurried us 
through the events of another year the goodness of an all-wise Provi- 
dence has continued our lives, and we are once more permitted to meet 
on this annual occasion — to turn back the pages of our year's history, 
review our labors, and take sweet council together for the future. As 
this is the time which marks the close of our masonic year, and the

While many of our sisters and brothers in 
other jurisdictioiis have met with disaster in having their crops de- 
stroyed by pest and flood we have escaped, and have been blessed with 
a bountiful harvest. The earth has yielded plentiously to the labors of 
the husbandman, and health, happiness, peace, and prosperity abound. 
If amid all these blessings our cherished society has not grown and 
prospered beyond former yedrs, I trust with confidence, that you will 
discover no cause for it in the action or inaction of your Grand Worthy 
President. While 1 am conscious of the fact that I have but very im- 
perfectly discharged the important trusts reposed in me, I am also con- 
scious of the fact that any errors I may have committed have been 
more from a lack of ability than from disposition. Relying on your 
charitable criticism of my official acts, I will proceed to lay before you 
in the briefest manner possible a few matters which will require your ac- 
tion. During the year I have granted dispensations for the formation 
of four new lodges, as follows ; 

Carson City, June 29th, Quincy, Dec. nth, Portland, March 26th, 
Grand Ledge, June 21st. In each case the necessary prerequsites for 
the formation of new lodges were complied with, and the dispensations 
not granted until after careful consideration. Of the subsequent doings 
of these new lodges I know but little. From their prospects of success 
at the time they were launched forth I have no doubt they will come to 
this meeting and ask of you charters, and thereby become permanendy 
established. 
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ms<: On the i6th day of March a trial was commenced at Palo Lodge, 
<'dc:^:Ho. 36, which caused some dissatisfaction among the members, and 
ignr.. kom which an appeal has been taken to this Grand body. All the facts 
I :g ;.ind the necessary evidence in the case will probably be brought before 
I }i fou for adjudication. I trust the case may receive such care and at- 
tire lention at your hands as its importance demands. 
±: : At our last annual session a charter was granted Traverse City Lodge, 
onv. No. 37. 

e:r: On the-gth of November I appointed sister Gertie Hill, of Morenci, 
pv:; Deputy Grand Lecturer. 

i : :^ At our last annual meeting eleven out of thirty-seven lodges in our 
jurisdiction were not represented ; while this bare statement does not 
indicate a very flourishing condition of our society in this State it does 
not correctly indicate its true status. It has afforded me much relief 
to learn, and it gives me equal pleasurie to convey to you the fact, that 
several of the failures in being properly represented were caused more 
on account of misunderstanding than from neglect or indifference. To 
\ avoid such a contingency in future I would suggest that our lodges be 
particularly careful in their selection of officers. It is not enough that 
they should be simply proficient in the work and ritual, but they must 
also be earnest and zealous in the cause. While capability for any 
place or position is an excellent recommendation, it is not all that is 
necessary to insure success. Added to capability disposition is a good 
characteristic, but work, work, work, is superior to these, and will ac- 
complish what the former cannot. 

To confer our beautiful degrees in a manner attractive to members, 
and impressive and instructive to candidates, requires time and atten- 
tention ; to excite and sustain an interest that will call the members to- 
gether at every meeting requires constant work on the part of those en- 
trusted with the care of a lodge. The more there are who take a deep 
and lively interest in its affairs the more easily and perfect will it run. 
If at times everything does not move to satisfy us all, let us bear the of- 
fence with moderation ; remembering there is no sunshine without shad- 
ow. Although we may be in the shadow now, when the sun moves a 
little farther along in the heavens the shadow changes its place and will 
leave us in clear light, and perhaps in the brightest spot of all. 

When we shall next assemble in annual communication it will be 
amidst the reverberating and undying echoes of a nation's rejoicing. 
This is an auspicious time ; we stand to-day upon the very threshold 
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which marks a century in the history of our country. The stupendous 
preparations already being made to celebrate in a manner beyond prec- 
edent this important epoch is preparing the minds and hearts of the 
American people for a year of jubilee. How interesting and instructive 
it would be for us at this time to turn back to the infant days of our 
Republic and note the progress which has been made and the great re- 
sults achieved by the labors of those who have gone before us ; and 
what lessons of wisdom, virtue and patriotism we might evoke by pre- 
senting a sketch of the lives of those whose record sheds a brilliant 
and imperishable lustre upon the annals of those early days. But how- 
ever pleasant and profitable this might be the task is not for me nor the 
occasion. 1 might with propriety at this time review the history of ma- 
sonry during all these years, more particularly our beloved scion of 
that great, noble, and flourishing institution. But with the history of 
our branch of masonry you are familiar ; nothing therefore remains for 
me now but to surrender into your hands that power and authority with 
which you have for the second time invested me. In reviewing my ad- 
ministration as your chief officer I can lay no claim to superiority of 
judgment or ability over the worthy officers who have preceded me, 
and 1 ask as a reward but one favor — that you will concede I have been 
faithful. 

While I thank you from my heart for the honors you have bestowed 
upon me I shall relinquish the office with a consciousness of having 
performed the duties incumbent upon it to the best of my ability. Al- 
though enthusiastic in my devotion to the order and its pure principles, 
I would not, if I could, again wear the high honors and perform the re- 
sponsible duties of your chief officer. 

During the time I have served you my relations, both official and 
personal, have been most pleasant and agreeable. With a heart too 
full to measure out its thanks for your many kindnesses I now surren- 
der the trusts confided to me. " May that peace which passeth all un- 
derstanding " be yours through life, and when the final summons comes 
may you be translated from the fading honors of an earthly lodge to 
the mansions prepared for the faithful in another world.

We. have performed our first duty, 
that of looking up to the Divine Architect o^.the Univ«rse> imploring his 
blessing upon us and adoring the me.i;cy that has spared us and brought 
us face to face again around one co,ixnnpn i^Ufir. We are assembled 
here as the representatives, of Adoptjve, Masonry i^ ^Michigan from the 
different Lodges, sent by th^m,i;o consider t;he; condition of our order, 
and a wise legislation, and to c^refylly. promote Jhp welfare of ever/ in- 
terest in this entire jurisdiction,, to mature plans, and specifications for 
a more active and progressive campaign to e.xtend our boundaries and 
enlarge our sphere of usefulness.,, . . . . ' 

The year already passed has been ^ active one, .fraught with inter- 
ests and employments that have ^^ve^i the Am erican j people spme^ little 
idea of the growth and products of a century.,- And ;it would be passing 
strange if a Centennial Jubilep,. occupying, th^ 'minds> calling out the 
energies and enlarging the natipnal heart, shopld^iotfor the time being 
bring a lull to many an importa^it enterprise, . While the nation- has been 
celebrating its birthday our order h,as aot. been utterly fruitless, its char- 
ities, its meetings and growth haye b,een icomm^nsurate with the labor 
and faith of its adherents. >few disciples. l)avebeei^ made,'new lodges 
have been organized, and experience \iZ.% been«. given to jour workers; 
the burden-bearers have not slacked. their zeal,, and^, upon.^ the whole, 
we have reason to thank God ai^d Jak^ courage, ^ . . . i •• 

During all this year the mercies of the Lord, in whom Martha be- 
lieved and trusted, has preserved our lives, and the death-messenger 
has been stayed so that most of the representative lights of our order 
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are still able to approach the East, the source of all light, and with rev- 
erent devotion bow to Him whom, on our banner, we call the Lion of 
the tribe of Judah, and of Him implore strength for all our conflicts 
with the powers of darkness — whether that darkness be of our igno- 
rance or our moral nature. True there has been changes. Our locks 
are nearer the silvery hue, our hearts riper for life's responsibilities and 
more mellowed for the Grand Lodge above. May we i^ot hope and ex- 
pect you have all become more kindly affectioned one to another in 
brotherly love. 

Some new faces are among us, to whom we give hearty welcome ; 
and some old familiar ones with whom we conversed together at our 
last communication are absent. Such is life — ^labor to-day, refreshment 
to-morrow ; soon we too shall be called off; the places that know us 
to.-day shall know us no more. Then let us work while it is day, so 
that when we have passed to where we are only remembered by what 
we have done that our mantle of zeal may fall on some one who shall, 
by following after us, continue to bless the world. 

Let me speak of our possibilities. 

I have already hinted at the cause of so small growth in the past 
year. But the national jubilee will soon be closed ; then comes anoth- 
er century of work, and others besides us will read the record of your 
work and mine, and there are possibilities before us far beyond our 
present, and upon us individually depend the future of Adoptive Ma- 
sonry. Shall we be recreant in such a noble cause ? Shall the second 
centennial history of our land record a dying out of the order to-day 
represented by so much intelligence for want of zeal on our part ? God 
forbid* We should not be satisfied to assemble in our annual commu- 
nication to go through a routine of business and disperse without tho't 
or profit, but should lay plans, make sacrifices, if needs be, to extend 
our borders until all the good material for Adoptive Masonry is wrought 
into comely, living stones in our great masonic temple. 

Sisters and brothers, the lodges of Michigan should be doubled in 
numbers, leaving no lodge of Ancient Craft Masonry devoid of the 
softening influences of the American Adoptive rite, and as a body, if 
we shall create a new enthusiasm, fill with new zeal these representatives, 
so that going to our several fields of labor the spirit of progression 
shall fill our hearts, our meeting shall not have been in vain. 

A mighty mission is ours, and we have only as yet begun the open- 
ing pages of our book of usefulness. To complete the pages of this 
volume for the coming year we have some pressing needs. 
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ist. We need a traveling Grand Lecturer, who shall be able to visit 
and encourage the lodges already organized, and who shall be able to 
awake among all good masons an interest in the movement we repre; 
sent, and wake up within them an interest before unknown, and a love 
for our work. There is a large amount of good material unwrought in 
this State, and a stirring up of the fraternity by an efficient traveling 
lecturer would secure it to ns. 1 have no plans to propose to secure 
this service, but do believe there is liberality and self-sacrifice enough 
among our fraternity to accomplish this work, and I would recommend 
that this Grand Body shall consider this matter at their earliest con- 
venience. 

2d. We need a periodical to be published in the interest of our or- 
der, as a channel of communication between the different lodges, and a 
means of interchange of thought between officers and members of the 
Grand Lodge. No body, religious or otherwise, but have a periodical. 
I am informed that one will be started provided it has the sanction of 
this Grand Body, thus furnishing the means of knowing the progress of 
our work. I commend it to your careful consideration. 

3d. We need a complete key to our ritual and unwritten work, and 
that each subordinate lodge shall be furnished with a copy of the same 
I would recommend that a committee be appointed for this work. 

Sisters and brothers, having been charged with the executiye func- 
tions of this Grand Body during its recess it is eminently proper I 
should give you a report of my doings concerning the same, that you 
may be able to judge how well or otherwise I have discharged my trust 
During the year I have granted dispensations for the formation of three 
new lodges as follows : 

Bedford, January 28, 1876. 
Middleville, February 21, 1876. 
Bangor, March 24, 1876. 

In each case they have complied with the necessary requirements, 
and if their work should meet your approval I would recommend that 
jou grant them charters. 

At our last session a committee was appointed to visit Burr Oak 
Lodge to ascertain the difficulty existing in their lodge, and report the 
same to me. That committee have made no report, therefore, I would 
call your attention to this matter. 

I have also received a communication from Palo Lodge No. 36, sta- 
ting that their difficulty with S. Slanker was settled by his expulsion 
from the blue lodge. 
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The committee appointed at your last annual session to revise and 
print a new ritual have printed and distributed those small books, but 
they do not give good satisfaction. I would recommend them to your 
earnest consideration. 

I received a communication from Bro. H. L. Hartson, D. G. Lee., 
saying that on October i8, 1875, ^^ organized Cambria Mills lodge, No. 
42, chartered at your last annual session. 

Sisters and brothers, the high position you have honored me with has 
come to me unsought, or even desired by me. During the year I have 
performed the duties of my office with a heartfelt and honest convic- 
tion of having done my duty to promote the best interests of the orden 
and I assure you that my failures have been of the head and not of the 
heart. All the relations between my associates in office and the lodges 
have been of the happiest kind, and with a heart too full for utterance 
I bid you God-speed in your glorious work of Adoptive Masonry. With 
no slacking in my interest for our order I now trheierfuUy resign the high 
honors conferred upon me to my successor in office.XMay the love of 
the Master, the fellowship of kindred spirits, the joy of heavenly ac- 
ceptance and the peace of God be with you all until the final summons 
home shall bring us assembled around the Grand Lodge triumphant, is 
the wish and prayer of your Past Grand Worthy President.

The G. W. P. then read the following 
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Sisters and Brothers — It is with heartfelt joy I again welcome 
you to our fraternal home around our fanaly altar. God has kindly 
permitted us again to meet with unbroken ranks — no traveler lost; 
and it is indeed a joy to take each other by the hand and feel that 
time and the fraternal bond that binds us together serve only to 
deepen and strengthen the love that we each bear for the other. 

Since last we met together a year has passed away, and while 
many around us have fallen we have been permitted to look upon 
another arc of the infinite circle. It behooves us that we bow be- 
fore the Supreme Architect in grateful acknowledgment of the con- 
tinued mercies and blessings we have received, and to seek His 
^idance in the discharge of the duties we are here met together 
to perform. May He so guide and direct all our deliberations that 
harmony and wisdom may be our abiding guests, and that discord 
and envy may find no entrance here. 

The Masonic year that has passed since last we met together 
will leave a bright page, not only upon the history of our Order, 
but upon the history of our nation. Many of you no doubt have 
been permitted to look upon the greatness and glory of our beloved 
land, as exemplified by the wonders of art and science on exhibition 
at Philadelphia during the Centennial Exposition. It should be the 
wish of each and all of us that our noble Order take her position in 
the van of civilization; and as the Star of Bethlehem shone with 
refulgent glory to the Shepherds by night, and the Wise Men of 
the East, so may our ^^Eastern Star" shine with undiminished lustre 
through the ages yet to come. 

As you have conferred upon me the highest honor in your pow- 
er to give, so have you put upon me the duties incumbent upon 
that high position ; how I have discharged those duties it remains 
for you to say — remembering that "to err is human to forgive 
Divine.*^ Permit me then briefly to review the work of the past 
year, and respectfully suggest to you a few hints that I believe 
your wisdom will act upon for the good of Adoptive Masonry. 

In comfonnity with the usuages of our Order, at our last ses- 
sion I appointed Brother B. M. Hutchinson Grand Lecturer. He has 
been worthy of the trust reposed in him, and has well performed 
the duties entrusted to him; but the wide field of labor and growing 
necessities of the work required of the Grand Lecturer is greater 
than can be attended to by him. Lodges are situated over a vast 
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area of the State, making it impossible for one person to visit or 
assist tliem all. It seems to me that Local or District Deputies 
should be appointed to assist the Grand Lecturer in this important 
field of labor. You will take this matter into careful consideration, 
and I have no doubt you will discover the proper means of filling 
this want. 

I also appointed Brother B. M. Hutchinson to revise our ritual 
and monitor. He informs me that he has done so, and it will no\7 
be submitted to you for your action upon it. You will alter, adopt 
or reject it, as in in your wisdom seems the best. 

At our last Annual Session, held at Lyons, Charters were 
granted to the following named Lodges working under dispensa- 
tions: Hubbardston, No. 43; Middleville, No. 44; and Bangor, No. 45. 

During the year I have granted dispensations as follows: On 
March 14th, 1877, to organize Hartford Lodge; March 28th, Bay 
City Lodge; both of which lodges were organized and are in good 
working order. I respectfully recommend them to your favorable 
consideration. Also on November 2d, 1877, 1 granted to Hubbard- 
ston Lodge, No. 43, a special dispensation to hold a new electibn. 
This seemed to me the proper course, as the election under whicii 
they were working had been held by them prior to their receiving 
a charter, and in my opinion was therefore not legal. 

I received a communication August 28th from Hart, Oceana 
county, asking the necessary instructions for organizing a Lodge in 
that place, to which I replied by sending them a petition, etc. I 
have heard nothing from them since. Should they make their 
wants known to you, they, I trust, will receive proper attention. 

I have also received several communications during the year, 
asking advice, instructions, etc., to all of which I gave immediate 
attention.

performing every duty and faithfully guarding every trust reposed 
io us by the Grand Master, in whose name I pledge to each of you 
renewed love, and to our Order undying fidelity, and I bid you each

ADDRESS. 

Sisters and Brothers : — On, on has moved the busy, restless 
tl)rong, and we are again brought face to face. Another of our 
Masonic yeaj'S has closed and made its record. And it becomes as 
as a Fraternal hand, ere we close onr work and step forth upon the 
new year^ to stop and think a moment. Scarce from the cradle to 
the grave, one stops to reflect upon what they are doing or my 
have done; but with rushing whirlwind speed, some down, others 
onward, and a few upward, this great heaving, restless mass tend 
to the great hereafter. And sometimes we wonder at the prompt- 
ings and aims of this great family, and ask ourselves if there be 
one that lives who really knows how best to enjoy the beaiitifal 
and good of this life. When man in his purity first heard the vi- 
brating of the heavenly music, there was no thought of sin, no 
looking back over the long catalogue with blanched cheek and 
sinking heart at the utter inability to present such a life of well- 
doing and good that he might join in songs of praise to Him who 
was the creator of such power and beauty. But the tempter came, 
and man has fallen from his high estate; and now begins the long 
struggle after happiness, both in this life and the great hereafter. 
Now we isee brought out the different phases of the human charac- 
ter, — Faith, Hope, and Charity. The one lifts the soul up when 
the bow of promise seems shrouded in gloom, and the night of 
despair settles over all; then Hope whispers words of cheer, and 
the weary one again takes up the burden of life, and foreseen ob- 
stacles vanish, and the midday sun illuminates the zenith of his 
existence, warming into being ail the talent, powers, and energies 
which gives birth to so much of the wonderful progression of our 
n<^e.

Hope, the aunbeam ra- 
diating every avenue of the soul, strengthened by the bond of 
Chanty, we may go forth shedding joy and sunshine in the path- 
way of those around us. Such a bond of union and strength, sis- 
ters and brothers, let us make of our beloved order. And as each 
succeeding year we may be permitted to gather ourael vea together, 
may the fraternal bonds become so firmly strengthened and united 
in our labors as a family, that every act and motive that shall spring 
from our labors as Adoptive Masons, may be a mirror in which the 
Star of peace may find a perfect reflection. 

There has never been a time, it seems to me, when the human 
heart could show in so many ways as now the reflections of tha]t 
beautiful life which was given us as a perfect example. When we 
listen to the cries of distress as they come to us so continually from 
our friends in the South, as they appeal to us to give them aid in 
this their terrible affliction, how our hearts have quietly responded 
in sympathy, for indeed the pestilence that walketh by noonday 
has been theirs. And the shadows have fallen over many a heart 
and household as a pall of darkness, and the only redeemable fea* 
tare to be witnessed has been the great unanimity that has pre* 
vailed in the hearts of our people at the North, and tl^e brotherly 
love that has characterized them as they have poured out their 
treasures to relieve, so far as possible, the terrible suff'ering of the 
present epidemic; not only has been given of our money, but 
hut many noble men and women have, as it were, taken their lives 
in their own hands and gone forth to care for and relieve the suf* 
ferings of their fellow beings, laying down their own lives in turn, 
and like our noble soldiers who fell on Southern soil, will sleep in 
unknown graves. But God, in his own good time, will gather to- 
gether these self-sacrificing ones, and they will have their reward* 
Sisters and Brothers, on this our annual gathering, it becomes 
me, as your ])residing officer, to bring to your notice the transac- 
tions of the past year, and give to you an account of my Steward- 
ship, but first let us review some of the many mercies that have 
been ours, and for which we should be especially thankful. The 
^reat Architect, in arranging our lives, has caused ours to fall, in- 
deed, in pleasant places. The Peninsular State that is here repre- 
sented, has been remembered most graciously in a variety of ways. 
The harvest here has been abundant; the fields have been loaded 
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with the choicest of wheat and corn, and the heart of the husbanl- 
man has been made glad. The farmers, as one man, have signified 
their wisdom in early marketing the products of their fields, and 
the money thus received being distributed evenly, has given a new 
impetus to all kinds of business. The burden of financial pressure 
has, it is thought, already reached its climax, and already we begin 
to see omens of better days and easier times. Arid as a State we 
have great reason to rejoice on account of our freedom from sick- 
ness and death; and for these mercies it becomes us to be espe- 
cially thankful. We do not meet on this our annual gathering as 
In other years, an unbroken band. The hand of death has not been 
idle. Since our last meeting one of our Grand officers has fallen a 
prey to his icy touch. Brother McMillan, our Grand Lecturer and 
Visitor, has passed away, and« as we trust, from labor here to ever- 
lasting refreshment on high. It was not my privilege to know him 
intimately, but from his genial ways as exhibited at our last Grand 
meeting, I should judge that he was a brother of no inferior at- 
tainments, and in his removal this Grand body has but received 
another of those timely warnings, ^^Be ye also ready.'' 1 trust 
some suitable action will be taken by this Grand Lodge as it shall 
come up in its proper time. 

Some new countenances will be noted among us this year, for 
while the year has not been characterized by a large accession, 
there has been some growth. We welcome you to our annual 
gathering, and trust that your faces may continue to grace our 
meetings, and that each of you may send forth some light in Adopt- 
ive Masonry that may become a nuctie around which others may 
unite, thus forming new Lodges until the whole world shall be 
embraced in the sublime teachings of Adoptive Masonry. 

During the past year I have granted Dispensations for the 
forming of new Lodges as follows: January 23d, to organize Alma 
Lodge; April 15tb, California ]>odge; August 16th, Lake View 
Lodge, and IGth, Brooklyn; all of which were duly organized, and, 
so far as I know, are in good working order. 

January 22d, I received a communication from Brother A. B. 
Schumaker, of Grand Ledge Lodge, No. 41. A. M., asking for a 
special Dispensation to elect a new Worthy President, — that officer 
having removed from the place, — also to elect a V. P., that office 
being made vacant by the death of Brother McMillan. This was 
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at once granted, and we are glad to know that there has been no 
more dark clouds. 

October 23d, signed and forwarded the appointment of Bro. 
John W. Dunn, of Hubbardston Lodge, as Deputy Grand Lecturer, 
after communicating with our Grand Lecturer, Bro. McMillan. 

April 9th, received a communication from Mrs. W. H. Caen- 
brey, of South Saginaw, saying that some of the members of the 
Elastern Star Lodge were desirous of again holding meetings, it 
having been some seven years since theiv last meeting. I wrote 
them to go on under the old Charter, if it had not been surrendered, 
and report themselves at the next session of the Grand Ix>dge for 
settlement. I have heard nothing from them since, but trust they 
have been at work, and that we may meet them here, and if so, 
would recommend them to your kind consideration. 

November 26th, received a letter from Lyons Lodge, asking 
permission to elect and install a new W. P., as the one elected 
would not serve. This was approved November 30th. 

I have at different times during the yenr keard from different 
Lodges throughout the State, and report them to you as in good 
working order, so far as harmony and good will is concerned. I 
find but one exception, but I trust this has all passed by, and that 
we are here united in heart and sympathy for the advancement and 
good of our order.

And as all the delegates were pres- 
ent at tliat meeting, I trust that we shall hear such a report from 
tbem as will impress this Grand body favorably. And while I 
^would recommend prudence and care in the deciding of this ques- 
tion, if it should be brought up for action, and as lovers of the 
prinoiples of Adoptive Masonry, let us wat<:h well the land marks 
and be guided in our deliberations upon this subject witu judg- 
ment and moderation.

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To the Grand Worthy President and Officers of the Grand Lodge 
cf Adoptive Masofiry of the JState of Michigan : 

Your speoial committee to whom was referred so much of the 
G. W. President's address as refers to the death of Bro. J. W. Mc- 
Millan, would respectfully submit the following Preamble and Res- 
olutions: 

Whereas, It has pleased the Supreme Disposer of human 
events to remove from our midst, by death, our beloved brother and 
companion, James W. McMillan, Past Master of Grand Ledge 
Lodge, No. 179, F. & A. M., and M. E. High Priest in Grand Ledge 
Chapter, No. 85, R. A. M., and elected in the year 1877 Grand Lec- 
turer of the Grand Lodge of Adoptive Masons of the State of Mich- 
igan, — aged 57 years; a devoted Mason, a sincere friend, and zeal- 
ous champion of our noble craft. He filled the various offices of 
trust confided to him with signal ability and honor. His usefulness 
is ended and we deeply mourn his loss. Although his designs on 
the trestle board were unfinished, and his search after knowledge 
but comparatively begun, he has fought his lust fight and gone to 
obtain the reward promised by the Grund High Priest in Heaven to 
all who practice the God-given tenets of brotherly Love, Relief, 
and Truth, as did our devoted brother and companion. 

He was initiated an E. A., December 16, 1864, passed to the 
degree of F. C.^ March 16, 1865, and raised to the sublime degree 
of M. M., March 23d, 1865. He was advanced to the honorary de- 
gree of M. M. M., January 5th, 1866, was elected and presided in 
the Oriental chair January 5th, 1866, was received and acknowl- 
edged a M. E. M. January 24th, 1866, and exalted to the moat sub- 
lime degree of Royal Arch Mason. January 24th, 1^66. He re- 
ceived the degrees of Royal and Select Master in Portland Coun- 
cil, No. 23, December 2()th, 18G9, and was advanced into the Holy 
Order of High Priesthood, January 2l8t, 1874, and received the 
liffht of Adoptive Masonry July 8th, 1874. Ripe in Masonic knowl- 
eagQ^ loved most of his brothers and fellows, he is gathered to the 
honorable repose of all those who have been faithful in the work, 
and is, we believe, crowned with a crown more precious and glori- 
ous than that which decks the brow oif earthly prince or potentate. 
Therefore,

ADbRBSS. 

SUterB and Brothers of the Orand Chapter: — 

Another year has passed away and left its impress for weal or 
woe, upon us, the representatives of this Grand Body, and of the 
several Chapters which go to make it up. The year has been 
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fraught with much of good or ill to us all; it has brought its labors 
and Us rest, its sorrows and its joy« So are the years filled up« The 
iNrarp and woof of our lives. 

To me, as your Grand Matron, I must say the year has been an 
uneTentful one. The days have come and gone, touohing each 
other kindly and loving; no sad remembrances to fix the impress 
of one day more vividly on my mind than another. To many of 
you. I doubt not, this must not be said, of some it cannot be said. 
Undoubtedly there are some in this presence who can point to 
some particular day of this present year as the black Friday of their 
lives. The one particular day when their greatest "Sorrow came, 
and, like a palU tnrew its vestment over them and went away, but 
left no ray of sunshine to illuminate the spoU And of whom it 
may with truth be said, the days mtfy come and go but darkness 
broodeth ever. To any such we extend our warmest sympathies, 
invoking upon you the benedictions of Him who is ever touched 
with a feeling of our infirmaties. The teachings and true mission 
of the Order of the Eastern Star is to comfort the distressed 
brothers and sisters; render mutual aid and relief; *Ho consiliate 
true friendship among those who might otherwise remain at a per- 
petual distance.'' In this world there is much of true gladness aiid 
]oy. In the high days of health and vigor, we are able to dispense 
argely with the sympathies of our neighbors, and to assert our inde- 
pendence; but there comes a time when the heart yearns for sym- 
pathy, when it hungers for a word of kindly affection, and we in- 
stinctively turn to the Sisters and Brothers we have met, known 
and loved, There are few persons living, no matter how deplorable 
their condition aud surroundings, or how heavy the hand of afflic- 
tion that be laid upon them, but may look about and find some one 
enduring greater trials or bearing heavier burdens; to such an one 
bow pleasant come those little acts of kindness and forebearance 
which are 8o necessary to our welfare and prosperity. We must all 
have our own experiences and bear our own life burdens; but with 
these may come the thought that in actitiff our part we have poured 
the oil of gladness into some wounded heart, cheered the weary 
and raised the fallen; thus in doing good toothers unconsciously 
reaping great good ourselves. 

In our mission, as we gather in these yearly meetings, there is 
one thought that should ever be uppermost in our minds: the con- 
sidering of the best means by which to enhance the opportunities 
of doing good, and enlarging the powers of the Order for accom- 
plishing the great designs for which it was originated. In consid- 
ering the experiences of those who for many years have been guid- 
ing and watching to increase its interest and make the Order of the 
Eastern Star to stand upon a basis which will defy the assaults and 
criticisms of the cool and calculating, a class who ever look with 
distrust upon a secret organization; springing as this has from that 
great Ordler whose pride is not in its being a progressive science, 
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but in dating back so many and to such remote ages, presemn^ 
with jealous care their old-time work from the days of the mighty 
King Solomon. And as the Order of the Eastern Star exists for the 
purpose of giving practical effect to one of the purposes of Free 
Masonry, in that purpose is not the field large and the labor abun- 
dant? It seems to me, as I look over the work accomplis.hed in the 
last year, that as those most interested, the '^ wives, daughters, 
mothers, widows, and sisters of Masons,^' we are not fully aware of 
the good that might he accomplished if wo were keenly alive to 
tke great benetitn which would arise from bringing this work to 
that high state of perfection to whi(!h our beautiful Order could 
and should be brought. To whom are we to entrust this great 
work? Sisters of Michigan, are you aware of the great part you 
can play in keeping and warming into life one of the noblest works; 
one freighted with great good and blessing to yourselves? .Cer- 
tainly upon those who have the greatest interest and .receive the 
most good must rest the responsibility of working out the great 
plan laid down in this work. Our Brothers are striving to help us, 
but they have their own ancient Order, and in this must largely be 
their work. By their laws w<> are not entitled to their degrees. 
But can we not, as Adoptive Masons, make our Order so attractive, 
doing whatever our hands find to do in such a manner that they 
will be constrained to give us their full and hearty support. I find 
in many of our subordinate Chapters that the brothers of Masonry 
seem sometimes afraid to enter within this shrine. They aie will- 
ing their wives and daughters should unite with us, and seem by 
this means to wish to Jurther the interests of the Order. This, my 
Brothers, will not alone do. We need your presence, for by our 
laws as adopted, you must preside at our initiations, and have a 
general supervision over the affairs of the Chapter. You have your 
cares with the running of Church and State, in the race after 
wealth, position, and honor. Your energies are largely taxed, but 
let us see more of you in our Chapters; it will do us much good. 

On the other hand the Sisters are many times quite as remiss in 
their work. It is very discouraging for the chief officers of a Chap- 
ter to go at the appointed hour and meet just half as many as 
should be present. There will always be the faithful few, and they 
must do the work. The benefits are no more to them than the in- 
different one. How many of the Grand Officers here to-day as rep* 
resentativeSf can say they have been regular in their attendance 
for the past year, in the subordinate Chapter? Are there not some 
who have not taken any interest, — ^perhaps not been within the 
Chapter? Sisters, is it right that you bear these grand honors and 
not the burden? If you are not interested in the work at home, 
what do you know of its needs? How can you be fitted to come 
here, at the meeting of this Grand Body, to legislate for the inter- 
ests of our Order? Are you qualified to assert what shall be done 
to advance its means for <loing good in our land? I appeal to you 
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again, Sisters and Brothers; let us as we go home to enter upon a 
new year in this work, do so with the determination to make our 
order a success; making our Chapter rooms replete with all that 
will meet the wants of the different tastes which may assemble 
there; such that they will not be likely to say they did not remember 
the evening. 

. I have visited several Chapters during the year, and could see 
the benefits that would arise from having a Grand Lecturer in the 
field. Many of the rew ones need instruction; others a word of 
ciicouragemcMit. Sisters and Brothers, my oiliisial la))ors for the 
]mst year liave'hecn ve»*v triflinjr. There has uui Im^cii that reviving 
of the old workers, or the organizing of new Chapters has not been 
what we had hoped and looked for in the adopting of our new 
work. We will expect greater results for the year to come; we 
' bhall then have our new charters, and feel that we have fully enter- 
ed upon our labors. 

I have this year granted special dispensations to Sharon 
Chapter, No. 47, Bay City, to hold their annual election Oct- 
ober 18th, instead of in November, as formerly; also deputisted 
Brother Amos S. Parke to install said officers. Also granted special 
dispensation to Hastings Chapter, No. 81, to hold their election 
August 30th, instead of the regular meeting in September. Octo* 
her 23d, granted special dispensation to Lyons Chapter, No. ''^8, to 
hold their election of officers, they having neglected to do so at the 
proper time, through some discouragements; whether they have 
gone on with their work I do not know. October 29th, granted 
* special dispensation to Benevolence Chapter, No. 46, to elect and 
install a new W. Matron. December 5th, dispensation was granted 
to oi^anize a Chapter in Onondaga, to be known as Stella Chapter. 
Also one granted April 28, for Olivet — these are the only ones or- 
ganized within the year. T have written the W. Matrons in regard 
to their prosperity, but can give you no immediate report, as I have 
received no information from them, but trust we may meet them 
here. Hare had correspondence in regard to organizing a Chapter 
in Ionia, but it has not been matured. 

Officers and members of this Grand Chapter, in leaving the 
position of honor and trust which you have twice given me, 
I feel that you will place it in the hands of one more com- 
petent to perform the work than I have been. I know you will 
find none whose heart will be more willing or hands more ready 
to do, so far as they have knowledge. I entered upon my work 
a mere novice in the cause, and what little I have accomplished 
has been prompted by my love for the Order. In retiring 
I sorrow that I could not had more influence in making the work 
just what it ought to be. Do not feel in what I have said that 
there is only a dark side. This is not so! There are some great 
workers, some Chapters that are indeed Stars of great brilliancy. 
Invariably I find such an one where the brothers and sisters are not 
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indifferent, but alike remember their obligations. In my associa- 
tion with you I find much to recall that is most pleasing; have 
formed friendships that will be lasting, and trust we may meet 
many times m these yearly gatherings, if not as officers and mem- 
bers, as iriends and workers. While it will not be my prerogative 
as your G. W. M. to hear from and sympathize with you in the 
little .sorrows and trials which we must meet and which will arise, 
iBhall watch with great interest whatever I may be able to glean 
of your prosperity.

ADDRESS. 
Sisters and Brothers qf the Gfrand Chapter: 

. Under the dispensation of a kind Providence we are permitted 
to reassemble m our Council Hall and form a new and closer union 
of the fraternal circle of the Eastern Star. 

We come >. as pilgrin^s^ way-worn and weary, from our different 
avocations in the chaotic world without, to bow around our altar 
dedicated to friendship's sacred name. Seeking aid Divine to 
mend the broken social law, we have been guid^oT by the Bastern 
Star, resembling that of Bethlehem's bngbt illuminary, across the 
dreary waste of human wants and woes, to the oasis of pure, per- 

Eetual friendship, where springs & crystal fount of living waters. 
■et Us in heart, like Moses at the burning bush, cast away that which * 
is impure, Coriwe, as mortal^ now presume to tread on holy ground. 
This is the thirteenth annual session of tlie Grand Lodge (now 
Chapter) of the Eastern Star^ of Michigan, which if not the oldest 
Chapter is the first organization of Adoptive Masonry in the United 
States, yet we have not cast off the swaddling clothes of infancy. 
: This session will make an important era in the annals of our Chap- 
ter; for we are called upon at this time to perform the Herculean 
task of bringing order out of chaos,. and under the magjc wand of its 
sceptral power to reduce a heterogeneous mass to perfect harmony. 
The aaoption of a constitution and by-laws is an important step, 
fraught with grave responsibilities, and should.be marked with care 
and due deliberation, for we are working out the destiny of our 
Order, and the beginning may control its future weal. We are 
like children in a good cause, beset with- many difficulties, . and 
should expect temptations to turn us. back; but let us imitate 
Christ on the pinnacle of the temple, and not grow weary in well 
doinir. Let us grasp the sword of truth with willing hands and 
firm liearts, and press onward until we win the prize and clothe our 
brows with laurels of sucdbss. According to the law of truism, a 
faint heart and weary hand never accomplished a noble work of 
note, and are only credited for negation of will; for physical force 
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and moral energy are essential elements of suocess. Already the 
plague spots of Egypt oegin to appear, and the jurisdiction of our 
rights has been invaded by unprincipled persons. 

One Rev. Divine, from Tekonsha, who has been honored with 
high positions by the Masonic fraternity, has illegally, without a 
shadow of authority, and for money, "the root of all evil," pretend- 
ed to confer the degrees of Adoptive Masonry, thereby willfully 
vvronging Masons and their families, the very thought of which 
ought to mantle the cheek of an honorable man with shame. . Bj 
request of the 6. W. Matron, 1 organized Olivet Chapter, and in- 
stalled their officers May 28th last, I found them in confusion and 
disorder, in consequence of the imposition practiced upon them by 
the said Divine, i I deemed it ray duty to inform this jurisdiction 
of these infamous acts as soon as possible, and sent circulars to 
nearly all Masonic Lodges in the State. Since theul have received 
letters of inquiry, from prominent Masons, in different sections of 
the State, in regard to the manner of forming Chapters, &o., which 
show a general lack of information and favorable opportunities for 
imposition. 1 would therefore recommend that this Grand Chapter 
devise some plan by which Adoptive Masonry may become more 
thoroughly known. 

I would suggest that this Grand Chapter appoint suitable persons, 
located at different points througout the State, to visit Masonic 
Lodges for that purpose, and to provide funds to defray their ex- 
penses. 

I received a communication from Alfred W-. Soule, of Springport, 
August last^ asking for information in regard to the modus operandi 
of organizing a Chapter, and complaining of the impostor referred 
to who had mantled the hearts of that community with sadness by 
his unlawful work. I sent him instructions and blanks but have 
not heard from him since. Should be apply to you I would recom- 
mend him to your favorable consideration. 

My work this year has been meagre, and I render but a poor ac- 
count of my stewardship. The reasons are obvious, for we have no 
constitution nor by-laws to define our several duties or guide our 
work; while unabated zeal has fired the soul for the. good of the 
cause, the uncertainties which have mantled the way with darkness 
has caused me to proceed with caution in all. matters pertaining to 
the good of the order. 

The Constitution and By-Laws which we. expect to adopt at this 
annual session will illuminate the way and prescribe our duties. 

Thanking you for the favors conferred as I lay down the laureled 
wreath of fionor, I would say that I expect to retain my zeal for the 
good of the Eastern Star, which I claim by right of prescription in 
common with my sistei's and brothers.

OOlTSTITTmOlsr 

Of the Grand Chapter of the Order of the Edstem Star of 

the State of Michigan. 

ARTICLE I. 

TITLE. 

Sbc. 1. This Grand Chapter shall be known by the name and 
style of the Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star, of the 
State of Michigan. 

ARTICLE II. 

OP WHOM ir CONSISTS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Chapter shall consist of a Grand Matron, 
Grand Patron, Associate Grand Matron, Associate Grand Patron, 
Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Conductoress, Associate 
Grand Conductoress, Grand Chaplain, Grand Marshal, Grand Adah, 
Grand Ruth, Grand Esther, Grand Martha, Grand Electa, Grand 
Warder, Grand Sentir.el^ together with the Matrons, Patrons and 
Associate Matrons (or their proxies regularly appointed) of all 
Subordinate Chapters of this jurisdiction, whose official character 
shall be duly certi6bd to the Grand Chapter by the sereral secreta- 
ries of their respective Chapters, and such Past Grand Matrons and 
Past Grand Patrons, as shall remain in good standing in some sub- 
bordinate Chapter in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

Sbc 'I. All the above named Grand Officers shall l^e Sisters, 
except the Grand Patron and Associate Grand Patron; provided 
that the Grand Chaplain, Grand Secretary and Grand Sentinel, may 
be either Sister or Brother. 

Sbo. 3. The first six officers above named shall be elected, the 
remaining to be appointed by the Grand Matron and Grand Patron. 
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Sbc. 4. The foregoing Grand Officers, Past Grand Officers and 
Delegates only shall be entitled to vote and take part in the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Chapter. They shall have bat one vote each 
on every question, except the presiding officer, who, in case of a 
tie, may give the casting vote; provided, that any member may call 
for a vote by Chapters, when each Chapter shall be entitled to as 
many votes as it is entitled to representatives, which may be cast by 
one or more of them. 

ARTICLE m. 

QUALIFICATIONS POR OFPICB. 

Sec. 1. Any member in good standing in a Subordinate Chapter, 
in this jurisdiction, shall be eligible to any office in the Grand 
Chapter, subject to the restrictions contained in Section two, 
Article two; provided, that no one shall be elected Grand Matron, 
Associate Grand Matron, Grand Patron or Associate Grand Patron, 
unless he or she be a Past Matron or Past Patron of some Subor- 
dinate Chapter of the Order. 

ARTICLE IV. 

POWERS OF THB GRAND CHAPTBB. 

Sbc. 1. This Grand Chapter being supreme in all matters apper- 
taining to its affairs, has the solo right to superintend and govern 
all Chapters of the Order within its jurisdiction. It has power to 
grant dispensations and charters for forming and holding new 
Chapters and to extend or revoke the same; U^ enact rules and 
regulations, issue edicts, and to amend or repeal the same; to dis- 
cipline, censure, suspend or annul Chapters for wilful violation or 
infringment of the constitution, regulations or edicts of this Grand 
Chapter to decide all appeals from Subordinate Chapters, their 
officers, or the officers and committees of this Grand Chapter, to 
exercise all rights of sovereignty within the limits of its jurisdic- 
tion, subject to the General Grand Chapter; and all powers not 
specially delegated to Subordinate Chapters are inherent in and 
reserved to this Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE V. 

TIME OF HSBTIN6. 

Sec. 1 There shall be one annual meetinff of this Grand Chap- 
ter beginning at Vi o'clock, M., on the second Wednesday in Octo- 
ber of each and every year, at such place as shall be agreed upon at 
any annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be ordered by the Grand Matron, 
or in her absence or disability, by the Grand Patron, at such time 
or place as in her or his opinion the interests of the Order require; 
provided that each Chapter in this jurisdiction shall be notified at 
least thirty days previous to such called meetings, and no business 
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except such specified in the call shall be transacted at such special 
meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 

QUORUM. 

Sec. 1 Representatives or Proxies, regularly appointed, of five 
Subordinate Chapters under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VII. 

RKPRESENTATIVES AND PROXIES. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Matrons, Patrons and Asso- 
ciate Matrons of Subordinate Chapters, to attend all meetings of 
the Grand Chapter, and they shall present to the Grand Chapter 
a certificate from the Secretary authenticated by the seal of their 
respective Chapters of their election and installation into office. 

Sec. 2. A Proxy may be appointed to represent the Chapter by 
either of the delegates, but such proxy must be a member of the 
Chapter represented, and must present a certificate of such appinnt- 
ment duly authenticated. 

ACTICLE VIII. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF GRAND OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Matron shall open, preside over and close the 
Grand Chapter, appoint all committees, not otherwise specially 
appointed; see that the Rules and Regulations of the Order are 
strictly enforced, and that the officers faithfully perform their 
respective duties, and give such instructions and directions as the 
good of the Order may require. She has power to convene a Chap- 
ter within this jurisdiction (in person or by proxy), to preside there- 
in, to inspect the proceedings and require conformity to the laws of 
order; to suspend, for good cause, for a limited period or until the 
next annual meeting of the Grand Chapter, any Subordinate Chap- 
ter; to call special meetings of the Grand Chapter, and to require 
the attendance of and information from, any Grand officer respect- 
ing her or his office. She shall decide all questions of law and 
usage submitted to her; subject, however, to an appeal to the 
Grand Chapter, and until such decisions and opinions are reversed 
by the Grand Chapter, they shall be in force and binding as be- 
tween the parties thereto. Daring the vacation of the Grand 
Chapter she shall exercise all its executive powers, except so far as 
they are made the duty of the Grand Patron; she sjiail rep'irt to the 
Grand Chapter at each annual meeting all her official acts. She 
may call upon the Crand Patron to preside at any time, 

OEC. 2. The Grand Patron shall assist and advise the Grand 
Matron in the discharge of her duties. He has power to grant Dis- 
pensations for new Chapters upon proper application; provided no 
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been completed; provided, the installation ceremonies may be pub- 
lic or private, as may be determined by the Grand Chapter. No 
officer shall officiate in her or his station until she or he has been 
legally installed. 

ARTICLE X. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Sbc. 1. During the recess of the Grand Chapter, the Grand Pat- 
ron may grant Dispensations, attested by the Grand Secretary, and 
authenticated by the seal of the Grand Chapter, for the formation 
of new Chapters. Such Dispensation shall expire at the next an- 
nual meeting of the Grand Chapter, when, if their work is approved, 
such Chapters shall receive Charters with an additional fee of five 
l^ollars. 

Sec. 2. No Charter shall be granted a new Chapter until the 
Grand Chapter shall be satisfied that the proposed officers are thor- 
oughly qualified to discharge their duties properly. 

Sec. 3. Chapters utfder Dispensation shall have all the rights 
and privileges of chartered Chapters, except to be represented in 
this Grand Chapter, and to elect and install officers. 

ARTICLE XI. 

BEVENUE. 

Sec. !• The revenue of the Grand Chapter shall be derix-ed from 
the following sources, viz: For every Dispensation, including three 
copies of the Ritual, ten dollars. 

Sec. 2. Every Chapter shall pay annually to the Grand Chapter, 
on or before the 1st day of October, twenty-five cents for each and 
every member belonging to it on the Ist day of St^ptember preced- 
ing, and twenty-five cents for each initiation during the year; and 
no Chapter shall be entitled to representation in the Grand Chap- 
ter until such dues are paid. 

ARTICLE XII, 

ANNUAL REPORTS. 

Sec. 1. Elach Subordinate Chapter shall send to the Grand Sec- 
tary, on or before the first day of October of each year, an abstract 
of Its proceedings for the year ending September Ist next preced- 
ing. This report shall include the names of the officers last elected 
and installed, the number initiated, the number affiliated, the num- 
ber withdrawn, suspended, expelled and died, and the number of re- 
maining members, setting out the names of each class in full 
alphabetical order, making a distinction in by prefixing the title 
Mrs. or Miss to the names of sisters. 

Sec. 2. Any Chapter failing to make such reports, and pay 
Grand Chapter dues for two consecutive years, without furnishing 
satisfactory reasons to the Grand Chapter, shall forfeit its charter, at 
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the discretion of the Grand Chapter—^nd it is made the dutj of 
the Grand Secretary to report such delinquencies to the Grand 
Chapter. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

PAY OF GBAITD 0FFICBB8 AND BEPBBSXNTATIVKS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Officers, Past Gi-and Matrons, Past Grand 
Patrons, and Worthy Matrons of each Subordinate Chapter, shall 
receive from the funds of the Grand Chapter such sums as it may 
appropriate for attending to the business and meetings of the 
Grand Chapter; provided, no such payment for attending the meet- 
ings of this Grand Chapter shall exceed eight cents per mile for 
the distance by the nearest traveled route from the location of the 
Subordinate Chapter to which such Grand Officer, Past Grand 
Officer or W. Matron belongs, to the place of meeting of this Grand 
Chapter; and, provided further, that no W. Matron shall be paid 
a greater amount than the dues paid by her Chapter to the Grand 
Chapter for that year. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

DUTIES OF OOHMITTEBS. 

The Standing Committees of the Grand Chapter shall perform 
and discharge the following specified duties, to- wit: 

On Credentiuh. — The committee on Credentials shall report the 
name of each representative and proxy present, with the name and 
number of the Chapter represented. 

On Finance and Way* and Meatut, — It shall be the duty of the 
committee on Finance and Ways and Means to examine the books 
and vouchers of the Grand Secretary and the Grand Treasurer, 
balance the same, and report the actual state and condition of the 
funds of the Grand Chapter, and also to take into consideration 
all propositions and resolutions affecting its revenue which may be 
offered; thoy shall specifically report thereon, and may recommend 
any measure which m their opinion will be for the benefit finan- 
cially of the Grand Chapter. 

On Unfinished Business. — It shall be the duty of the committee 
on Unfinished Business to examine the journal of the previous an- 
nual meeting and report all matters then pending and undeter- 
mined. 

On Pay Roll. — It shall be the duty of the committee on Pay 
Roll to ascertain and report the amount due each representative 
and member of the Grand Chapter. 

On Jurisprudence. — The committee on Jurisprudence shall care- 
fully examine all propositions, to revise, alter or amend the con- 
stitution, by-laws and general regulations of the Grand Chapter, 
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as well as all questiooH of law and usage and make re port thereon 
in writing to the Grand Chapter. 

On Appeals and Grievances^ — It shall be the duty of the com- 
mittee on Appeals and Grievances to examine all matters of con- 
troversy and grievance when presented to them, with such re- 
commendations for the action of the Grand Chapter as they may 
deem proper. 

On Dispensations and Charters, — The committee on Dispensa- 
tions and Charters shall examine the returns of chartered Chapters 
and their by-laws, when submitted to them, and shall note all im- 
proper, informal or illegal proceedings, and report the same to the 
Grand Chapter with their recommendations. They shall also ex- 
amine the work, records and by-laws of all Chapters under dispen- 
sation, and the proceedings of the Grand Officers, granting the 
same, note all matters that are improper or unconstitutional and 
report to the Grand Chapter with their recommendations. 

On Foreign Correspondence. — The committee on Foreign Cor- 
respondence shall have charge of all matters of foreign correspon- 
dence referred to them, review all the printed or written proceed- 
ings emanating from other Grand Chapters, and report to the Grand 
Chapter by resolution or otherwise. 

ARTICLE X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

All amendments to this Constitution must be sul^itted in writ- 
ing at an annual meeting, when, if approved by a majority of the 
members present, they snail lie over until the next annual meeting, 
when, if adopted by a majority vote, they shall become a part of 
this Constitution. 



RULES OP ORDER 
For Conducting the Business of the Grand Chapter. 

1. At the annual meeting of the Grand Chapter, the Grand 
Matron shall take the chair at 12 o'clock M., and if there is a con- 
stitutional number of Chapters represented, see that the Grand offi- 
cers are in their stations, nil vacancies pro tem^ and open the Grand 
Chapter in usual form. The Grand Matron, immediately after 
opening the Grand Chapter at each annual meeting, shall appoint 
the Standing Committee on credentials, to consist of three mem- 
bers. 

2. After the Grand Chapter is opened, the officers, members, 
and visitors shall conduct themselves with that order and decorum 
which the dignity of the institution requires. They shall pay due 
respect to the presiding officer, — to whose commands they shall be 
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attentive rdcI obedient. No person shall be permitted to enter or 
leave the Grand Chapter without permission of the presiding officer. 

3. - The business of the Grand Chapter (unless otherwise direct- 
ed,) shall be disposed of as follows, viz: 

1. Appointment of Committee on Credentials. 

2. Annual address of Grand Matron. 

3. Annual address of Grand Patron. 

4. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. Report of Special Committees. 

7. Report of Secretary, 

8. Report of Treasurer. 

9. Report of Standing Committees. 

10. Election of Grand Officers. 

11. Miscellaneous Business. 

12. Installation of Officers. 

4. All committees shall be appointed by the Grand Matron, and 
consist of three members each, — the first named to be Chairman, 
unh ss otherwise ordered by the Grand Chapter. 

5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing and 
presented to the Grand Secretary and read, with the name of the 
mover indorsed thereon; when, upon being duly seconded, they 
shall be submitted for the consideration and decision of the Grand 
Chapter. 

6. All business and reports must be disposed of before the ses- 
sion of the Grand Chapter is closed, except such as lie over by vir- 
tue of the Constitution or by consent of the Grand Chapter. 

?. All reports of officers and committees shall be in writing, and 
signed, if by a committee, by at least a majority of its members. 

8« No member shall speak more than twice upon the same 
question without permission of the presiding officer of the Grand 
Chapter. 

9. Any member may call for a division of a question if divisible, 
and three may demand a vote by yeas and nays. 

10. No motion or resolution involving the expenditure of money, 
except the report of the committee on pay-roll, shall be adopted 
until the same shall have been reported upon by the committee on 
Finance. 

11. Motions to lay on the table to reconsider, to refer to com- 
mittee, for the order of the day, for the previous question, to call 
ofiP, and to close, shall be decided without debate. 

12. All motions shall be seconded, and stated by the presiding 
officer, befbre they shall be open for debate or action. A majority 
vote shall determine all questions, except as otherwise specifically 
provided. 

13. Any member persisting in the violation of these rules of 
order, after being called to order by the presiding officer, may be 
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reprimanded, suspended or expelled from the Grand Chapter, at its 
discretion. 

14. Parliamentary law, not in conflict with the foregoing regu- 
lations, shall govern the deliberations of the Grand Chapter. 

15. These regulations may be amended at any annual meeting 
by a two-thirds vote. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS 

For the Government of Subordinate Chapters of the State 

of Michigan. 

Sec. 1. Every Subordinate Chater must have a Charter or dis- 
pensation from this Grand Chapter, or a dispensation from the 
Grand Patron, attested by the Grand Secretary, under the seal of 
the Grand Chapter, and no Chapter shall be deemed legal or regular 
without such charter or dispensation, nor shall Chapters outside this 
jurisdiction be considered les^al or regular unless they hold an un- 
reclaimed dispensation or charter from a Grand Chapter having 
jurisdiction, or from the General Grand Chapter; and all communi- 
cations, public or private, by Chapters of this jurisdiction, or the 
members thereof with such illegal Chapters, formed, opened or 
holden, or with any members of such illegal Chapters, is hereby in- 
terdicted and forbidden « 

Sec. 2. The Elective Officers of a Chapter shall consists of Mat- 
ron, Patron, Associate Matron, Secretary, Treasurer, Conductress 
and Associate Conductress, and shall be elected annually by a ma- 
jority vote of the members present at the stated meeting next pre- 
ceding the first day of October. The appointed officers shall con- 
sist of Adah, Ruth, Esther, Martha, Electa, Warder and Sentinel, 
to which may be added Chaplain and organist, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Matron elect. All the above named officers must be 
installed at or before the first day of October. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be eligible for the office of Matron or 
Associate Matron who has not serven at least one term upon one of 
the five points of the Star. 

Sec. 4. Vacancies in the elective offices except Matron, Patron, 
and Associate Matron may be filled by ballot at a stated meeting, 
the members having been summoned for that purpose. A vacancy 
in any appointive office may be filled by the Matron at any stated 
meeting. Vacancies in the first three offices can only be filled by 
Dispensation of the Grand Matron, the members being summoned 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 5. The presence of the Dispensation or Charter, one of the 
first three officers, and six other members, are indispensable to open 
a Chapter for the transaction of business. 
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Ssa 6. No persoD shall be admitted as a member of a Chapter 
"within this jurisdiotion, by initiation or affiliation but Master Ma- 
son, their wives, mothers, sisters, daughters, and widows. Daugh- 
ters and sisters must be at least eighteen years of age. No person 
shall be a member of more than one Chapter; nor shall any mem- 
ber be permitted to withdraw from a Chapter until all dues and 
indebtedness are paid or remitted. 

Sbc. 7. No Chapter shall confer the degrees for a less sum than 
one dollar, which amount shall accompany the petition* 

Sbc. 8. All petitions for initiation or membership, shall be in 
writing, signed by the applicant and two members of the Chapter, 
accompanied by the initiation fee, which petition shall be present- 
ed at a regular meeting, be reported to a committee for inrestiga- 
tion, and lay over until the next regular meeting. . 

Sec, 9. It shall be the duty of the Investigating Committee to 
make inquiry as to the character and standing of the petitioner, 
and, if a lady, also that of the Master Mason through whom she 
claims to be entitled to membership, and make report in writing; 
and no action shall be taken on any petition until such report is 
made. A petition may be withdrawn by consent of the Chapter, 
at the written request of the petitioner, at any time before balloting. 
Sso. 10. A separate ballot must be taken on every petition for 
membership or the degrees, which must be inviolably secret, with- 
out debate, and no inquiries permitted or statements made as to the 
character of any one's vote. One or more negative votes reject the 
applicant. In case but one negative vote appears, the Matron shall 
order a second ballot, which shall be final. Every member present 
must vote. 

Sbc. 11. After an applicant for initiation or membership shall 
have been rejected, the petition may be renewed at the next stated 
meeting. No rejected applicant shall be initiated by any other 
Chapter without the consent of the rejecting Chapter. 

Ssa 12. Every Chapter ha8 the inherent right to make its own 
By-Laws; provided they do not conflict with the Constitution or 
Rules or Reffulations of the Grand Chapter. 

SiBC. Id. The Matron shall preside at the meetings of the Chap* 
ter, except when the degrees are being conferred; see that the 
Constitution, Rules and Regulations are strictly enforced; appoint 
all committees, and see that the officers faithfully perform all their 
duties. She may call upon the Patron to preside at any time. 

Sbc. 14. The Patron shall have general supervision of the af- 
fairs of the Chapter; advise with and assist the other officers; pre- 
side during the conferring of the degrees, and whenever invited to 
do so by the Matron. 

Sbo. 15. The Associate Matron shall perform the duties apper- 
taining to her office, and, in the absence of the Matron, assume her 
powers, duties, and prerogatives. 
Ssa 16. The remaining officers shall perform the duties indioa*

the Chapter and to their superior officers. 

Sec. 17. Every Chapter shall, within one year from the date of 
Its Charter, procure a seal, with the name, number, and location of 
the Chapter, and such other device as it may deem proper, engraved 
thereon, and no document emanating from such Chapter, shall be 
deemed authentic without the seal affixed. 

Sec. 18. The jurisdiction of Chapters, for all purposes, shall ex> 
tend to a point geographically halfway between them; provided, 
that in towns and cities where two or more Chapters shall be or- 
ganized, they shall have concurrent jurisdiction; and it shall be 
the duty of each and every Chapter to take cognizance of the con- 
duct of every member of the order witl^in its jurisdiction — whether 
affiliated or not — for the purpose of enforcing obedience to the laws 
of the Order, and maintaining its good name. 

Sec. 19. Whatever is a breach of good morals, contrary to the 
precepts of the Holy Scriptures, or a violation of the laws of the • 
State or of the United States, is an offense against the principles 
of this Order, and must bo promptly dealt with. = 

Sec, 20. Any member of the Order who disobeys the order of 
the presiding officer, or in any manner disturbes the harmouy of 
the Chapter, must be held to a strict account therefor, and upon a 
repetition of the offense, suspended for a definite time from the 
privileges of the order. 

Sec. 21. Any member of a Chapter who fails to pay dues for 
two or more consecutive years, may be suspended from all rights 
and privileges of the Order, by a two-thirds vote of the Chapter at 
any stated meeting. 

Sec. 22. The only penalties recognized are four: 

1. Reprimand. 

2. Suspension for a definite time. 

3. Suspension indefinitely. 

4. Expulsion. 

Sec. 23, No member can be reprimanded, suspended, or ex- 
pelled, for any crime whatever, except upon written charges and 
specifications, and ten days notice of the time and place of trial; 
except as heretofore provided in Section 21, for non- payment of 
dues. 

Sec. 24. Any affiliated member has the right to prefer charges, 
but in no case can this right be extended to one who is not affil- 
iated. 

Sec. 25. Complaints against a Matron or Patron for official mis- 
conduct, must be made to the Grand Matron, during vacation, or 
the Grand Chapter while in session. 

Sec. 26. Charges against a Matron or Patron, for any offense not 
growing out of the discharge of her or his official duties, mucft be 
made to the Ckand Matron, and if approved by hef she will fix a 
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time for trial, aod notify the Chapter with a oopy of the charges 
and specifications, and instruct the Secretary of the Chapter to 
serve a copy upon the accused, at which time she or her deputy 
shall preside. 

Sbc. 27. in all things relating to the trial of a Matron or Patron, 
by his or her Chapter, except as otherwise specified in these Rules, 
the same proceedings must be had as in the trial of other members. 
Sec. 28. All charges must be made in writing, signed by the 
party making them, specifying with reasonable certainty the 
character of the accusation and the time and place of its commis- 
sion, including the names of witnesses. It shall be presented at a 
stated meeting, read in open Chapter, and spread upon the record. 
The presiding officer shall then set a time for trial, and order the 
Secretary to serve upon the accused a true copy of the charges, 
and notify him or her of the time set for trial. 

' Sec. 29. Upon the trial of a Sister, at the request of a majority 
of the Sisters present, the Brethren shall retire; and upon the trial 
of a Brother, at the request of a majority of the Brethren present, 
the Sisters shall retire. 

Seo. 30« The Secretary may serve the notice either in person 
or by mail; but when sent by mail twenty days shall be allowed for 
the accused to receive it. 

Sec. 31. The attendance of witnesses on either side, when they 
are members of the Order, may be enforced by summons, which 
may be issued by the Secretary when ordered by the Matron or 
Chapter. 

Sbc. 32. At the time set for trial, if the accused fails to appear 
in person or by counsel, or has absconded before notice is served, 
the presiding officer may continue the case to some future time, or 
appoint a competent member to appear for the accused and hear 
and decide upon the case as though the accused were present. 

Sbc. 33. Should the accused appear and plead guilty to the 
charge and specification, no further evidence is necessary, and the 
Chapter shall at once proceed to affix the penalty. 

Sec. 34. Any affiliated member of the Order may act as Counsel 
for the accused or the Chapter. 

Sec. 35. All charges must be heard and decided by the Chapter; 
in no case can this be left to a committee. 

Sec. 36. The accused, when on trial, cannot be allowed to vote 
on any question growing out of her or his case. 

Sec. 37. After the evidence shall have been presented, and the 
prosecution and defendant, by themselves or counsel, have had an 
opportunity of being heard, the defendant shall retire, and the 
Chapter shall proceed to decide by taking a separate ballot upon 
each charge and specification ; first, whether the accused is guilty or 
not guilty, as charged, and if found guilty by a majority of the 
votes cast, then to fix the penalty, commencing with the highest 
grade and so on down until some penalty is determined on. 
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Sbc. 38. Should defiaite suspensioa be decided upon, the time 
must he fixed upon motion, but the longest time must be voted 
upon first. 

Sec. 39. Should the Chapter refuse by a majority vote to in- 
flict any penalty, after having voted on each grade, the Secretary 
shall, within three days, certify the fact to the Grand Matron, who 
may arrest the Charter of the Chapter. 

Sbc. 40. The rules of evidence shall be so far as applicable the 
same as in courts of law, except that no oath or affirmation shall be 
required of witnesses. 

Sbc. 41. When a witness is a non-resident, and can not attend 
in person before the Chapter, her or his evidence may be taken 
before a Matron or Patron, certified by the Secretary under the seal 
of the Chapter in whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, both 
the accused and the accuser having due notice of the time and 
place of takinff the testimony. 

SBa 42. The accused shs^l be a competent witness, but shall not 
be required by the Chapter to give evidence unless she or he shall 
offer to testify. 

Sbo. 43. The evidence of members of the Order who may not be 
able to attend the trial, and of persons not members of the Order, 
shall be taken in writing by a committee appointed by the presiding 
officer, of which both parties shall bave notice. 

Sbc. 44. At the time and place appointed the committee shall 
proceed to take the evidence of such witnesses, and after reading to 
each her or his evidence in the case, request her or him to sign the 
same. The evidence thus taken shall be read before the Chapter 
at the time of trial. 

Sbc. 45. All the evidence given must be reduced to writing and 
preserved by the Secretary. 

Sbc. 46. The presiding officer shall decide as to the admissibilitj 
of any testimony offered, and all points of law and order which may 
be raised. 

Tbc. 47. The suspension of a member precludes for the time 
being all privileges and benefits of the Order whatever. 

Sbc 48. A sentence of suspension or expulsion will be in force 
from and after the passage thereof until reversed by the Chapter 
or the Grand Chapter. ^ 

Sbc. 49. Any one refusing to submit to the penalty of repri- 
manc^ is subject to discipline, and, upon conviction thereof, may 
be suspended or expelled. 
A Sbc 50. The expiration of time for which a member stands sus- 

I pended, restores her or him to all the rights and privileges which 
f\ she or be possessed before the trial. 

|( Sbc. 51. The payment of dues — for non-payment of which a 

II member was suspended — restores him or her to full membership; 
I but to restore to that condition a member who has been suspended 

or expelled for any other cause, shall require a petition for restora- 
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tion received ftt a previous stated meeting, which must have been 
referred to, and reported upon, by a committee of iovesti^^tioo, 
when it shall require a majority vote to restore one suspended^ and 
a unanimous vote. one who has been expelled. 

Ssc. 52. A Cluster may remit the dues o£ a member, for non^ 
payment of which she or he was suspended, and thereby restore her 
or him to membership. 

Sbc. 53. Any member who has been expelled or indefinitely sus- 
pended, may be restored to membership by the Chapter pronounc- 
ing the sentence; or if said Chapter has ceased to exists, then by 
the Chapter in whose jurisdiction she or he resides. 

Sbo. ^ A new trial may be granted by the Chapter that tried 
the cause, when a member has been suspended or expelled, in the 
following cases, and upon the following conditions: 

1. Upon newly discovered evidence, which would indicate, 
with reasonable certainty, a change in the finding of the 
Chapter. 

2. When the finding of a Chapter is contrary to the evi* 
denoe, and law, and usage, or the penalty excessive. 

Sbc. 55. Application for a new trial must be made in writing, 
and contain a statement of the causes upon which the application 
IS founded, be presented within ninety days after the trial was had, 
or within ninety days after the accused is informed of the action of 
the Chapter. 

Sxc. 56. Application for a new trial shall be addressed to the 
Chapter, and in all cases where a new trial is granted, the same 
rules shall govern as in the first instances. 

Sbc. 57. Any member feeling aggrieved by the decision of the 
Chapter or the presiding officer, may appeal to the Grand Chapter 
within one year from the date of such decision, by filing her or his 
prayer therefor in writiuKt with the Secretary of the Chapter, stat- 
ing therein the error or decision apppealed jfrom; when it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary to make out e full, true, and complete 
copy of all the proceedings had, and evidence taken in the case, 
and certify to the same, together with a copy of the appeal to the 
Grand Secretary, within sixty days after said application is made. 

Sec. 58. The Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, on receipt of the 
transcript and appeal, shall proceed to examine the same upon the 
papers snd evidence so transmitted, and without additional testi- 
mony, shall decide the cause by confirming the judgment already 
rendered, or remanding the cause for a new trial, with instructions 
how to proceed; provided, that an appeal will lie from the decision 
of the Grand Matron to the Grand Chapter. 

Sec 59. These Rules and Regulations may be amended or re- 
pealed, at any annual meeting, by the amendment being proposed 
in writing, referred .to, and reported upoi»« by Ihe CowmiMwie on 
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Jurisprudence, and then concurred in by a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

Sbc« 60. It is hereby made the duty of all subordinate Chapters 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, to so amend their 
By-Liaws as to conform in all respects to these Regulations.

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The Orand Chapter was then called trom laboi to refresh- 
ment until 2 o'clock, P. M. 

Afternoon Session — 2 P. M. 

The Grand Chapter was called from refreshment to labor. 

Bro. Ferris Hill, G. A. Patron and Sister Mary (J. Jones, 
G. Warder, were duly installed by Sister Kellie S. 
Corey, Grand Matron, Bro. Fred. Orets, acting as G. Mar- 
shal. 

Sister Ella A. Clark on behalf of Leslie Chapter, No. 6, 
delivered the following ' "* 

WELCOME ADDRESS : 

Grand Worthy 3Iatro7i^ a?id Members qf this Grand Chapter: 
Welcome, thrice welcome. to our village, our homes and our hearts. 
In behalf of Liesiie Chapter, number six, lot me give you a joyous 
greeting, a cheerful welcome to our Hall, Many of you have from 
time to time had the pleasure of assembling with this Grand 
Chapter at its yearly sessions ; you who have watched its progress 
can heartily rejoice that the pubordinate Chapters to-day have a 
firmer foundation, a clearer title, a fresher zeal — rthe chain has 
been lengthened, the degrees have been conferred upon more val- 
iant workers, a sweeter union is ours and a bouyant hopefulness as 
to what we can make the future. We are glad to have you come. 
To each one we extend a hand of warm fri^ternal welcome. When we 
have passed through the labyrinth of this life an^ have been call- 
ed from these earthly meetings to the refreshing rest in the Grand 
Chapter above, , where no gavel shall ever call us to labor again, 
there may each receive the glad welcome, and the ^^welldime good 
and faithful servient;'' and when the ^^Great B.)ok" of life shall be 
unclosed the records will tell what work for good has been, accom- 
plished. Then let no idlers be found in our ranks. Stand not with 
empty hands. Bring ripened sheaves of golden grain into the tem- 
ple we love, into the temple we have reared, and the one that is 
destined to be placed on historic pages. Allow me to congratulate 
each one,:.that you are members of the Masonic Fraternity, and as 
sisters and brothers of the same mystic-tie, we hail you with a 
heartfelt .^^elcome. , , 

The Grand Worthy Matron then read the following Address* 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Chajyter^ 0. E, S,, of 

the State of Michigan : 

Sisters and Brothers, . After a, year's separation we have met to- 
gether w-ith unbroken ranks to surrp'und the family altar of our 
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beloved Order, where fourteen years ago we met as the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Michigan. To-day we meet as a Grand 
Chapter. Many have been the changes since then and much good 
has been accomplished, yet we have not reached that high state of 
perfection which we could and should have attained. Some who 
sat in our first assembly are with us to day, others have crossed 
the river to dwell with the Grand Muster above. 

It is with pleasure that I greet you all, especially those who have 
never participated in our annual conventions. 

It is here, Sisters and Brothers, in tbis beautiful Oasis of our 
Order, we will stop and rest a while, on our journey down life's 
rugged pathway, and recall the pleasant reminiscences of our yt a*-- 
ly gathering. 

We are not unmindful of the purposes for which we are here as- 
sembled, to consult the best interest of our Order and the w(*lf«.re 
of our Sisters and Brothers. 

Before entering upon these duties let us each be reminded of our 
dependence upon Him from whom all wisdom cometh, and in mute 
appeal implore Divine guidance upon all acts and deliberations. 

In accordance with the requirements of our iyonstitution ard the 
duties enjoined upon me, I now present a statistical report of all 
my official acts. 

I have CO the best of my ability and with careful consideration 
performed all duties that came under my supervision. October 
25th 1879, I received a communication from Sharon Chapter, No. 
S^O, stating that charges had been preferred against one of their 
members, and ut their last meeting they were not substantiated on 
account of the source from which they came, and at their next meet- 
ing new charges would be preferred, signed by a majority of the 
members of their Chapter ; that they considered her an unworthy 
and unfit person to be a member of the Order of the Eastern Star. 
Also inquired if she, the accused, shnuld call for a demit, and the 
charges and demit should both come in at the same meeting which 
should be entertained. My reply was, a member is not entitled to 
a demit unless clear on the books financially and morally, also you 
should not grant a demit to a member while under charges. There- 
fore submit the charges and be governed by Rules and Regulations 
for government of subordinate Chapters, as adoped at our last 
Grand Session, and as they are not ready for distribution 1 should 
think it best to defer the matter until after you receive a copy of 
the proceedings, which will contain them; or should she insist on an 
immediate trial then be governed by masonic laws. 

December 6, I granted a disi^nsation to Acadia Chapter No. 1, 
to elect a new board of officers ; they having been organized un- 
der the jurisdiction of the General Grand Chapter, and at our 
last Grand Session met with us for the first time. 

December 23d, received communication from Coldwater Chap- 
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ter No. 3, asking permission to receive and ballot on a petition 
the same evening, saying the petitioner was going to move away 
and wisbed to take. the degrees before going. Believing it to bo 
for the good of the Order J granted them permission. 

April 3d, received communication from Hartford Chapter, No. 
10, saying a petition was sent in by a lady and was objected to on 
the ground that she was not eligible, her son was a Master Mason, 
her husband was not. Ques. — Is she eligible or not? 1 answered, 
in accordance with Sec. G, Rules and Regulations, She is eligible. 

April 14th, received from W. H, Massey, Grand Patron of the 
State of Arkansas, the appointment of Sister S. L. Marsh as Rep- 
resentative of the Grand Chapter of Arkansas, near the Grand 
Chapter of Michigan. The enclosed credentials I forwarded to 
Sister Marsh. Brother Massey also stated that if the Grand 
Chapter of Michigan wished to be represented in that of Arkansas 
he would recommend the appointment of sister M. J. Henley, as 
a suitable person for the appointment. I have carefully considered 
the matter and as such appointments would incur some expense, 
and as our finances are rather short, J would recommend that we 
defer the matter until a more convenient time. 

January 14th. Our Grand Patron wrote to me, authorizing me 
to organize Chapters whenever an opportunity presented itself, at 
the same time sent me some blank petitions. 

May 26th. I organized a Chapter at Burr Oak, to be known as 
Burr Oak Chapter. There was formerly a Lodge at Burr Oak, 
and last year at Bay City it was dropped, as one of the defunct 
Chapters of our Order. They organized with sixteen members, 
have had new additions nearl}' every meeting since then. It was 
my pleasure to visit them about two weeks ago. I found them in 
a flourishing condition, earnestly laboring to increase their own 
happiness and promote that of others. I would recommend that 
this Grand Chapter grant them a charter with as little expense as 
they may deem proper, 

July 5th, received communication from Sharon Chapter No. 20, 
inquiring, should persons who have taken the Eastern Star degrees 
in aity other than a regular fjodge or Chapter, be entitled to seats 
as visitors or otherwise under the present regulations ? I replied 
they should not. 

I received information in regard to Onondaga Chapter, known 
as Stella Chapter. The W. Matron is discouraged, says they will 
have to give up, that she cannot rally enough members to open 
the Chapter. Also inquired what would be the necessary 
fiteps to unite with another Chapter in case any should wish to do 
bo. I wrote to her immediately, giving her all necessary informa- 
tiofi, but can give you no immediate report, as I have not received 
any word from them, but hope they may be represented here. 

September 17, I received information from Sharon Chapter, stat- 
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ing that at their annual meeting they elected to the office of As- 
sociate Matron, a member, who in accordance with Sec. 3, Rules 
and Rf*gulations for government of subordinate Chapters, was not 
eligible, but at that time was not fully aware of the fact, as there 
was no copy of the By-Laws in the Chapter ro;)m. She was elect- 
ed by an almost unanimous vote of the Chapter. They are fuily 
persuaded as to K^r fitfiess and ability to fill rhe office. Their in- 
quiry was : Shall we install her V will you grant us [)erinissi(>n to 
do so ?>- At that time I was absent fn.in home and did not return 
until the day of their installation. I immediately answered by 
telegram to postpone her installation for the preseiit, but before 
my telegram was received she was installed. Of course I could not 
grant them permission, as her election already was illegal, as may 
be seen in Soc. 3, Rules and Regulations. 

I wrote them that as her election and installation was void, we 
would submit the ca!*e to the Grand Chapter. 

I trust you will receive the whole matter, with that charity and 
justice to which the case may be entitled. 

I would suggest that Sec. 3, be stricken from our By-Laws, or so 
amended as to give the earnest workers accession to those import- 
ant offices. My sisters, if I am rightly informed, Masons begifi 
their work at the bottom of the ladder and go up, step by step. 
As we are closely related to them, let us imitate their examples. 

1 received information that Brooklyn Chapter had surrendered 
their Dispensation to the Grand Secretary. Through .some discour- 
agement they had failed to meet during the year. 

The following questions have been submitted to me : 

Ques. 1st. — Is it lawful for the Worthy Matron to do any portitui 
of the work designed for the Worthy Patron ? 

Ans. — Yes, at his request. 

(jues. 2nd. — Is it proper to install by proxy ? 

Ans. — No. 

Ques. 3d. — Should Officers elect and not present at the installa- 
tion, be installed at a future meeting ? 

Ans. — They should, as may be seen in Sec. 2, Rules and Regula- 
tions. Also Sec. 1, Article IX, Constitution of the Grand Chapter. 

Ques. 4th. — Js it proper to send delegates to the Grand Chapter ? 

Ans. — It is not necessary, the Worthy Matron or her legally au- 
thorized proxy, is the lawful representative. 

I am j^orry to learn that some of our Chapters will not be rep- 
resented here. A word of sympathy and encouragement might be 
the means of reviving those who are disheartened. ] would sug- 
gest that it be made the duty of Matron and Patron, or some suit- 
able person to visit those delinquent Chapters, and that some pro- 
vision be made to defray their expenses. 

Itseems tome if this should be done that fewer Chapters would 
be non-represented, and more would be added to our numbers. 1 
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would nuw call yonr special attention to an important part of the 
work of our Order. I allude to the inemorizinpf of our work, and 
unless we make this a rulo we cannot make our work as prosperous 
and successful as it otherwise would be. To rehearse a lecture or 
do any part of the work with the ritual before us, does not make 
that impression upr>n candidates that it should. I trust we may 
each, in ttie future, have this part of our work perfected. 

There is, I regret to say in some of our Chapters, a feeling of 
"rivalry"; strife lor office, especially that of Worthy Matron. My 
sisters, this should not be. It is essentially necessary for the good 
of the Order, that you make a careful selection for your Worthy 
Matnm. The prosperity of your Chapter depends almost entirely 
upon her judgment and care. You look to her for advice and sym- 
pathy, and all responsibilities in a measure seem to rest upon her. 
Therefore the greatest care should be exercised in the selection of 
a Worthy Matron. 

The nature of our Order is such that some must of necessity 
rule, others should willingly submit and obey. Then let us be 
Lmd, courteous and forbearing, (me towards another, and unite in 
the grand design for which our Order was instituted ; to be hap- 
py and communicate happiness. Sisters and Brothers, there is not 
an event in all the year that I look forward to with greater pleasure 
than to the meetings of this, our beloved Order. Long will I 
cherish and remember them. As I step down and out of this 
spliere of life, 1 trust whatever errors I may have made in the dis- 
charge of the duties intrusted to me, you will view them with the 
spirit of charity. 

Thanking you for the honors you have bestowed upon me, I now 
resign.

The Grand Worthy Patron then read the following 
ADDRESS. 
Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter: 

Again we are met to record another chapter in Adoptive Ma- 
sonry. 

The growth and harmony which prevails in our Order augurs a 
glorious future. 

This, our fourteenth annual meeting, or third annual Chapter, 
evidences the fact that the Eastern Star has settled to its orbit. 
The regularity of its revolutions have already secured for it a rec- 
ognized place and character in the great social system. 

In the moral wnrld and in social life, as well as in the material 
universe, the maxim holds true, that "they who build wisely build 
for the future; lay broad a«id deep foundations." This truth has 
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been exemplified in our brief history, as well as in that of Opera- 
tive Masonry. 

History informs us that in an oriental country, there was built a 
religious temple, which for centuries was admired and recognized 
as the model of architectural beauty and durability, but at last it 
yielded to the destroying tooth of time; its walls mouldered back 
to dust, and its site is preserved only in the traditions of the peo- 
ple, but the history of its erection, the skill of its founders, and 
the splendid system of the promotion of its workmen from ap- 
prentices to masters, for their zeal, fidelity and accuracy, have 
been preserved in the archives of the craft, and in commemora- 
tion of their industries and virtues. Operative Masons have after 
the model of the old structure built a symbolic temple, at whosti 
alt^r for countless ages men have kneeled and while taking upon 
themselves an obligation to live soberly, and to walk uprightly, 
have drawn an inspiration to emulate the virtues of its founders. 
From this holy shrine Woman, the wife, the mother, the sister, the 
daughter, and widow,--r Woman the sharer of man's joys and the 
bearer of his sorrows — has during all these ages, by an inexorable 
law, been excluded. 

Into all the other fields of usefulness she has been admitted. 
The schools of literature, of science and arts, of medicine and the- 
ology have all been opened to her, and in each she has proven her 
ability to share with man his labors, and to win with him and from 
him her share of success. 

Year after year she has impressed her nanie upon the pages of 
history and has engraved them upon the scroll of fame. The spirit 
of the age demanded that she should be admitted to share in the 
rights and benefits of Masonry. In answer to this demand there 
was conferred certain signs and tokens by which the wife, mother, 
sister, daughter, or widow, of a Master Mason might make herself 
known to all members of the craft. The futility of this plan soon 
became evident. Without any definite object and without an or- 
ganization, "the signs were forgotton and ail interest in them was 
lost. For these reasons the plan was abandoned, btit it gave birth 
to our present Chapter organization, which in its breadth of prin- 
ciples, completeness of formation, and adaptability to the wants of 
society, bids fair to become not a rival but a companion institution, 
having similar objects to accomplish, and which will do for its 
members what Masonry does for the Masonic brothers. 

The temples of the Eastern Star are open to the Brother Mason, 
and at its altar its members together kneel to dedicate themselves 
to the grand objects of Masonry, and from that altar together 
men and women, brothers and sisters, walk by the increasing light 
of its rays up to higher planes of manhood and womanhood. 

The duties of mv office demand some ro<M)?nmen(laiions tc» be 
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presented to this Grand Body; also a synopsis of the work per- 
formed during the past year. 

At the close of the last Grand Chapter it was thought best, ow- 
ing to the condition of our finances, not to appoint a Grand Chap- 
Iain and Grand Marsha), which omission has been regretted; there- 
fore, I would recommend for the future that those offices be filled 
hy Past Grand Matrons and Past Grand Patrons. 

Farther, I would recommend, to prevent fraud upon the Masonic 
Fraternity of this State, that this Grand Chapter, during this ses- 
sion, authorize the Grand Secretary to send to every Masonic 
lodge in this State a copy of the Proceedings of this Grand Chap- 
ter, thereby informing the fraternity of the existence of this Grand 
Chapter and preventing in the iuture the sale of charters to organ- 
ize subordinate Chapters that cannot be recognized by any Grand 
Chapter in the United States. Such charters have been sold in 
this Grand Jurisdiction during .the past year, by those who well 
knew there was a Grand Chapter in this State whose business it is 
to issue charters to all subordinate Chapters in the State. 

I would farther recommend that this Grand Body vote to our 
W. G. Secretary, who has so faithfully served us, as liberal a re- 
muneration for his labors an our finances will permit, feeling that 
in the past his remuneration has been very meagre for the labor 
performed. 

The small amount of labor that has been performed by me during 
the past year has not been for the want of interest I have in this 
work, but for the lack of time, which if taken from my own business 
it would have suffered materially. Therefore, according to the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee, found on page 31 of 
Proceedings of this Grand Chapter, of 1879, in the early part of 
the year, or as soon as blank petitions for Dispensations were pro- 
cured, 1 sent blanks to the following parties: Sister Nellie S. 
Corey, our Grand Worthy Matron; Sister S. L. Marsh, our Past 
G. W. Matron, and Brother B. R. Re se, our Past G. W. Patron, 
with instructions to work in accordance with the above recom- 
mendation; and in each esse i think they have faithfully perform- 
the duty assigned them. In addition to those, I authorized Bro. 
Traverse Phillips to organize Woodland Chapter, and Brother 
W. P. Ainsley to organize Williamston Chapter. 

I have granted Dispensations to the following Chapters: Spring- 
port Chapter, Springport, Jackson Co., Dispensation granted Dec.

Sisters and Brothers, in returning to you whatever of authority 
and honor pertains to the office which you intrusted to me, permit 
me to thank you for the honors conferred, reminding you that 
no vacancy occurs; that as the present incumbents surrender their 
trusts, they are immediately assumed by others, and, let us hope, 
more worthy members; and thus the institution becomes perpet- 
ual. And even when the reaper Death shall one by one sweep 
the membership of the present generation into that grand avenue 
which leads to the portals of that Holier Temple not made with 
hands, our work will be taken up by successive generations, and 
Adoptive Masonry will live, because its principles. Love, Truth, 
and Fidelity, are eternal.

The Grand Worthy Matron then read the following 

ADDRESS. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of the Order of 

the Eastern Star of the State of Michigan : 

Sisters and Brothers: 

In the rapid march of time and the regular recurrence of stated events, 
we are again assembled in the capacity of a Grand Chapter. It seems 
but yesterday since the gavel fell which closed our last annual session, 
and yet a year has passed with its mercies and providences, and we are 
about to commence another, with its responsibility and labor. And we 
have great reason to be grateful to our Heavenly Father that the grim 
monster Death has not invaded the circle of our Grand Officers during the 
year now brought to a close. It is therefore right and proper that with 
bowed heads and thankful hearts we reverently assemble again around our 
Common Altar and give to God the praise that belongeth unto Him. 

The year's record with the Subordinate Chapters, whatever it may be, 
is made, and with many individual members the last on earth. They will 
no more hear the sound of the gavel calling them to order, or the song of 
welcome, for the last adieu has been spoken, the sad farewell said, and the 
last shake of the hand felt ; their work with us is done, and it is the in- 
fluence of their many virtues that is left to inspire us to nobler deeds and 
greater sacrifices for our fellows. It is the influence of the good and 
true that makes us a happy and contented people. And by imitating the 
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lives and emulating the virtues of the jjood that have pone before us, we 
shall be incited to broader aims and grander aceoniplishmente. 

I feel that I would be wanting in giving proper cxpressioQ to our com- 
mon sorrow if I failed to allude to the late affliction we as a people and 
nation have been called upon to pass through in the death of our beloved 
President, during the long 79 days that not only the people of this coun- 
try, but the whole world as it were seemed to stand aghast at the awful 
crime committed, and watched with anxious hearts and bated breath for 
the news from our National Capitol halting between hope and fear, until 
at last come flashing along the wires the awful thought not wholly unex- 
pected message, ^'President Garfield is dead,'* 

No matter what nation, people or party, every man woman and child, 
bowed their heads in sorrow at our loss. And in this what a grand and 
sublime spectacle is given the exercise of the better parts of our moral 
natures and affections-stirred by the love of virtue and truth. We mourn 
not for him particularly as a citizen or as James A. Garfield, (and yet he 
had shown himself to be possessed of one of the sweetest of natures, and 
one of the noblest works of God) but as the legally elected and duly in- 
augurated head of our government, and as such the Representative before 
the world of our great American nation. He was a statesman more than 
partiBan, and as such had endeared himself to us and his death comes home 
to us all with a double sorrow. 

But let us hope for the better and reconaeorate ourselves anew to be 
truD to every principle of right. Wo now only know in part, by and by wo 
shall know more fully and feel to Bay. with the poet Cooper — 

"Judge not the Lord by feeble sense, 
But truBt Hira for his grace, 
Behind a frowning Providenoe 
He hides a smiling face^" 

The report for the year does not show an unasually large increase in 
numbers, yet I feel and trust we have made good progress in perfecting 
and beautifying our works and bringing us nearer to each other, and all 
working in peace, thus illustrating how pleasant it is to dwell together in 
harmony. Although we can not boast of being among the oldest of 
kindred Orders, yet we may point with pride to what we have done in the 
past and are now doing, and so long as we are true to the cardinal princi- 
ples upon which our Order was founded we shall not only prosper but 
challenge the admiration of others. 

On the 24th da^ of November I received an invitation from Loren Day v 
in behalf of the Chapter at Jennisonville to install the officers of the 
Chapter at that place. I complied with the request and met with the 
members at their Hall on the 15th of December and installed the officers 
of said Chapter in due form, and am pleased to say that I found the 
Chapter in a flourishing condition with a good working membership, and 
have no doubt they will be able to render a good account of their work. 

February 11th I received a request from Salt Lake for a Dispensation 
to form a Chapter, I immediately forwarded it to the proper authority and 
suppose it was granted, as I heard no more from it. 
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January 8th I received a oommunication from the Chapter at Spring- 
port, No. 26. January 20th a conimunication from Rockford Chapter 
February 27th, one from Williamston Chapter No. 29 and April 12th, 
the second one from Williamston Chapter, No. 29, all making inquiries 
about some minor questions that have arisen in their 'respective Chapters. 
All of which I responded to in detail as well as my abilities would enable 
me to do, hoping to cheer and encourage them in their efforts to sustain 
their Chapters and do work therein that would be an honor to our Order 
and a credit to the officers. 

May 22nd I received from Hubbardston Chapter the following ques- 
tion and asking a ruling thereon. Question. Is an adopted daughter of 
a Master Mason eligible 4o receive the degrees of Adoptive Masonry? 
Ans. If she has been legally adopted vJs his heir at law she is eligible 
and not otherwise. I submit the above ruling for your careful consider- 
ation and hope it may be confirmed, if correct, so that it ml^y be a guide 
in the future for similar cases. 

I received^ September 6th, a request from Sharon Chapter to elect their 
officers on the Monday night following their annual meeting, which I im- 
mediately granted. 

I have received several letters asking similar questions to the above, all 
of which I responded to as soon as possible after ireceivin^ them. 

I also received a letter from the G. W. Matron of Indiana, asking if it 
was the rule in this State to do our work from memory, or read all from 
the Ritual. I replied that so far as my personal knowledge extended it 
was the rule to commit to memory the work and then give it. I hope it 
ia not only the rule, but the practice; it is so much niore impressive when 
so given to the candidate than when read from the book, besides the one 
officiating can be much more at ease when t^e work is at the tongue's 
end than he can be if confined to the Ritual, and I enjoin upon all officers 
to learn his or her part of the work so as to be dble at all times to give it 
readily. 

Sisters and Bi^oiheTs, the last hours of our Masonic year are about to 
give place to the fir^t of the new, and each of Us are one jrter neater the 
end of our earthly pilgrimage. While we have so many blessings to be 
grateful for, and much to encourage along the way, and are thus led to re 
joice, yet ever and anon a cloud comes over our thoughts. During the 
year the death of the following Sisters have come to my personal knowl- 
edge : Julia A. Wightman, Sarah Barnes and Mary Cramer, all mem- 
bers of Hastings Chapter. 

I would recommend that a report of the names of all deceased mem- 
bers be made, and a memorial page set apart in our annual proceedings, 
inscribed to our "Honored Dead." I submit this for your consideration. 

From the above statistical part of my report you will see it has not been 
a year of marked progress so far as forming new Chapters, nor has it been 
one of idleness, but if it has tended to strengthen the band of unity be- 
tween the Chapters and members Uiereof, it will be found to be productive 
of quite as much permanent good for the future. We must ever bear in 
mind that our Order exists through the courtesy of an old and honored 
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one, one that has stood the test of time, and to ita workings and progress 
we must look for help and guidance along the way while yet we aie com- 
paratively in our infancy. But an honored Ancestry alone brinj^ m 
credit unless we prove ourselves worthy. On the contrar}' it is a re- 
proach to us if we arc unfaithful to oar traat. We ought to be stimuktid 
by the noble record and work that has been left us for a pattern to 
imitate. 

We can not entirely escape, as an Order, the oondemnation due tho^i 
members who bring reproach upon themselves by their wrong doings hdJ 
a dishonor upon their associates, but let it be our endeavor to Work faitli^ 
fully, to be true to the principles of our Order and manifest in our livt.H 
fidelity, daily living and practicing the "Golden Rule." Let our work tell 
for the bettering of humanity, let the practice of Charity be our c\M 
Guiding Star, truth implanted in our hearts, and virtue the emblem of cur 
profession, thus will we be happy in the consciousness of havi«ir 
done our duty in our effort to elevate our fellow beings, and the world tlic 
better for our living in it. Thus will our rest be all the sweeter becaua* if 
the satisfaction that comes from honest effort. I trust it will be <mr 
united effort to work in union and harmony until we shall be no longer 
able to hear the sound of the gavel here below and having done all, hciff 
and pray for a welcome after we have been landed in the haven of rest. 

I should be untrue to myself if I should close without expressing to 
you my gratitude and thanks for this expression of confidence in electing' 
me as your presiding officer. 

It has bgen my endeavor to work for the best interest of our Order 
and 1 feel I have been most ably supported by you all, which has tended 
much to cheer me during the year. And as I pass down the stream of 
life shall ever look back upon this year as one of the bright spots of lift'^ 
journey.

Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter : Was it not that you ex- 
pected something of me, I should not make any effort to address you at 
this time, especially after such an able and exhaustive address as w^e have 
just listened to, for I believe that this office should be one of silence and 
not talk, one of work and not speech making. 

But to deviate now from the established custom, a custom ao long an<i 
so ably filled by my illustrious predecessors, would be an innovation yoi 
perhaps would not wish to tolerate. 

In organizations like this, long addresses by any one, save the presidin' 
officer, seems to me a little uncalled for, especially when the little tiir 
we have is so fully occupied with such very important business. 

We are called together again for the purpose of transacting busin*^ 
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connected with the vital interests of our beloved Order, to compare notes 
on progress, to get better acquainted with each other, and to learn some- 
thing moie of the principles that should govern us, and to take a new 
reckoning for another year. 

We have passed through many trials as individual Chapters. We have 
liad many crosses to bear ; we have had some signal victories ; we have 
had to contend with stubborn and superstitious objections from our very 
intimate friends. The very wise one who said "I told you so" has pre- 
dicted many an untoward event that never would have occurred had they 
done their duty. These and a hundred other lesser things have come to 
us in the pa8t year, to foil us in our best endeavors in the work of build- 
ing up one of the noblest institutions that ever existed. 

Yet I trust we come up here at this annual communication with a stron- 
ger zeal than we had a year ago. We are stronger indeed if from the bat- 
tles of life we come with stronger determinations and abetter zeal, although 
we may be able to present for such determination and zeal some scars that 
time will illy try to efface. Veterans are always the best soldiers. 

We are the representatives of an order as noble and as necessary as any 
that ever had an existence. Societies having for their aim and object the 
amelioration of the condition of the needy around them have been in exist- 
ence since the time of Jonathan and David, thousands of years ago. There 
were only two in the first society, but there was an idea that gave birth to 
many more. So we find that all along the ages societies have been formed, 
men and women have banded themselves together to benefit and protect 
each other — to succor in sickness, to shield in times of danger, and, more 
than all, to befriend each other. 

We all know something of what it is to meet a friend — ^not in name, 
but in deed — one who stands close by your side at all times, no matter how 
dark the heavens are above us, or how much like brass the earth is under 
our feet ; one who rejoices in our successes and sympathizes in our mis- 
fortunes. The greatest need of the world is a friend. Where shall we 
go for them? is a question you ask, but the question is not easily answered. 
You ask it of your neighbor, and a shake of the head or some evasive 
answer is all the reply you get and your heart goes on aching for a friend 
just the same — so you go up and down through the land, and every time 
you get the same answer.

the State of Michigan. 

ARTICLK I. 

TITLE. 

Sbo. 1. This Grand Chapter shall be known by the name and stjle of 
the Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eaatern Star, of the State of Mich- 
igan. 

ARTICLE II. 

OF WHOM IT CONSISTS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Chaj)tBr shall consist of a Grand Matron, Grand 
Patron, Associate Grand Matron, Associate Grand Patron, Grand Secre- 
tary, Grand Treasurer. Grand Conductoress' Associate Grand (Jondactor- 
ess, Gr^nd Chaplain, Grand Marshal^ Gr^d Adah, Grand Ruth, Grand 
Esther, Grand Martha, Grand Electa, Grand Warder, Grand Sentinel to- 
gether with the Matrons, Patrons and Associate Matrons (or their proxies 
regularly appointed) of all, Subordinate Chapters of this jurisdiction, whose 
official character shall be duly certified to the Grand Chapter by the sev- 
eral secretaries of their respective Cfastpters, and siicm Past Grand Matroitf 
and Past Grand Patrons, as shall remain in good standing in some fobor- 
dinate Chapter in this Gran(| JjEirisdict^n. 

Sec. 2. All the above named 'Grand Officers shall be Sisters, except 
the Grand Patron and Associate G^Ad Patron ; provided that the Graod 
Chaplain, Grand Secretary and Grand Senliael^ may be either Sister or 
Brother. 

Sec. 3. The first six officers above named shall bo elected, the remain- 
ing to be appointed by the Grand Matron and Grand Patron. 

Sec. 4. The foregoing Grand. oftoer^ 2^ast Grand officers and Dele- 
gates only shall be entitled to vote an^ take part in the proceedings of the 
Grand Chapter. They shall have but one vote each on every question, 
except the presiding offieer, who, in case of a tie, may give the casting 
vote ; provided, that any member may call for a vote by Chapters, when 
each Chapter shall be eoiitled to is nia^y votes as it is entitled to repre- 
sentatives, which may be joast Uy..0ne or moDe ef thetn, 

ARTICLE III. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR OFFICE. 

Sec. 1 . Any member in good standing in a Subordinate Chapter, ii 
this jurisdiction, shall be eligible to any office in the Grand Chapter, sub- 
ject to the restrictions contained in Section two. Article two ; provided 
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that no one shall he elected Grand Matron, Associate Grand Matron, Grand 
Patron or A38ociat6T>Gi2ind 'Patron, unless he or she he a Past Matron or 
Past Patron of son»e;8uboiKiinate Chapter of the Order. 

ARTICLE IV. 

POWERS OF THK GRAND CHAPTER 

8bc, 1. This Grand Chapter being supreme in all matters appertain- 
ing to its affairs, hua the sole right to superintend and govern all Chapters 
of the Order within its jurisdiction. It has power to grant dispensations 
and charters for forming and holding new Cnapters and to extend or re- 
voke the same ; to enact rules and regulations, issue edicts, and to amend 
or repeal the same ; to discipline, censure, suspend or annul Chapters for 
wilful violation or infringment of the constitution, regulations or edicts of 
this Grand Chapter, to decide all appeals from Subordinate Chapters, their 
othcers, or the officers and committees of this Grand. Chapter, to exercise 
all rights of sovereignty within the limits of its jurisdiction, subject to 
the General Grand Chapter ; and all powers not specially delegated to 
Subordinate Chapters are inherent in and reserved to this Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE Y. 

TIME OF MXIZriNG. 

Sec. 1. Thefe shall bcf one annual meeting of the Grand Chapter be- 
ginning at 12 o'clock, M., on the second Wednesday in October of each 
and every year, at such place as shall be agreed upon at. any annual meet- 
ing. 

Sec, 2. Special meetings may be ordered by the Grand Matron, or in 
her absence or disability, by the Grand Patron, at such time or place as 
in her or his opinion the interests of the Order require ; provided that 
each Chapter in this jurisdiction shall be notified at least thirty days pre- 
vious to such called meetings, and no business except such specified in. 
the call shall be transacted at such special meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 

QUORUM. 

Sec.' 1. Representatives or proxies, regniarly appointed, of five Sub- 
ordinate Chapters under the jurisdiction of t^is Grand Chapter, shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VII. 

REPRESENTATIVES AND PROXIES. 

Seo. 1. It shall be the duty of the Matrons, Patrons and Associate 
Matrons of Subordinate Chapters, to attend all meetings of the Grand 
Chapter, and they shall present to the Grand Chapter a certificate from 
the Secretary, authenticated by the seal of their, respective^ Chaptera, of 
their election and installation into office. 

Sec 2. . A Proxy may be appointed to represent the Chapter by either 
of the delegates, but such proxy must be a member of the Chapter repre- 
sented, and must present a certificate of such appointment, duly authenti- 
cated." 
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ARTICLE Vill. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF GRAND OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Mation eViall open, preside oyer and close the 
Grand Ch.ipter, appoint all committees not otherwise specially appointed ; 
see that the Rules and Regulations of the Order are strictly enforced and 
that the officers faithfully perform their respective duties, and give such 
instructions and directions as the good of the Order may require. She 
has power to convene a Chapter within this jurisdiction (in person or by 
proxy), to preside therein, to inspect the proceedings and require confor- 
mity to the laws of order ; to suspend, for good cause, for a limited period 
or until the next annual meeting of the Grand Chapter, and to require th i 
attendance of and information from, any Grand officers respecting her or 
his office. She shall decide all questions of law and usage submitted to 
her ; subject, however, to an appeal to the Grand Chapter, and until such 
decisions and opinions are reversed by the Grand Chapter, they shall b ; 
in force and binding as between the parties thereto. During the vacation 
of the Grand Chapter she shall exercise all its executive powers, excep^ 
so far as they are made the duty of the Grand Patron ; she shall repor 
to the Grand Chapter at each annual meeting all her official acts. She 
may call upon the Grand Patron to>preside at any time. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Patron shall assist and advise the Grand Matron 
in the discharge of her duties. He has power to grant Dispensations for 
new Chapters upon proper application ; provided no new Chapter shall 
be formed in any town or city where one or more Chapters exist, except 
upon the recommendation of the Chapters already organised in said town 
or city ; to delegate authority to confer the degrees, at sight, upon a suffi- 
oient number of worthy persons in towns and cities, where no Chapter ex- 
ists, for the purpose of organizing a Chapter. He shall preside when- 
ever called upon by the Grand Matron, and in the absence of both the 
Grand Matron and Associate Grand Matron, he shall call the Grand Chap- 
ter to order, and appoint some Past Matron present to act as Grand Ma- 
tron pro tern, 

Seo. 3. The Associate Grand Matron shall assist the Grand Matron 
in the discharge of her duties ; be subject to the order of the Grand Chap- 
ter and her superior officers; and in case of the death, absence, or disa- 
bility of the Grand Matron, she will assume her powers and prerogatives, 
and discharge her duties. 

Seo. 4. The Associate Grand Patron shall assist the Grand Patron in 
the discharge of his duties ; be subject to the order of his superior officers 
and the Grand Chapter ; and in case of the death, absence, or disability 
of the Grand Patron, he shall asume his duties. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to keep a faithful 
record of all the transactions of the Grand Chapter, to collect all moneys 
due the Grand Chapter, and pay the same promptly to the Grand Treas- 
urer, taking her receipt for the same ; to make annually a report in writ- 
ing, or oftener if required by the Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, of the 
amount collected ; to execute such orders as may be issued by the Grand 
Matron or Grand Chapter, and to deliver to his or her successor in office, 
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ail books, papers, and other property belonging to the Grand Chapter, in 

ih-r ur his possession. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Treasurer shall receive all monies from the hands 
of the Grand Secretary, and give her receipt therefor. Shall pay all or- 
d« i> from the monies on hand, as may be directed by the Grand Chapter, 
airefuUy number and file all vouchers, and annually, or oftener if required 
by the Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, make in writing a full statement, 
at the same time, the book and vouchers to the Grand Chapter for ex- 
BDiination. She shall deliver to her successor in office all books, vouchers, 
papers and moneys, or other property belonging to the Grand Chapter, 
»hiuh may be in her hands. 

8 EC. 7. The remaining Grand Officers are to perform such duties lU) 
are appropriate to their several stations, and such as may be assigned them 
by the Grand Matron, or the Grand Chapter. / 

ARTICLE IX. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1 . All officers shall be elected or appointed annually, and installed 
after the regular business of the Grand Chapter shall have been com- 
pleted ; provided, the installation ceremonies may be public or private, as 
may be determined by the Grand Chapter. No officer shall officiate in 
her or his station until she or he has been legally installed. 

ARTICLE X. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Sec. 1. During the recess of the Grand Chapter, the Grand Patron 
may grant Dispensations, attested by the Grand Secretary, and authenti- 
csited by the seal of the Grand Chapter, for the formation of new Chap- 
ters. Such Dispensation shall expire at the next annual meeting of the 
Grand Chapter, when, if their work is approved, such Chapters shall re- 
ceive Charters with an additional fee of five Dollars. 

Sec 2. No Charter shall be granted a new Chapter until the Grand 
Chapter shall be satisfied that the proposed officers are thoroughly quali- 
fied to discharge their duties properly. 

Sec 3. Chapters under Dispensation shall have all the rights and 
privileges of chartered Chapters, except to be represented in this Grand 
Chapter, aod to elect and install officers. 

ARTICLE XL 

REVENUE. 

Sec 1. The revenue of the Grand Chapter shall be derived from the 
following sources, viz : For every Dispensation, including three copies of 
the Ritual, ten dollars. 

Seo. 2. Every Chapter shall pay annually to the Grand Chapter on 
or before the 1st day of October, twenty-five cents for each and every 
tuember belonging to it on the 1st day of September prec ceding, and 
twenty-five cents for each initiation during the year ; and no Chapter 
I hall be entitled to representation in the Grand Chapter until such dues' 
ire paid. 
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ARTICLE XII. 

ANNUAL REPORTS. 

SEd 1. Each Subordinate Chapter shall send to the Grand Secretary, 
on or before the first day of October of each year, an "abstract of its pro- 
ceedings" for the year ending. September 1st next preceeding. This re- 
port shall' include' the names of the officers last elected and installed, the 
number last initiated, the number affiliated, the number withdrawn, sus- 
pended, expelled and died, and the number of remaining members, setting 
out the names of each clasd in full alphabetical order, making a distinc- 
tion by prefixing the title Mrs. or Miss to the names of sisters. 

Sec. 2. Any Chapter failing to make such report, and pay Grand 
Chapter ' dues for two consecutive years, without furnishing satisfactory 
reasons to the Grand Chapter shall forfeit its charter, at the discretion of 
the Grand Chapter — and it is made the duty of the Grand Secretary t<> 
report such delinquencies to the Grand ^Chapter. 
ARTICLE XIIL 

PAY OP GRAND OFFICERa AND REPRESENTATIVES. 

Seo. 1 The Grand Officers, Past •Grand Matrons, Past Grand Patrons, 
and Worthy Matrons of eaich Subordinate Chapter^ shall receivB from the 
funds of tihe' Grand Chapter such- sumis as it may appropriate for attend- 
ing to the business and meetings of the* Grand Chapter ) provided, no such 
payment foratt ending the meetings of this Grand Ohapttir shall exceed eight 
cents per mile for the distance by the nearest traveled route from the 
location of the Subordinate Chtipter to which such Grand Officer, Past 
Grand Officer or W. Matron belotigs, to the place of meeting of this 
Graftd'ChajfteT'; and, provided fiirther, that no W. Matron shall be paid 
a greater amotfnt th'an the dues paid by her Chapter to the Grand Chapter 
for that year:' 

ARTICLE XIV. 

DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 

The Standing Committees of tlie Grand Chapter shall perform and dis- 
charge the following specified duties, to-wit : 

On Oredentiah. — The committee on Credentials shall report the name 
of each representative and proxy preSent, with the name and number of 
the Chapter represented. 

On Finance and Ways and Means, — It shall be the duty of the com- 
mittee on Finance and Ways atld Means to ejcamine the books and vouch- 
ers of the Grand Secretary and the Grand Treasurer, balance the same, 
and report the actnal state and* eondition of the funds of the Grand Ohap« 
ter, and also to tako into consideration all propositions and resolutions 
affecting its revenue which may be offered ; they shall speoifically repoit 
thereon, and mny recommend any measure which in their opinion will be 
for the benefit financially of the Grand- Chapter. 

Unfinished Business', — It shall be the duty of the committee on Un- 
finished Business to examine the journal of the previous annnai* meetiag 
and report all matters then pending and undetermined. 

On Pay Roll. — It shall be the duty of the committee on Pay IloU>ito 
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ueertain and report the amount due each representative and member of 
the Grand Chapter. 

On Jurisprudefice, — The committee on JuriBprudence shall carefully 
examine all propositions to revise, alter or amend the constitution, by-laws 
and general regulations of th^ Grand Chapter, as well as all questions of 
law and usage and make report thereon in writing to the Grand Chapter. 

On Appeals and Grievances. — It shall be the duty of the committee on 
Appeals and Grievances to examine all matters of controversy and griev- 
ance when presented to them, with such recommendations for the action 
of the Grand Chapter as they may deem proper. 

On DispeHsations and Charters. — The committee on Dispensations and 
Charters shall examine the returns of chartered Chapters and their by- 
laws, when submitted to them, and shall note ail improper, informal or 
ilJegal proceedings, and report the same to the Grand Chapter with their 
recommendations. They shall also examine the work, records and by-laws 
of all Chapters under dispensation, and the proceedings of the Grand Offi- 
cers, granting the same, note all matters that are improper or unconstitu- 
tional and report to the Grand Chapter with their recommendations. 

On Foreign Correspondence, — The committee odi Fpreiffnj|Corr€«pond- 
encc shall have the chjE^rge- 9.f all matters, of foreign 9orrpsppna^nce *refer-

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3. The bosmeas of the Grand Chapter (unless otherwue directed,) 
shall be disposed of as follows, viz : 

1. Appointment of Committee on Credentials. 

2. Annual address of Grrand Matron. 

3. Annual address of G-rand Patron. 

4. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. Report of Sp^ial Committees. 

7. Report of Secretary. 

8. Report of Treasurer. 

9. Report of Standing Committees. 

10. Election of Grand Officers. 

11. Miscellaneous Business, 

12. Installation of Officers. 

4. All committees shall be appointed by the Grand Matron, and con- 
sist of three members each, — the first named to be Chairman, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Grand Chapter. 

5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing and pre- 
sented to the Grand Secretary and read, with the name of the mover in- 
dorsed thereon ; when, upon being duly seconded, they shall be submitted 
for the consideration and decision of the Grand Chapter. 

6. All business and reports must be disposed of before the session of 
the Grand Chapter is closed, except such as lie over by virtue of the Con- 
stitution or by consent of the Grand Chapter. 

7. All reports of officers and committees shall be in writing, and signed, 
if by a committee, by at least a majority of its members. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice upon the same question 
without permission of the presiding officer of the Grand Chapter. 

9. Any member may call for a division of a question if divisible, and 
three may demand a vote by yeas and nays. 

10. No motion or resolution involving the expenditure of money, ex- 
cept the report of the committee on pay roll, shall be adopted until the 
same shall have been reported upon by the committee on Finance. 

11. Motions to lay on the table, to reconsider, to refer to committee, 
for the order of the day, for the previous question, to call off, and to close, 
shall be decided without debate. 

12. All motions shall be seconded, and stated by the presiding oflBcer, 
before they shall be open for debate or action. A majority vote shall de- 
termine all questions, except as otherwise specifically provided. 

13. Any member persisting in the violation of these rules of order, 
after being called to order by the presiding officei, may be reprimanded, 
suspended or expelled from the Grand Chapter, at its discretion. 

14. Parliamentary law, not in conflict with the foregoing reguIatioDs, 
shall govern the deliberations of the Grand Chapter. 

15. These regulations may be amended at any annual meeting by a 
two-thirds vote. 
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BULE8 ANB REGULATIONS 

For the Goyenuneut of Subordinate Chapters of the State' of 

Michigan. 

Sec. 1. Every Subordinate Chapter most have a Charter or dispensation 
from this Grand Chapter, or a dispenaatioQ from the Qrand Patron, at- 
tested by the Grand Secretary, under the seal of the Ghrand Chapter, and 
no Chapter shall be deemed legal or regular without such charter or dis- 
pensation, nor shall Chapters outride this iurisdiction be considered legal 
or regula unless they hold an unreclaimed dispensation or charter from 
a Grand Chapter having jurisdiction, or from the General Grand Chap 
t€r ; and all communications, public or private, by Chapters of this juris- 
diction, or the members thereof with such illegal Chapters is hereby 
interdicted and forbidden. 

Seo. 2. The Elective Officers ol* a Chapter shall consist of Matron, Patron, 
Associate Matron, Secretary, Treasurer, Conductress and Associate Con- 
ductress, and shall be elected annually by a majority vote of the members 
present at the stated meeting next preceding the first day of October. 
The appointed officers shall consist of Adah, Ruth, Esther, Martha, 
Electa, Warder and Sentinel, to which may be added Chaplain and Or- 
ganist, who shall be appointed by the Matron elect. All the above named 
officers must be installed at or before the first day of October. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be eligible for the office of Matron or Asso- 
ciate Matron who has not served at least one term upon one of the five 
points of the Star. 

Seo. 4. Vacancies in the elective offices, except Matron, Patron and 
Associate Matron, may be filled by ballot at a stated meeting, the mem- 
bers being summoned for that purpose. 

Seo. 5. The presence of the Dispensation or Charter, one of the first 
three officers, and six other members, aro indispensable to open a Chapter 
for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be admitted as a member of a Chapter within 
this jurisdiction, by initiation or affiliation but Master Masons, their wives, 
mothers, sisters, daughters, and widows. Daughters and sisters must be 
at least eighteen years of age. No person shall be a member of more than 
one Chapter ; nor shall any member be permitted to withdraw from a 
Chapter until all dues and indebtedness &re paid or remitted. 

Sec. 7. No Chapter shall confer the degrees for a less sum than one 
dollar, which amount shall accompany the petition. 

Seo. 8. All petitions for initiation or membership, shall be in writing, 
signed by the applicant and two members of the Chapter, accompanied by 
the initiation fee, which petition shall be presented at a regular meeting, 
be reported to a committee for investigation, and lay over until the next 
regular meeting. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of the Investigating committee to make 
inquiry as to the character and standing of the petitioner, and, if a lady, 
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also that of the Madter Mason thi*oug4i w^hom eki'j olaims to be entitled to 
membership, and make report in writing ; and no action shall be taken on 
any petitioi until such report is made. A petition may be Withdrawn by 
consent of the Chapter, at the written request of the petitioner, at any 
time before balloting. 

Ssc. 10. A separate ballot must be taken on every petition for mem- 
bership or the dcgrefes, which must be inviolably secret, withbut debate, 
arid no tnquiricis permitted or statements made as to the character of any 
one's vote. Ofie or more negative votes reject the applicant. In case but 
one negative vote appears, the Matron shall order a second ballot, which 
shall be final. Every member present must vote. 

Seo. 11. After an applicant for initiation or membership shall have 
been rejected, the petition may be renewed at the next stated meeting. 
No rejected applicant shall be initiated by any other Chapter without the 
consent of the rejecting Chapter. 

Sec. 12. Every Chapter has the inherent right to make its own By- 
Laws ; provided they do not conflict with the Constitution or Rules or 
Regulations of the Grand Chapter. 

Sec. 13. The Matron shall preside at the meetings of the Chapter, 

except when the degrees are being conferred ; see that the Constitution, 

Rules and Regulations are strictly enforced ; appoint all con\mittees^ and

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Sec. 20. Any member of the Order who disobeys the order of the 
presiding officer, or in any many manner disturbes the harmony of the 
Chapter, must be held to a strict account therefor, and upon a repetition 
of the oifense, suspended for a definite time from the privileges of the 
order, 

Sec. 21. Any member of a Chapter who fails to pay dues for two or 
more consecutive years, may be suspended from all rights and privileges 
of the Order, by a two-thirds vote of the Chapter at any stated meeting. 

Sec. 22. The only penalties recognized are four : 

1. Reprimand. 

2. Suspension for a definite time. 

3. Suspension indefinitely. 

4. Expulsion. • 

Seo. 23. No member can be reprimanded, suspended, or expelled, for 
any crime whatever, except upon written charges and specifications, and 
ten days notice of the time and place of trial ; except as heretofore pro- 
vided in Section 21, for non-payment of dues. 

Seo. 24. Any affiliated member has the right to prefer charges, but 
in no case can this right be extended to one who is not affiliated. 

Seo. 25. Complaints against a Matron or Patron for official miscon- 
duct, must be made to the Grand Matron, during vacation, or the Grand 
Chapter while in session. 

Sec. 26. Charges against a Matron or Patron, for any offense not 
growing out of the discharge of her or his official duties, must be made to 
the Grand Matron, and if approved by her she will fix a time for trial, 
and notify the Chapter with a copy of the charges and specifications, and 
instruct the Secretary of the Chapter to serve a copy upon the accused, at 
which time she or her deputy shall preside. 

Sec. 27. In all things relating to the trial of a Matron or Patron, by 
his or her Chapter, except as otherwise specified in these Rules, the same 
proceedings must be had as in the trial of other members. 

Sec. 28. All charges must be made in writing, signed by the party 
making them, specifying with reasonable certainty the character of the 
accusation and the time and place of its commission, including the names 
of witnesses. It shall be presented at a stated meeting, read in open Chap- 
ter, and spread upon the record. The presiding officer shall then set a 
time for trial, and order the Secretary to serve upon the accused a true 
copy of the charges, and notify him or her of the time set for trial. 

Sec. 29. Upon the trial of a Sister, at the request of a majority of the 
Sisters present, the Brethren shall retire ; and upon the trial of a Brother, 
at the request of a majority of the Brethren present, the Sisters shall re- 
tire. 

Sec. 30. The Secretary may serve the notice either in person or by 
mail ; but when sent by mail twenty days shall be allowed for the accused 
to receive it. 

Sec. 31. The attendance of witnesses on either side, when they are 
members of the Order, may be enforced by summons, which may be is- 
sued by the Secretary when ordered by the Matron or Chapter. 
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Sso. 32. At the time 8et for trial, if the accused fails to appear in 
person or by counsel, or has absconded before notice is served, the presid- 
ing officer may continue the case to some future time, or appoint a com- 
petent member to appear for the accused and hear and decide upon the 
c&se as though the accused were present. 

Sec. 33. Should the accused appear and plead guilty to the charge 
and specifieatioD, no further evidence is neccHsory, and the Chapter shall 
at once proceed to affix the penalty. 

Sec. 34. Any affiliated member of the Order may act as Counsel for 
the accused or the Chapter. 

Sec. 35. All charges must be heard and decided by the Chapter ; in 
no case can this be left to a committee. 

Seo. 36. The accused, when on trial, cannot be allowed to vote on 
any questfon growing out of her or his case. 

Sec. 37. After the evidence shall have been presented, and the prose- 
cution and defendant, by themselves or counsel, have had an opportunity 
of being heard, the defendant shall retire, and the Chapter shall proceed 
to decide by taking a seperate ballot upon each charge and specification ; 
first, whether the accused is guilty or not guilty, as charged, and if found 
guilty by a majority of the votes cast, then to fix the penalty, commencing 
with the highest grade and so on down until some penalty is determined on. 

Sec. 3d. Should definite suspension be decided upon, the time must 
be fixed upon motion, bub the longest time must be voted upon first. 

Sec. 39. Should the Chapter refuse by a majority vote to inflict any 
penalty, after having voted on each grade, the Secretary shall, within 
three days, certify the fact to the Grand Matron, who may arrest the Char 
ter of the Chapter. 

Sec. 40. The rules of evidence shall be so far as applicable the same 
as in courts of law, except that no oath or affirmation shall be required of 
witnesses. 

Sec. 41. When a witness is a non-resident, and cannot attend in per- 
son before the Chapter, her or his evidence may be taken before a Matron 
or Patron, certified by the Secretary under the seal of the Chapter in 
whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, both the accused and the ac- 
cuser having due notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. 

Sec. 42. The accused shall be a competent witness, but shall not be 
required by the Chapter to give evidence unless he or she shall offer to 
testiiy. 

Sec. 43. The evidence of members of the Order who may not be able 
to attend the trial, and of persons not members of the Order, shall be ta- 
ken in writing by a committee appointed by the presiding officer, of which 
both parties shall havo notice. 

Sec. 44. At the time and place appointed the committee shall proceed 
to take the evidence of such witnesses, and after reading to each her or 
his evidence in the ease, request her or him to sign the same. The evi- 
dence thus taken shall be read before the Chapter at the time of trial. 

Sec. 45. All the evidence given must be reduced to writing and pre- 
served by the Secretary. 
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Sec. 46. The presiding officer shall decide as to the admissihilitj of 
any testimony offered, and all points of law and order that may he raised. 

Sec. 47. The suspension of a member precludes for the time being 
all privileges and benefits of the Order whatever. 

Beg. 48. A sentence of suspension or expulsion will be in . force from 
and after the passage thereof, until reversed by the Chapter or the Grand 
Chapter. 

Sec. 49. Any one refusing to submit to the penalty of reprimand, is 
subject to discipline, and, upon conviction thereof, may be suspended or 
expelled. 

Sec. 50. The expiration of time for which a member stands suspend- 
ed, restores her or him to all the rights and privileges which she or he 
possessed before the trial. 

Sec. 51. The payment of dues — for non-payment of which a member 
was suspended — ^restores him or her to full membership ; but to restore 
to that condition a member who has been suspended or expelled for any 
other cause, shall require a petition for restoration received at a previous 
stated meeting, which mus£ have been referred to, and reported upon, by 
a committee of investigation, when it shall require a majority vote to res- 
tore one suspended, and a unanimous vote one who has been expelled. 

Sec. 52. A Chapter may remit the dues of a member, for non-pay- 
ment of which she or he was suspended, and thereby restore her or him 
to membership. 

Sec. 53. Any member who has been expelled or indefinitely suspend- 
ed, may be restored to membership by the Chapter pronouncing the 
sentence ; or if said Chapter has ceased to exist, then by the Chapter in 
whose jurisdiction he or she resides. 

Sec. 54. A new trial may be granted by th^ Chapter that tried the 
cause, when a member has been suspended or expelled, in the following 
cases, and upon the following conditions : 

1. Upon newly discovered evidence, which would indicate, with rear 
sonable certainty, a change in the finding of the Chapter. 

2. When the finding of a Chapter is contrary to the evidence, and 
law, and usage, or the penalty excessive. 

Sec. 55. Application for a new trial must be made in writing, and 
contain a statement of the causes upon which the application is founded, 
be presented within ninety days after the trial was had, or within ninety 
days after the accused is informed of the action of the Chapter. 

Sec. 56. Application for a new trial shall be addressed to the Chap- 
ter, and in all cases where a new trial is granted, the same rules shall 
govern as in the first instances. 

Sec. 57. Any member feeling aggrieved by the decision of the Chap- 
ter or the presiding officer, may appeal to the Grand Chapter within one 
year from the date of such decision, by filing her or his prayer therefor in 
writing, with the Secretary of the Chapter, stating therein the error or 
decision appealed from ; when it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
make out a full, true and complete copy of all the proceedings had, and 
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evidence taken in the case, and certify to the saoje, together with a copy 
of the appeal to the Grand Secretary, within sixty days after said applica- 
tion is made. 

Sec. 58. The Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, on receipt of the 
transcript and appeal, shall proceed to examine the same upon the papers^ 
and evidence so transmitted, and without additional testimony, shall de- 
cide the cause by contirming the judgment already rendered, or remanding 
the cause for a new trial, with instructions how to proceed , provide, 
that an appeal will lie from the decision of the Grand Matron to the 
Grand Chapter. 

Sec. 59. These Rules and Regulations may be amended or repealed, 
at any annual meeting, by the amendment being proposed in writing, re- 
icrred to, and reported upon by the committee on JurisprudeDoe, and 
then concurred in by a majority of the members present. 

Sec. 60. It is hereby made the duty of all Subordinate Chapteis un- 
der the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, to so amend their By-Laws ai» 
to conform in all respects to these Regulations.

Sister Bell Throop on behalf of Hastings Chapter, No. 7, gave 
the following: 

ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

My Friends, Officers, Members and Visitors of the Grand Chap- 
ter, Order of the Eastern Star, in the State of Michigan: 
We bid you to-day a hearty welcome to our city and our homes^ 
and it is with great pleasure that in behalf of our Chapter, I wel- 
come you to our Hall. The year since last we met has been 
fi aught, as all years are, with joys and sorrows. Some of us have 
seen only sunshine, others have walked in a clouded way. But we 
are banded together for the express purpose of relieving the dis- 
tressed, and it is certainly no less our duty to rejoice with those 
who do rejoice than to weep with those who weep. I doubt not, 
dear friends, that many a cloudy way has been brightened and 
many a sunny path made happier by your works of love. To us the 
year just closed has been a comparativelv prosperous one, and a 
goodly number of golden links has been added to the chain that 
binds us so closely in bands of love. We hope you too, have seen a 
happy and prosperous year and that the years to come may be filled 
with increasing joys. May our numbers increase and our Order be- 
come a power for good in the world. Again, hoping that your stay 
with us may be a pleasant one, we welcome you very cordially to 
Hastings Chapter No. 7. 



Past Grand Patron Wm. H. Severance, of Middleville Chapter 
No. 17, made a very cordial response to the address of welcome 
on behalf of the Grand Chapter. 

The Grand Worthy Matron then read the followmg: 
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'address. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of the Order of 
the Eastern Star of the Htate of Michigan: 

, Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter:— In our on- 
ward march upon the well trodden pathway of life, we are by the 
mercy of "Ilim who doeth all things well" permitted to mark one 
more milestone passed; faithfully flickering like the more distant 
stars the old year passed away, looking into its stern darkness 
we find the ineffacable records of its pleasures and disappoint- 
ments, its happiness and sorrows, its good and bad deeds. But 
with us of the mystic Order the past is a glory, the future a hope. 
And let every Chapter hold aloft its beacon which shall shed the 
pure rays of charity and love upon* all, and be the year old or new, 
let the Star of our State shine brightly amid the many others, so 
that all beholding itsbrillant rays may exclaim, ''behold the bright- 
est of them all.*' JLet us accomplish this by mutual iusti^uction 
and assistance not waiting for an opporunity o£ doing some heroic 
deed, for the little cares of life bravely boi*ne are mightiest in the 
aggregate, a sympathetic word spoken, a single sorrow relieved, 
when the storms of adversity assail us, will lay up for ourselves 
treasures which in the last hour will prove imperishable and un- 
fading, still living when the earth and stars are passed away; so 
the little courtesies that make up life, the genial smile, the friend- 
ly welcome, not alone withiu our Chapter walls; but there and else- 
where should be characteristic of our Order, we should refrain 
from speaking words of disparagement. Let us cultivate each 
others acquaintance thatXs^e may work harmoniously, may we be 
tnie to our convictions of right and duty, honor, justice, fidelity, 
hospitality, and by so doing prove faithful to our Order. In regard 
to the prosperity of our G^rand Chapter we find that people of intel- 
ligence are still knocking at its doors for admittance. In accord- 
ance with the requirements of this organization I give you the fol- 
lowing account of all my otiicial acts: • 

November 7th I granted a special dispensation to Burr Oak 
Chapter No. 28 to confer the degrees upon a candidate November 
12th, one week from the time of receiving the petition, as the ap- 
plicant wished to go west. On the 17th of November I received a 
communication from J. W. Gunnison, of De Witt Chapter, No. 30, 
requesting me to appoint Brother A. C. >Manly P. G. NV. P. to in- 
stall their officers. On Friday, December 2d, I deputized Brother 
Manly to do so, and he afterwards wrote informing me that he had 
been to install them and found them very enthusiastic and in a pros- 
perous condition. 1 received. January 4th, a communication from 
Brother H. N. Stinson, of Acacia No. 1, asking me to organize a 
Chapter at Cedar Springs. As I did not wish to usurp the authori- 
ty of the Grand Patron I sent the letter to him, and wrote to Bro. 
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Stinson that the Grand Worthy Patron \f ould give it his immediate 
attention. I received, January Gth, a reply from Brother Matteson 
sayinjf that he had forwarded the petition. I received, January 
31st, a communication from Sister S. E. Vannetter,of Williamston 
Chapter No. 29, askin J? for instruction in reference to holding a 
Chapter of Sorrow on the death of Brother Lamb. I replied thatit 
would be proper to pass a series of resolutions referring to the life 
and death of Brother Lamb at any regular meeting. On the 17th 
of March I received a communication from Huldah Beach, of 
Crystal Chapter Xo. 9, stating tliat their Chapter rooms had been 
burned with all its contents. I replied that the Grand Chapter 
would provide them with a new Charter gratis. I then wrote to 
the Grand Worthy Patron concerning it. May 1st I granted a 
special dispensation to Williamston Chapter No. 29 to initiate two 
candidates without waiting the lime prescribed by law, jis the Sec- 
retary being absent the petitions were overlooked. June 20th I re- 
ceived a card from Sister Ella Clark, of Leslie, stating that she was 
discouraged about their Chapter and doubted their ability to con- 
tinue it. I wrote an appropriate reply. On the 29th day of August 
I received a communication from Sister Teal of Bay City, stating 
that they had removed from Masonic Temple on Center street Bay 
City to the rooms of Portsmouth Lodge No. 190, for the brethren of 
the former Lodge insisted upon their paying an exorbitant rent 
which they felt unable to give, and asked if they did riglit in mov- 
ing, yes or no. I answered Yea. Tiiey also desired me to give them 
permission to elect their ogicers at any regular meeting prior to the 
Grand Chapter, to tbis I replied No, as the Kules and Regulations 
provide that the officers must be elected and installed on or before 
the lirst day of October. On the 5th day of October I granted a 
special dispensation to Springport Chapter No. 26 to hold their 
election on October 9th, as they had failed to legally elect and in- 
stall their officers at the time prescribed by the Grand Chapter. I 
received March 4th an invitation from Sister llimebaugh, W. M. 
to visit Burr Oak Cliapter No. 2S. 1 went with a delegation of four, 
and found a large and pleasant Chapter there. August 22d I visit- 
ed Coldwater Cliapter No. 3 and found a prosperous Chapter the 
largest in the State, and the members, like Electa, generous and 
Hospitable. For courtesies and kindnesses shown me in the Chap- 
ters that I have visited they have my grateful thanks. I am hap- 
py to announce to you that I found these Chapters thriving and 
prosperous, the work, 1 assure you, is safe in their hands. I would 
ask all Matrons and Patrons to insist on the work being commit- 
ted to memory. Be regular in attendance at the subordinate as 
well as the Grand Chapter. Neither subordinate nor Grand officers 
should be dilatory in this respect. My predecessor, in her annual 
address at the last session recommended that the Rules and Regu- 
lations sections sixth, for the government of subordinate Chapter 
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be so amended as to make eligible to membership in the Order tlie 
legally adopted daughter of a Master Mason". In my opinion this 
would be eminently tittius and proper, and hope you may take 
aQtion at this session looking to its adoption. We are very much 
in need of blanks for the transaction of business for the Grand 
Chapter. I would recommend that some action be taken at this 
session to supply them. During the past year death has visited 
the precmcts of Olive Brancli Chapter and taken with remorseless 
hand one of our most faithful workers Sister Margareti E. Black- 
wood. We realize as never before the beauty and appropriateness 
of our burial ceremony. The grim messenger has also visited our 
General Grand Chapter and taken one of its most brilliant stars. I 
refer to Brother Thomas M. Lamb, whose death occurred Decem- 
ber 29th, A. D. 1881, after an illness of only tlve days. He received 
the degrees of the Order of the Eastern Star m September 1869, and 
acted as Worthy Patron for four years. He was elected Grand 
Secretary of the State of Massachusetts, December, 1876, and held 
that oflSce three years. In 1879 ho was elected Grand Pairon of his 
native State and served in that capacity two years. On the 10th of 
May 1878 he was called to fill the exalted position of Most Worthy 
Grand Patron of the General Grand Chapter, serving with the same 
fidelity and zeal that had always characterized him until August 
20th 1880. His life needs no other eulogy than this. 

And now in conclusion Sisters and Brothers let us each resolve 
as we go from this Grand Chapter, to make our subordinate Chap- 
ters better. Many Chapters are large and flourishing for a time, 
and having no object to work for, lose interest and run down. At 
such a time, commence working for some object that will interest 
the members, either something to embeiish the Chapter rooms, re- 
plenish the regalia, or, better still to assist in the raaintainance of 
orphans or needy Sisters and Brothers, In retiring from the pow- 
ers and duties of my exalted position 1 desire to express an ac- 
knowledgment for the courtesy, respect and consideration bestowed 
upon me in my oflicial and social relations. These associations 
carry no regret, save m tlieir non-renewal, but are charged with 
those pleasant memories, the fragrance of whose recollections will 
come to me constantly and happily throughout the remainder of 
life. 

Sisters and Brothers, I am not unmindful of the distinguished 
honors you have conferred upon me, and no language of mine can 
adequately express a declaration of your kindness whicha grateful 
memory will ever cherish. If my labors on your behalf shall re- 
ceive your approbation I am amply rewarded, and when time shall 
cause the resumption of my original position among you it will be 
my pleasure animated by loyalty to truth, with the harshness of ex- 
perience softened by passing years, to make efforts after greater, 
higher and better results in the future for tlie honor, prosperity 
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and ffi'andeuL* of our beloved Order, and as we have been called to 
labor from the north, south, east and west as one grand family, so 
when the Eternal Grand Tatron shall sound the gavel for us all, 
may we be prepared to go from the labors of this world to tJie re- 
freshments of eternitv

The Grand Worthy Patron then read the following: 
ADDRESS. 

Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern 

Star in the State of Michigan: 

The fact that the Order of the Eastern Star is a branch of the 
Masonic fraternity, and so acknowledged, makes it quite necessary 
that its meetings be held, like all other Masonic meetings, under 
the immediate supervision of one who has attained to the degree of 
Master Mason, otherwise the office of Worthy Patron in the Order 
would be entirely superfluous. The duties and emoluments of the 
office should, from a business point of view, devolve upon tlie 
Worthy Matron, but under the regulation of the Order, a portion 
devolves upon the W. P., and he, like all good Masons, should be 
willing to perform any service in Masonry which the Brotherhood 
may require of him. 

Though the O. E. S. be young in years and is undoubtedly the 
most effeminate scion of the Masonic family, yet it is spread over 
many of the States and Territories, and increases in strength as it 
becomes more advanced in years, and its beauty becomes~more ap- 
parent to every Sister and Brother as they become more acquainted 
with the work of the Order. 

The object of the Order of the Eastern Star is to engender and 
establish among wives, widows, mothers, sisters and daughters of 
Masons, and also between them and Master Masons themselves, 
the same fraternal relation and friendship that exists in the great 
Masonic Brotherhood, and thereby further universal dissemination 
of the principals and practice of Faith, Hope and Charity, which 
constitute the three emblematic rounds in that spiritual ladder 
which Jacob in his vision saw set up upon the earth, the top of 
which reached to heaven, and upon it were angels ascending and 
descending, ascending from earth to the abode of peace, universal 
love and knowledge, and descending to bring messages of truth and 
tidings of joy to inhabitants of earth. 

But the greatest of these virtues, the topmost round in the lad- 
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der, is Charity. Faith may be lost in sight, Hope end in fruition, 
but Charity, the soul of immortality, continueth. Masonic charity 
teaches to love all people and to establish enlightenment and union 
where ignorance and discoid prevail. 

As Masons, wo have nothing to do with the dogmas of differ- 
ent religious sects, these are left for individual opinion. As a fra- 
ternity we acknowledge but one Almighty Parent; that all men 
are brothers, having a common origin and a common end. * 

The ultimate success of the Order of the Eastern Star depends 
entirely upon the devotion of its niembprs to the good of the Order. 
Every Sister and Brother must give it a portion of their time and 
money. Time to attend the meetings and see that everything is 
(lone "decently and m order," and money to defray the expense 
contingent upon doing the business necessary to be done to make 
it a live institution. 

The Grand Chapter creates subordinate Chapters of such ma- 
terial as is presented for consideration, and the subordinate Chap- 
ter created and endowed with life, becomes a member of the Grand 
Chapter 

If the subordinate Chiipters be of good Masonic material, 
strong, healthy, active, they are an ornament to the Order and add 
to its strength and beauty, but if members of a Chapter are disin- 
terested—and I now refer to Brothers as well as Sisters—and do 
not attend its meetings, then the Chapter must dwindle into noth- 
ingness, and is to the Gr^nd Chapter as a withered branch upon an 
otherwise flourishilig tree, which must eventually be cut away to 
preserve the beauty and symmetry of the tree. Those who are not 
negligent, who persevere in their efforts to build up and sustain 
the Chapter, will enjoy the fruit of their labor. "To him thatover- 
cometh will it by given to eat of the hidden Manna." Every meet- 
ing of the Chapter will be to them a feast, and every meeting of 
the Grand Chapter a carnival of pleasure. 

Each Neophyte will in due time become ''Master of the Great 
Work" in which we are engaged. 



The following is the official report of the Grand Wocthy Patron: 
Under date of October 19th, 1881, received a communication 
from Grand Secretary stating that the charter of Hubbardston 
Chapter No. 16 had been surrendered to him and that in accord- 
ance with instruction of Grand Chapter, a Dispensation had been 
issued to Brother J. W. Dunn, of Hubbardston to institute a new 
Chapter at that place. November 22d received Brother Dunn's re- 
port of the instituting of Hubbardston Chapter U. D., and a list of 
the officers. Immediately thereafter I issued an order to Brother 
S. S. Davis, Secretary of the new Chapter at Hubbardston, for the 
books of the old Ctiapter which had surrendered its charter, said 
books being in possession of Brother Wm. Fatrie. 
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January 4th, 1882, issued a Dispensation to Brother Geo. W. 
Francis, Mrs. Minnie Reynolds, Mrs. Pheboe Webster, and others, 
for a Chapter at Nashville, to be known as '-Laurel-' Chapter, and 
appointed P. G. P. Brother B. R. Rose to institute said Chapter, 
which work he afterwards told me he liad done on or about the Uth 
day of January, 1882. 

January 6th, received communication from G. W. M. enclosing 
a communication sent her by Secretary of Acacia Chapter No. 1, 
asking for blank petition for Chapter and instruction relative to 
instituting a chapter at Cedar Springs, Kent County. I immedi- 
ately forwarded blanks and instruction asked for, to Secretary of 
Acacia Chapter. 

March aJth. received from G. W. M. a communication relative 
to the destruction by fire, of the charter and property of Crystal 
Chapter No. 9. April 7th, received communication from Secretary 
ot Crystal Chapter No* 9, relative to the burning of theii* property, 
and asking that a new charter be granted them. In the meantime 
I had instructed the Grand Secretary to make a duplicate charter 
for Crystal Chapter, which he did , and which was duly forwarded to 
the Secretary o£ that Chapter. They also asked permission to 
change the time of their meetings from Saturday p. m. to Friday 
p. m., and their place of meetinc: from Crystal to Ferris, all of 
which was granted. 

April 1-jth, received communication from Grand Secretary in 
which he sugccested the propriety of re-printing in proceedings of 
Grand Chapter the Rules and Regulations for tlie government of 
subordinate Chapters, in place of the report on foreign correspon- 
dence, there being much call for the Rules and Regulations and no 
copies for distribution. I supported the suggestion and the Rules 
were accordingly printed in the report. 

Have written the Worthy Matrons of Morenci Chapter No. 5. 
Carson City Chapter No. 13, CambriaMills Chapter No. 15, Benevo- 
lence Chapter No. 19 and Alma Chapter No. 21, requesting them to 
have their respective Chapters make an effort to, if possible,report to 
Grand Chapter at its annual meeting October 11th, 1882, and if it 
were not possible for them to so report, to send their charters with 
the names of fill members in good standing at the lime of their last 
meeting, to me by mail 

Sister H. M. Fink \V. M., of Cambria Mills Chapter No. 15, 
wrote me they never had but few members, and about one-half of 
them had moved out of the jurisdiction, and they had not menibei-s 
enough now to fill the offices, and had held no meetings for about 
two years. 

September 27th, received from Grand Secretary a communicn- 
tion inclosing a communication from Sister Mary Galbraith. Secre- 
tary of Benevolence Chapter acknowledging the receipt of blank re- 
turns, and expressing an opinion that with a little encouragement 
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the Chapter might be revived. Xot knowing who else to write to 
I wrote to Sister Galbraith to try and have the Chapter called to- 
gether and see if they could not commence work again. My pre- 
vious communications to Benevolence Chapter had been, through 
mistake, directed to the last representative to Grand Chapter, in- 
stead of the VV. M. which caused much delay in getting an answer. 
September 28th, received communication from Sister Allied. Man- 
ly W. M. of Benevoleiice Chapter No. 19, m which slie stated they 
had held but two or three meetings since the new work was adopt- 
ed and that they had never had their new charter. Said she would 
trv to get the members of the Chapter together and see what could 
be done. I wrote Sister Manly immediately, commending her re- 
solve and suggesting a course of proceedure which might be inter- 
esting and instructive to all parties concerned. 

October 6th, communication from Sister Libbie Sweeney W. 
M. of Morenci Chapter No. 5, says Morenci Chapter is completely 
dead, and if they ever have a Chapter again it will have to be en- 
tirely new. They never had a charter under the new organization 
and don't know what has become of the old one. I wrote Sister 
Sweeney, giving her directions how to proceed to get a new Chap- 
ter instituted at Morenci. 

Carson City Chapter No. 18 and Alma Chapter No 21 have not 
reported to me. 

The following questions have been submitted to me, to which I 
made answera aa follows: 

(Question:— Can persons who have not been initiated in a regular- 
ly instituted Chapter, but have had the degrees confer- 
red upon them by a Patron or Deputy, before the Order 
had become thoroughly organized, be admitted to mem- 
bership in a Chapter; if so, how? 

Answek:— Yes. If they can show satisfactory evidence that they 
have had the degrees conferred upon, or communicated 
to them, let them apply and be received the same as 
any non-affiliated Sister or Brother, 

CiUESTioN:— Can a woman who is step-mother to a Master Master 
be made a member of the Order of the Eastern StarV 

Answer:— No. Unless she is the wife, widows mother, sister or 
daughter of a Master Mason she cannot be admitted.

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Question 2. Is an adopted daughter though by law legally adopt- 
ed, entitled to the degree of the Eastern Star. 

ANSW£R. No. 

Question 3. Can persons w^o have not been initiated in a regu- 
larly instituted Chapter but have had the degrees conferred 
upon them by a Patron or Deputy before the Order had 
become thoroughly organized be admitted to member- 
ship in a Chapter? 
Answer. No. If they desire to become members let them peti- 
tion for the same. 
Question 4. Can a woman, step-mothet to a Master Mason be 

made a member of the Order of the Eastern Star? 
Answ^eb. No. 

Question 5. Leslie Chapter asked for a dispensation to elect their 
officers at their stated meeting in November and install 
as soon as convenient? 
Answer. We recommend that a dispensation be granted after 

payment of dues to Grand Chapter. 
Question 6. Does a Grand Officer continue to hold the office to 
which they were appointed or elected after the Chapter 
to which they belong has neglected to make returns and 
pay dues to the Grand Chapter? 
Answer. Yes. 

Question?. Is a Sister eligible to be elected to the office of W. 
M. or A. M. who has filled these positions under the old 
work but has never tilled a point on the Star.

As we take a retrospective glance over the past year, it seems 
fitting and appropriate that we bear in remembrance the many 
blessings we have fallen heir to, rendering thanks to Him who 
heedeth even the sparrow's fall, knowing that the same w-ise Ruler 
will not fail to guide our frail barks down the river of Life. What- 
ever storms we may encounter, however rough the gale, ]l we trust 
the Hand that guides, we shall sail safely through. Our tiny ves- 
sels may be hurled out into the deep waters of Affliction, or thrown 
about on the waves of Despair ; in all these times of adversity, the 
anchor of Hope will be cast out for our safety. 

Our mission, as we gather at these yearly meetings, is to con- 
sider in what way we may best increase the interests of our Order, 
and seek the good of our fellow-beings. We each have individual 
and social duties,— duties to ourselves and to those around us. If 
we are successful in life, we should aid the unfortunate ; if en- 
dowed with health and strength, reach out the hand of assistance 
to those whose rough and thorny path has crushed them down to 
eartli. Let us know, then, our duties, and perform them, seeking 
to appreciate not only what interests us as individuals, but what- 
evejr concerns us in our relations to our fellow men, and especially 
in our sympathies as sisters and brothers of one great family. 

In accordance with the requirements of this organization, I 
give you the following account of all my official acts : 

Oct. 20th, 1882, 1 granted a dispensation to Hastings Chapter to 
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elect and install an associate Matron, the one elected hot being able 
to serve. 

Feb. 12th, 1883.~-Received a communication from Sumner Chap- 
ter No. 10, stating that they had not met since October, 1882, and as 
no efforts were .made to revive, wi«hed to know what should be 
done with funds in the.treasury. Their Worthy Matron-elect was 
ill at time of election, and was never installed, hence did not fill 
the office. Said letter also contained the inquiiy as to whether a 
, member can retain his place in the Chapter who has become an in- 
fidel since joining the Order. With reference to first point, I gave 
suitable words of encouragement, stating^that I would grant them 
a dispensation to elect another Matron, if they wished to do so. I 
WTOte that the funds remaining in the treasury were to be disposed 
of in accordance with the vote of the Chapter. To the second ques- 
tion I answered, " He can." 

March 26th another letter was received from same Chapter, 
informing me that a meeting had been held and action taken in 
regard to their condition, at which time they decided to continue, 
claiming that tlie Worthy Matron of last year could hold over, and 
desiring to know if such proceeding would be legal if satisfatory 
to all, or would it be necessary to have a new dispensation. I re- 
plied that she could continue in office until the next regular election. 

May 16th a communication was: jieceived from' Olivet Chapter 
No. 24, asking permission to receive and ballot on a petition the 
same evening, the petitioner desiringito leave their jurisdiction 
before the next regular meeting. Thinking it for the best interests 
of the Order, I granted the dispensation. 

June 17th.—Beceived ah inquiry from Acacia Chapter No. 1, con- 
cerning a point on which there seemed to be a gi*eat d i versi ty of opin- 
ion. It seems that a Mrs. Emma (/Impel had petitioned and been 
initiated into the Chapter under tlie name of Emma Burch— lier 
maiden name— having changed it some two months previous. The 
question arose as to whether she was a member in good standing ; 
I ruled that she was. The post-script to tliis letter contained 
another inquiry, and one which I consider an important one : Is 
an adopted daughter— legally adopted— entitled to the degrees of 
the Eastern Star? The committee to whom this was referred re- 
ported no, but the report was not accepted. I ask your decision in 
the matter. I answered that, in accordance with the ruling of the 
Grand Chapter, such a one could receive the degrees : but in my 
opinion the ruling was wrong ; and since the point has been brought 
up for consideration, I find many are dissatisfied with the decision, 
and feel that there must have been a misunderatanding abou^ it 
when put to vote before the Grand Chapter. I would recoinmend 
that the subject be brought before the assembly for reconsideration. 

March 29th a communication was received from Sharon Chapter 
No. 20, asking •permission to elect a new Worthy Patron, as hia 
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place of residence was at an inconvenient distance for a re^lar 
attendance, and the great number of initiations made it necessary 
to have one who could be in regular attendance. I replied that it 
would be impossible to grant such a request, as they already had a 
Worthy Patron, and no one could be put in his place. The only way 
was to appoint some^one pro tern., whenever the regularly elected 
one should be absent. 

July 13th.— By special invitation the Coldwater Chapter visited 
the Quincy Chapter and were most cordially and hospitably enter" 
tained. The work of the Order was exemplified, and was done in 
a most excellent manner, reflecting great credit on all connected 
with it. 

Aug. 8th.— Beceived an inquiry from Grand Ledge No. 14, as to 
whether there was any sign of distress, or word that could be used 
in the dark in case of necessity. Beplied that l^ere was no such 
sign. 

Oct. 9th.— Granted a dispensation to Coldwater Chapter for 
receiving a petition and ballotting the same evening, in order that 
the petitioner might be initiated at the time of the present meeting 
of the Grand Chapter. 

In conclusion, my Sisters and Brothers, as I retire from the 
official chair, I wish to thank you for the distinguished honors 
conferred on me as Grand Worthy Matron of our beloved Order^ 
and I assure you that, although my labors with you in this position 
have not been faultless, I have striven to execute the trust in such 
manner as would be for the best interests of the Order. Let us be 
earnest and enthusiastic in our work, and the reward will be ours 
when we pass from here to the Great Teacher above.

The Grand Worthy Patron then read the following 

ADDRESS, 

Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star, 
in the State of Michigan: 

One year ago you elected me as Grand Worthy Patron of the 
Grand Chapter. You are aware of the duties pertaining to the 
office, and perhaps when you elected me, yon thought I would per- 
form the duties with credit to myself and this Grand Chapter, but 
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after having heard what I have to say, you will be very much 
disappointed. 

It is not my wi^h, nor shall I detain you but a few moments at 
most, with an address, for I could not if I would, and would not if 
I could. But as it has been the practice of Past G. W. P. to harangue 
all the Sisters and Brothers and give them good advice, I have con- 
cluded to advance a few practical thoughts for your consideration. 

The past year has not been one of prosx)erity in Masonic Lodges 
and £astem Star Chapters in this Grand Jurisdiction, so far as 
mepibers are concerned, and this may be called an off year in that 
respect, although I believe we are in a healthy condition, and that 
om* noble Order will yet grow and prosper imtil there is a Chapter 
of the Order of the Eastern Star in every Masonic-Lodge room 
throughout the world. 

It is not for me to take any time in detailing to you the purpose 
for which this Order was organized, nor in giving to you any par- 
ticular history of its doings. But as we have assembled here in 
Grand Chapter to attend to the interests of our beloved Order in 
this Grand Jurisdiction, let me advise you to stand to and abide 
by all the laws, rules and regulations of the Order and to preserve 
their integrity with the same zealous care that has characterized us 
in times gone by. And here let me call to mind the pledges you 
took upon yourselves at your initiation, w^hen you received your 
obligation. 

The principal point of this to which I desire to call your atten 
tion at this time is this, and I will now give you the 2d point of 
our obligation rTIWamadsrttotcow^Imbamov 
witpotnmoto. 

Sisters and Brothers, have you ever called to mind this particu- 
lar part of our solemn obligation since you received it at our 
Holy Altar, then and there, on your bended knees, calling on 
Almighty God and the members as witnesses to your sacred 
promise ? Please think of this and ponder it in your minds, and I 
believe you will have learned a lesson ere I am through that will 
be of lasting benefit to our Order. Why I wish to enforce this so 
forcibly upon your minds, is this : I have noticed at a good many 
different times in social circles where there are several members of 
our Order convened, and some who are nOt members, that it is too 
apt to be the case that conversation is had about things that have 
taken place in the Chapter of which they are members, and many 
times those who are not members know all that transpires in the 
Chapter. If a person is black-balled, it never should go outside 
the Chapter; neither should any of the transactions be known to 
any except the members. To illustrate : In a certain Chapter in 
this State only a short time since, charges were preferred by one 
Sister against another for conduct unbecoming a member of our 
Order, and it was not twenty-foiu: hours before Master Masons not 
members of the Eastern Star, who should know nothing of it, knew 
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all about it. Sisters and Brothers, such should not be the case. 

And how I ask, do they hear of such things unless it be from 
their wives who are members V Sistei^ and Brothers, let me urge 
upon you to be particularly careful, when in strange or mixed 
company, never to let fall the least sign, token or word whereby 
any of the mysteries or proceedings of our Order may be made 
known to those not entitled to know the same. 

And now I would ask every Worthy Matron and Patron present, 
to make it a point to have the obligation read in your Chapter at 
your next meeting, and often thereafter, that it may be deeply im- 
pressed upon the minds of all the members of your Chapter. 

Sisters, you who have husbs^ids, did they ever tell you that Mr. 
A^B or C had been black-balled in their Lodge, Chapter or Council? 
I think not. And they have just as good a right to tell you, as you 
have to tell them of the work of your Chapter : it would only be a 
violation of our obligation in either case. No secret order can 
prosper unless its secrets ai^d business transactions not entitled to 
be known, are safely kept in the repository of faithful breasts. 

And I would further recommend that this G. C. take some 
action fti regard to the unwritten work (rf our Order. As it is now, 
all printed plainly, shoujd it fall into the hands of anyone who can 
read, he would soon know as much of it as any of us. I would sug- 
gest that a key to the unwritten work be made, with only one letter 
standing for a word, so that it could be read only by persons know- 
ing the obligation and secret work. True, only one copy is fur- 
nished to each subordinate Chapter, and that to be kept in the 
hands of. the W. P., but it is not always kept there; the 
Patron is not always present at the initiation of candidates, and 
some other Master Miison must necessarily- take his place, andi 
being unacquainted with the work, is unable to give it without the 
key, and so it is often passed fro^ one member to another, and 
liable to get into the hands of those entitled to know nothing ot it. 
I hope some action will be taken by this G. C. to do away with the 
old key. 

Of my official acts, they have been few and far between. On 
the 29th of March, I received a petition from Bro. N. B. Scribner, 
of Grand Bapids, asking for a dispensation for a Chapter at Grtod 
Bapids, which I immediately forwarded to the G. Sec. ; and on the 
10th of. April, I received the dispensation which I sent to Bro. 
Scribner, and deputized Pa^tG. W.P.,W. H. Severance, to organize 
Oriental Chapter, which he reported to me was done on the 8th of 
June, with 32 Charter members and a splendid outlook for the 
future. But I am informed by Bro. Scribner, their Worthy Patron, 
that they have done no work since, owing to inability to get a proper 
hall in which to hold their meetings. 

On the 3d of April I received a communication from the Grand 
Secretary, enclosing a letter from Bro. Geo. E. Hubbard, of Grand 
Haven, bearing date Feb. 19, asking for instructions how to pro- 
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ceed to organize a Chapter at that place. I immedifitely f^ave him 
the necessary instructions and heard nothing more from him. 

On the last of May, I received a communication from Brothers 
at Somerset Center, asking^how to proceed to organize a Star Chap- 
ter at that place. I immediately gave them the necessary instnic 
tions and heard nothing further from them. 

This is about all I have done, save to install the officers of my 
own and Laurel Chapters. , 

And now, as I am about to step down and out, I trust you may 
• commit the work of the G. W. P. into more efficient hands, that the 
glory, honor and reputation of our beloved Order may be preserved 
and prospered for all time to come^

CALIFORNIA, 
. The tenth annual communication of the Order of the Eastern 
Star of California, was held- in San Francisco Oct. 16, 17 and 18, 
1882, with fourteen Grand Officers present and thirty-six subordi- 
nate Chapters represented. We jead with interest the Grand 
Patron's address. He speaks^f the year as one of general proi^ 
perity and rapid growth. We like his suggestion in regard to 
dividing the Chapters into districts for inspection. It seems im- 
portant, B» it must incur a great amoimt of time and labor for one 
person to visit 8o many, and yet the amount of good and encour- 
agement received by these visits is great. We find that the Grand 
Matron has visited fifty-three Chapters. And it is noticeable in 
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]ier report that so many of the Officers memorize their work, mak- 
ing it much more beautiful and impressive to those seeking admis- 
sion to our Order.

She also refers to the death of Brother T. M. Lamb, Past Most 
Worthy Grand Patron of the General Grand Chapter, whose name 
v^ll long be remembered; and those of us from the different States 
whose privilege it was to listen to his address and words of counsel 
associated with his kind and genial ways at the meeting of the 
General Grand Chapter in Chicago, will reverence his name in the 
years to come. Our Sister recommends that a page in the pro- 
ceedings be set apart as a memorial to these Brothers. 

We find Sister Butler, Past Most Worthy Gmnd Matron, still 
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in the working ranks. The Gtand Matron, quoting from this Sis* 
ter, says: "How important that your hearts be filled with enthu- 
siasm and zeal for the Order. Let it be seen in your actions, read 
in your eyes, and felt in the warm, cordial grasp with which you 
greet the members. '' We love to read the sayings of Sister Butler. 
Sister Pitkin, Most Worthy Grand Matron, says : ''If our Chapters • 
had something to labor for— some little bare feet to clothe, or poor, 
heart-sick soul to comfort— there would be no time for continual

The address of the Grand Patron is very brief, but congratu- 
lates the Grand Chapter upon the prosperous condition of the 
Order and the harmonious feeling of its nlembers throughout the 
State.

IOWA. 

The fifth annual session of the Grand Chapter of Iowa was 
held in Masonic Hall at Des Moines, convening June 6th, 1882, and 
was called together by the Grand Matron, Jennie E. Mathews, and 
opened in due form, witli eight Grand Officers present, and 18 sub- 
ordinate Chapters represented. 

The address of the Grand Patron is good but very brief. • 

We are much interested in reviewing the work of the Grand 
Matron. She is gratified at the prosperity of the Order both in 
numbers and strength, and we see no reason why it should not 
stand among the first, with so much energy and talent at its head* 
We conceived great admiration for the zeal, energy and happy 
ways of Sister Mathews, whom it was our good fortune to meet in 
1880, and so often read little gems from her pen, that we have 
learned to think of her as one of the brightest lights in the Order. 
The official visits of the Grand Matron began Dec. 7th, having 
been delayed from time to time on account of small-pox. These 
visits cover a large portion of the Jurisdiction. Two new Chapters 
were organized and seven reorganized; these duties, connected 
wfth the work of the Grand Secretary, has certainly made a very 
busy year for Sister Mathews, but we find, with all this, she has 
found time to honor with her presence several Grand Chapters in 
different States. 

The sixth annual session of this Grand Chapter will convene 
at Cedar Rapids. 
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KANSAS. 

The Grand Chapter of Kansas, Order of the Eastern Star, con, 
vened at its seventh annual communication in Olathe, March 13th^ 
1883, with sixteen Grand Officers present, and fourteen Chapters 
^represented. 

. The Grand Chapter was opened in ample form by the Grand 
Worthy Matron. 

Brother James II. Frame, Grand Patron of Missouri, being in 
attendance, was invited to a seat in the East and saluted with the 
Grand honors. 

The address of the Grand Matron shows a large amount of visit, 
ing, and work accomplished, and reports the working forces of 
most of the Chapters as in fair condition. There were three new 
Chapters organized. 

Our Sister feels that, although the number organized has not 
been many, yet there is a great and growing interest felt in the 
Order. 

We notice some twelve at)pointments made by the Grand Ma- 
tron as representatives of Kansas near their Grand Chapters, 
among which appears the name of D. B. Purinton, of Michigan. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence says of Michigan : "We 
do not know the extent of the Order in this state, further than that 
at their fifteenth meeting they had a membership of 1,400." 

We reply, we are alive, my Brothers, and well up in the work^ 
as you will see by our next report. 



MINNESOTA. 

The fourth annual session of the Grand Chapter of Minnesota 
met Oct. 10th, 1882, with twelve Grand Officers present ^ind six 
subordinate Chapters represented. 

We find an address from the Worthy Grand Matron. She 
visited several Chapters officially and assisted in organizing one.

The roll call found 48 Officers and members of the Grand Chap- 
ter representing the eleven subordinate Chapters in the Jurisdic- 
tion.

In the absence of the Grand Patron, his address was read by 
Brother L. Bobinson, Past Grand Patron. 

He says : ^'I hope my successor may be able to visit the sub- 
ordinate Chapters and infuse into them a new life and awaken a 
missionary spirit which shall harviest the fields ready for the occu- 
pancy of the Eastern Star in our State. I believe what we need is 
not added machinery, not a new ritual, not the supervision of any 
General Grand Body, but the proper setting forth of our claims to 
the Masonic Fraternity of Vermont." Better owe an allegiance 
to the General Grand Chapter, my Brother. 

We quote from the Grand Matron's address: "I feel that I 
should do myself an injustice did I fail to say something on the 
subject of Rituals, which I cannot regard as settled for all time. 
The change should be made (if at all,) from a deep, settled convic- 
tion that the Ritual of the General Grand Chapter is better suited 
to our needs. I thought I had compared the two rituals carefully 
as I was able, but from criticism of that of the General Grand 
Chapter at our last meeting, was induced to look over the ground 
even more carefully than before, and arrived at conclusions en- 
tirely opposite to those expressed by the GrandPatron. I was my- 
self enamored at the result of the comparison of the two, and of 
both with the Bible. 

The next annual convocation will be held June 0th, 1888, in 
West Randolph. 

In conclusion we say that, though our work has been so imper- 
fectly done, we feel that we are brought much nearer to the Sisters 
and Brothers in this work than ever before. We read with delight

The Grand Chapter was opened in regular form, and with prayer, 
by Rev. Brother P. Macfarlane, actins: Grand Chaplain. 

The Grand Worthy Matron appointed Bro. W. H. Severance, and 
listers Mrs. Eliza J. Barber and Mrs. Lovinia Olin^as a Committee 
on Credentials, after which, the Grand Chapter was called from 
labor, until 2:30 o'clock P. M. 

AFTERNOON SESSION— 2:30 P. M. 

(irand Chapter called to labor by the Grand Worthy Matron. 
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Bro. Macfarlane, on behalf of Oriental Chapter No. 32, made a 
few very pleasant remarks, welcoming the Grand Chapter to their 
Lodge room and their hospitality. 

The Grand Worthy Matron then read the following 

ADDRESS, 

To ike Sisters and Brotliers of tM. Grand Chapter: 

Once again we are gathered together, drawn h\ the bonds of 
Fraternity and JLiOve. Another year has passed « day after day, 
week after week, yet how fleet its transition. How many of us 
who are here assembled to-day, have passed through this year uu- 
scathed. Partings sad and sorrowful have no doubt been ttie por- 
tion of some, while meetings, reunions and happiness have been 
enjoyed by others. In either case, the love and sympathy of our 
Sisters and Brothers may be claimed and should be freely ariven. 

Standing upon the threshold of a new year, let us take a retro- 
spection of our duties, and see if we have been remiss in any of 
them, if so, now is the time to form better resolutions for the fu- 
ture. The steady progress and advancement of Wie Order of the 
Eastern Star shows a warm and heartfelt interest at work. Look 
around our beautiful State to-day and you will tind that among all 
the changes time has wrought, none is more conspicuous than the 
onward march of woman's work in our own order, and other fra- 
ternal orders as well. Let us bid them all God speed. There is a 
great work yet to be accomplished. *'By the fruit which the tree 
bears, will it be known." Then let us buckle on our armor, and 
see to it, that we send forth none but good fruit into the world. 

In accordance with the usages of this Order requiring of the 
Grand Matron an account of her official acts durinc: the recess of 
the Grand Chapter, I present to vou my report. 

Nov. 6th I received a communication from Middleville Chapter 
No. 17, stating they had lost their Charter with all other property 
belonging to the Chapter, by the burning of the Masonic Hall Oct. 
22d. Received the same date from the Grand Patron, a (Charter 
for my signature, to replace the one burned. 

Jan. 30th received from a member of t,he Order I he following 
question; How does it affect the standing of a sister, she being the 
wife of a Master Mason at the time of her Initiation, should he pro- 
cure a divorce from her? Ans. If the sister is of good moral char- 
acter, she is not affected by the action of the Master Miuson through 
whom she afllliates. March 2Utli received a conimunicaticni from 
sister L. A. ilankorson of Caro, stating slie haii a petition for a 
Chapter at that place, with the names of )1\ Master Masons, their 
wives and aistera and wished to know what to do with it. I referred 
her to the Grand Patron for advice. 

Apr. 24th received a letter from tlie (fraud Patron authorizing 
me to organize a Chapter at Caro. Apr. 2j)th, Accompanied by the 
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Worthy Patron and seven other miembers of Sharon Chapter No. 
20, I proceeded to organize Caro Chapter to the best of my abil- 
ity. I would recommend to this Grand body, the necessity of 
adopting some form to be used in orsauizinff subordinate Chap- 
ters. 

Apr. 9th received a letter from Williamston Chapter No. 29 ask- 
ing permission to move their Charter into the new Hall occupied 
by the Masons. I granted their request. 

May 26 received a communication from Sister L. A. HanlLerson 
W. M., asking for a permit to change the name of Caro Chapter, 
to Kedron Chapter; also stating that the Masonic Hall at that 
place had been burned and wishing a permit to occupy any hall 
that the Masons might procure for their own use, both of which 
requests I granted. 

July 24th received a communication from Ivy Leaf Chapter No. 
22 stating they had received an application from a young lady but 
seventeen years of age, and asking for a permit to confer the de- 
grees upon her. I referred them to the constitution of our order, 
and did grant the permit. 

Aug. 10th received a communication from Rev. N. Saunders, 
of Olivet, stating that while living at Hubbardston he and his 
wife became members of the Chapter, at that place; since his re- 
moval the Chapter had been dropped from the Grand Chapter, and 
wishing to become members of Olivet Chapter No. 24, they 
wished for demits. Having no knowledge of their standing, I ad- 
vised them to make application for the same at the meeting of the 
Grand Chapter at this time. Sept. 6th received a communication 
from Williamston Chapter No. 29 for a dispensation to receive a 
petition, ballot and initiate the candidate the same evening. I 
gnmted the permit. 

Sept. 8th received a communication from Brother Bob Morris of 
LAGraage, Kentucky, the originator of the Eastern Star, contain- 
ing a pamphlet entitled a^'Monument of Gratitude,''which I would 
recommend to your attention andkmd consideration. 

in conclusion, I would, before retiring from this official chair, 
thank you most gratefully for the honor conferred upon me, as 
Grand Matron of this GrandChapter, and knowing I may have at 
times , erred in ray rulings, yet I trust you will judge with len- 
iency, and believe that ''she hath done what seemeth best."

The Grand Worthy Patron then read the following 

ADDRESS. 

/jisterr and Brothers of the Grand Cfvapter, Order of the Bastem Star^ 
of ike State of MiekiQan: 
The months that make another year for our order have sped 
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swiftly by, leaving us nothing to mark their flight save the pieas- 
nig recollections of work well done and duties performed, or the 
sad recollections of opportunities for good that have escaped us 
unimproved. To perform well the part assigned us in the brief 
time allotted us liere, should be our constant, earnest aim. 

The occasion that has brought us together to-day is the eighteenth 
annual meeting, or the sixth meeting since the organization of the 
Grand Chapter of this state, and the work that is before us is to la- 
bor and legislate for the best interest of our order, an institution 
of recent date and origin but whose motives are for the protection 
and elevation of the wives, widows, mothers, sisters and daugh- 
ters of the Masonic fniternity. With such noble principles as 
these, it is proper and right that we should meet \a this capacity 
}it least once annually to inspect its workings, perpetuate its prin- 
ciples and promote its welfare in our midst. We know that the 
flowers and fruits of to-day are from the seeds and labors of the 
past, and that the pure principles of our order crysUilized into the 
organization that we have to-day, has accomplished great good al- 
though in a quiet and unobtrusive way. Sisters and Brothers, I 
have thought it admissable to say this much; that by contemplat- 
ing our beautiful order we might the inoi'e fully realize the honor- 
able positions we occupy as members of it, hoping that we may 
earnestly endeavor to discharge our duty at all times. 

The year that has just passed has.iu many ways been a fruitful 
one. The earth has yielded her increase abundantly, and the la- 
bors of the husbandman have been richly rewarded. For these 
and many kindred blessings it is but meet and proper that wo 
should return our grateful acknowledgements to Him who is the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift and to whom we are indebted 
for our prosperity as a people and a nation. The small amount of 
labor performed by me during the past year has not been for the 
want of interest I have in this order, but from the lack of tin)e,my 
ov^'n business occupying so much of my time that it was hardly 
possible for me to visit among the Chapters as I promised myself * 

1 would do at the beginning of the past year. 

Our Order is acquiring new territory every year, although it may 
seem to be very slow. The following is an extract from the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer: ''It will be a colder day than Thursday when 
the Order of the Eastern 8tar gets a foothold in Ohio.'- The Ma- ' 
sonic Chronicle in commenting on the above says: 'Must make a 
note of the temperature of Dec. 6th, for on that day the order will 
obtain a foothold in Ohio which will never be lessened. Then lis- 
ten attentively and you will soon hear its footfall in various parts 
of the state as it goes proudly marching on.'' On the above date 
Lorraine Chapter No. 1 was organized at Columbus, and I expet;t 
to hear of other Chapters being organized in Ohio and that the 
good work will keep progressing. I herewith submit a brief syn- 
opsis of my official acts. Oct. 25th received communication from 
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Middleville ChapterNo. 17 at»iting that tbeir Hall had been destroy- 
ed by lire, losing Charter and nearly all of their property contain- 
ed in said Hall, and asking for duplicate Charter which was fur- 
nished them; Xov. 28th received communication from J^ast Grand 
Worthy J:*atron W. H. Severance asking for authority to install 
the Oificers of Oriental Chapter No.32. As he had been requested 
to do the work, I immediately granted him the authority and I 
suppose the work was done. Feb 4th received communication 
from Grand Worthy Matron stating that they had two petitions be- 
fore their Chapter for initiation which had been received and re- 
ferred to commltees askiug if the ones recommending them could 
withdraw the petitions; I answered, thev could not; and refeiTed 
her to Section nine, Rules and Regulations for the government of 
subordinate Chapters, viz: A petition may be withdrawn by con- 
sent of the Chapter at the written request of the petitioner at any 
time before balloting. I hold that a petition when received and 
referred becomes the property of the Chapter and cannot be with- 
drawn without the unanimous consent of all the members present 
at a regular meeting. Feb. 12th received communication from 
Grand Secretary with letter enclosed from Sister Ella Clark Smith 
asking for blanks and instructions for forming Chapter to be known 
as Caro Chapter at Caro Mich. The blanks were forwarded and 
March 19th received petition for dispensation which was issued to 
them. I delegated the Grand Worthy Matron to organize them 
and instruct them in the work. Muy 28th received letter from 
Grand Worthy Matron stating that Caro Chapter U. D. wished 
to change the name of their Chapter to Kedron. The request was 
granted by her but as she was in doubt to whom the authority be- 
longed, I concurred in her action. Aug. 16th received dispensation 
from Grand Secretary for Chapter at Sparta which was forwarded 
to them, and on August 26th I organized Harmony Chapter with 
forty Charter members, assisted by Sisters J. H. Day, and Ida M. 
Greenwood, of Union Chapter No. 27, and Brother N. B. Scribner 
of Orieutal Chapter No. 32. Sept. 9th received petition from Un- 
ion Chapter No. 27. asking permission to remove their Chapter from 
Jenisonville to Grandville for the reason that the lodge whose hall 
they occupied had removed to the latter place; 1 granted their re- 
quest and gave them permission to move. I wish to call the atten- 
tion of this Grand Chapter to Article eleven. Section one, of the 
Constitution regarding the revenue, so that it will be more plain 
as to what it consists of. It says for every dispensation, including 
three copies of the Ritual, ten dollars; but don't sav whether the 
fee for the Charter is revenue to Grand Chapter or not. I would 
recommend that said article eleven.section one, of the Constitution 
be ammended so that it will read: The revenue of the (irand Chap- 
ter shall be derived from the following sources, viz: For every dis- 
pensation, including three copies of the ritual, ten dollars, and for 
every Charter issued, tive dollars. 
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And DOW I will conclude with utterances of sincere gratitude to 
the Sisters and Brothers of this Grand Chapter, for the high honor 
conferred, and the confidence bestowed upon me one year ago. 
While sensible that the honor was undeserved, the expression of 
your coniidence is nonetheless appreciated and I shall ever cher* 
ish the latter while I have prized the former. And now my Sisters 
and Brothers the record is before you. It is not what I had hoped 
to make it, but such as it is, it is now yours. If therein is found 
aught in word, act or deed worthy your approval and commendation 
1 shall feel that my labors have not been without compensation. 
If on the other hand there is found that which merits your disap- 
proval, I can but bow with becoming submission to your superior 
wisdom, trusting that you will remember that perfection on earth 
has never been attained, and that charity is one of the tenets of 
Masonic profession and covereth a multitude of sins.

Your Committee on Forei^ Correspondence has received and 
reviewed tlie proceedings of tlie following Grand Chapters: 



The eighth annual communication of the Grand Chapter Order 
of the Eastern Star of the State of Arkansas was held in Argenta 
October 23d and 24th. The Grand Chapter was opened? in due 
form with fervent prayer by the Grand Worthy Patron, and an 
opening ode by the Grand Organist accompanied by the choir, 
when the Grand Matron declared the Grand Chapter duly opened, 
and the Grand Marshal was ordered to proclaim the same. The 
report of Committee on Credentials showed ten Chapters out of 
thirty-two represented, five made returns but were not represented. 
The Grand Patron reports the Order in a ''prosperous condition 
and on the rapid march to conquest, new Chapters organized, old 
ones revived and many members added to strengthen the chain. 
He says while in the Indian Nation ''I was invited to visit the 
Eastern Star Chapter, and never saw a better working Chapter in 
my life, the members do not hesitate to go from ten to twelve miles 
to attend Chapter."

The ninth annual sessio'n of the Grand Chapter of Illinois was 
held in the city of Chicago Oct. 2d, 1883, with eleven Grand Of- 
ficers present and four pro-tem. The Grand Chapter was opened 
in ample form, the Grand Matron presiding. The Committee on 
Credentials report six Past Grand Officers, three Past Matrons, 
six Past Patrons, and representatives from thirty-three Chapters . 
Visitors, Sister Nettie T. Ransford, W. G. Matron, of Indiana; 
Sister Mary C. Agnew, Grand Martha of Iowa. The Grand Mat 
ron in her Address tells us ''we are living in an age in which noth- 
ing is received on trust, and when we assert of anything that there 
is merit m it, at once is heard a clamor for proof, and if we wish 
to mantain the truths of our assertion, we must produce that proof, 
and that we can give no better assurance than by daily exempli- 
fying in our lives, the examples taught in our Chapter lessons. She 
recomends that some object be taken np for which to labor, that 
we be not a mere social band, but rear a monument that will stand 
to tell to future generations that we have labored in the service of 
humanity, that we unite our efforts with those so zealously advo- 
cating a home for the widows and orphans of destitute masons."' 
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Tills is a good tboujcl^t and seems to me would be something 
worthy our time and means. We are so often asked by those op- 
posed, what is the organization for? What good to be obtained? 
Now if to the beautiful lessons taught in our ritual could be added 
real benefit to be derived such as educating and fitting some poor 
destitute one for the great struggle of life, that might be a good 
tangible reason given for our efforts in this way. while some will 
say that is the real object, then let us join heart and liand in ex- 
emplifying this part of our work. The official work seems to have 
been mostly accomplished by the Grand Matron. We note 49 
Chapters visited necessitating a travel of 3,000 miles in the inter- 
est of the Order, at an expense of $88.49. The Grand I'atrou's ad- 
dress is brief; granted dispensations to ^va new Chapters, made a 
few official visits, and has written 24ti letters during the year. 
Treasurer's report shows amount on hand $893.62; membership

ADDRESS. 
Sisters and Brothers, 

After the lapse of another year, we are again assembled in the 
interest of our beloved Order; and as we gather around our altar 
to-day, let us render thanks to Him who ruleth all, for having 
spared our circle of Grand Officers and members, at the same time 
extend our heartfelt sympathies to the General Grand Chapter in 
the loss of their R. W. Associate General Grand Matron, sister 
Lucinda Smith. 

While perhaps the past year has not been one of the m'>st pros- . 
perous, I hope and trust the Order of the Eastern Star in our 
beautiful state, has not been on the retrograde. 

As these Grand Sessions are for the purpose of considering how 
we may promote the interests of our Order, let me urge the neces* 
sity of memoriung the work; this beems to me one of the most, if 
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not the most essential points to be looked after; and again, avoid 
an y strife that may arise, not thinking of our personal interests, 
but that of the Chapter. Each one of us has a duty to perform; let 
us know that duty and perform it, be prompt and regular in 
our attendance upon all meetings of the subordinate Chapters, 
and be ever ready to do all In our power to promote the welfare 
of our Order, If we ara disoou rased as individual members, what 
most the Worthy Matron be who goes to the Chapter room time 
after time and only meets the faitliful few. 

I now give you the following statement of my work the past year. 
While it is not what I wish it might have been. I have striven at 
all times to do my duty, and what seemed for the good of the order. 

October 29th 1884 I received a commuuication from Kedron 
Chapter, asking to elect their officers at the uext stated meeting. 
I answered, that their Worthy Matron had received instructions 
from the Grand Chapter while in session at Grand Bapids, to hold 
the election and installation of officers of Kedron Chapter at their 
next suited meeting. Dec. 9th Oiive Branch Chapter No. 4, asked 
permission to remove their Chapter from the old Hall to the new. 
I at once gmnted their request. Dec. 17th I received a letter from 
the Worthy Patron of Cold water Chapter, asking a ruling upon the 
following questions: "Should members who have been suspended 
for the non-payment of dues be required to pay dues for the time 
they were suspended in addition to the amount for which they were 
suspended?'' Ans. They should not. 

February 5th 1885 I granted dispensation to Oriental Chapter 
No. 32, to elect and install a new Worthy Patron. February 17th 
I received from Brother Ltreu Day a beautiful gavel, a gift to this 
Grand Body for which I extend many thanks m behalf of the 
Grand Chapter O. £. S. of the state of Michigan. 

By special invitation Middieville Chapter visited Hastings Chap- 
ter, and weie entertained right royally. The work of the Order 
was exemplified in a very pleasing manner. The same date receiv- 
ed a letter from Kedron Chapter, saying the Masonic Hall was 
considered insecure for work, and asking to occupy any room the 
Masonic Lodge mii{ht deem best, until permanently settled. I 
granted the request. February 23r4 received inquiry from Hespe- 
ria in regard to forming a Chapter at that place, which I referred 
to the Grand Worthy Patron. March 26th received a letter from 
the Grand Worthy Patron, saying he had instituted a Chapter at 
Ionia. 

April 8th received from the Grand Patron a communication in 
which was enclosed a letter from Sister Spring, Secy, ot Dewitt 
Chapter, asking for a dispensation to elect and install a new 
Worthy Matron and Associate Matron, as the old officers had re- 
moved from the place. I granted the dispensation. 

April 10th received a letter from Queen Esther Chapter U. D. 
asking to ballot upon several petitions for membership at a special 
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meetinx called for that purpose, which were received and referred 
to a committee at the previous stated meetiug. 

After some correspondence upou the question, I thought hest to 
(Crant the request. May 4th received from the General Grand 
Chapter, notice of the suspension of tiie Grand Chapter of the 
state of Mississippi, also of the state of Minnesota. • 

June 17tli received a communication from Sister Marsh enclos- 
ing a letter from Sister Reed of Lakeview, saying their Chapter 
had held no meetings for the past two years, and now some were 
anxious to organize a new Chapter for the purpose of excluding a 
portion of the old members. In my reply I tried to encourage them 
and advised them to continue the Chapter, I have since learned 
that a dispensation has been granted for the formation of a new 
Chapter. I hope this matter may i#e brought before you for your 
consideration. 

June 19th received from Queen Esther Cfiapter U. D. a letter 
containing the question ^'Is a half sister of a Master Mason eligible 
to the Eastern Star degree?'' Ans. She is. 

August, 1st I gave Middleville Chapter permission to remove 
from the Hall they then occupied, into the new Masonic Hall. 

August 20, received a communication from Queen Esther Chapter 
U. D. asking to initiate a young lady who had not attained the age 
of eighteen. I did not give them permission 

And now thanking you for the honor conferred, and the forbear- 
ance of my many errors, I cheerfully resign this exalted position 
to one more competent, and hope I may meet you all for many 
years to come, at these Grand Sessions.

The Grand Worthy Patron, read the following 

ADDRESS. 

Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star 

of the State of Michigan. 

Another year has gone to join the vast procession that makes 
up the mighty past, and time, in its ever onward march, has again 
brought us to the day fixed for our annual meeting. A year as we 
measure time, but in the measureless realm of existence, how brief 
a space; a year of joys and sorrows; of hopes and disappointments. 
To some, the year now passed has brought much of joy, many 
comforts, great pleasure. To others, alas, sorrows that only the 
kindly hand of Death can assuage; trials and disappointments 
which our most tender sympathy strives in vain to lighten. To 
all of us now gathered here, the year now past has brought some- 
thing of change. All things do not appear to us to-day as they did 
one year ago. If sorrows have been given us to bear, the very 
sunshine seems to wear a more somber hue, and all nature to l>e in 
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gympathy with our own feelings; while if our HveiB bave been filled 
witb blessings and jovs during the year, so does everything seem 
to be in harmony with us, and all things rejoice with us. 

We have now reached another of those mUe-atonea that mark our 
history as an Order, and now, as we assemble in our nineteenth 
annual convention, let us remsinb^^r with gratitude the Kindly 
Hand that has thus far guided us. Let our liearts praise Him 
under whose watchful care we are still permitted to perform our 
allotted duties. Let us rinder unto Him the thanks of our inmost 
hearts for the blessings and comforts of the vear now closed, and 
with renewed ooufiage, and trusting faith in Him. enter upon the 
work of the new year, in the spirit of our Divine Teacher and 
Savior, wno '^Went about doing good.'' * 

Standing as we do to-day upon the threshold of another year, it 
is proper that we pause for a little time, and lookmg back over 
the iustory and experiences of the past year, draw lessons of 
encouragement and inspiration for the year to come. The work 
of the year is done; its book is closed; its record made; but the 
results that may come from the year's work, who can tell? Its in- 
fluences may go on forever. If those influences have been for good 
they shall go on in an ever broadening channel ot '^ peace and good 
will to men." Ir for evil, who can measure the immensitv of the 
fearful consequences of that influence, as the years roll on. 

Looking back thus, I am reminded that one year ago I returned 
home from our last yearly meeting, filled with zeal for the Order, 
and witb many plans for the year's work, which was then begin- 
ning. As I looked forward through the months that were to make 
up the year, I made many plans for work in the interests of our 
Order. I thought I would visit every subordinate Chapter within 
this Grand Jurisdiction; endeavor to strengthen and stimulate the 
weaker ones, and rejoice with those that were prosperous and 
flourishmg. I wonid endeavor to establish new Chapters at favor- 
able points where none existed; in short, I would strive to make 
this the brightest year in the history of our Order in Michigan. 

Alas, how differently things look when viewed from opposite 
standpoints. Looking backward over the same year, then Just 
commencing, the roseate hue which then embellished the work of 
the year, has vanished. The daily duties of life, with their endless 
round of cares and responsibilities, came crowding on, and the 
duties to the Order, which once seemed so easy to perform (in im- 
ai^nation )now seem more and more difficult to reach. W inter is ap- 
proaching, and the little feet which patter around our home and 
make glad music to our hearts, must have warm shoes and stock- 
ings; little mouths must be fed; little bodies— and big ones too, 
must be clothed, and therefore the wheels of business must not 
stop, and so for the time being, work for this Order seems out of 
the question; and thus, as reason succeeded reason, each bringing 
its own particular and pressing duties, the work which was to be 
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done for the O. E. S. has been pntoff from time to time, uatii now 
— tlie book is closed. 

Lookinj? tliUA into the past, I find that instead of havincr visited 
every Chapter in the state, I have visited one. The uther visits, 
from whicii I had anticipated so much of pleasure aiid enoourafse- 
ment in the work, have proved to have no more existence than 
*'the baseless fabric of a dream." 

As In this matter of visiting, so my other official acts durinir the 
year have been few. Indeed, the duties usually devolving upon 
the Grand Patron, are not of a very arduous nature. The most 
that he is expected to do, is to sit beside th^ Grand Matron and 
look wise. 

The followinff is a record of mv official acts durinflr the y^ar: 

Under date of November 1st 18S4, recer^ed a communieation 
from Bro. M. B. Marsh, secretary of Harmony Chapter No. 84. to 
which Chapter a charter had just been j^p^nted by Grand Chapter, 
notif>'infl: me that they had elected officers according to tlie laws of 
the Order, and requesting that Bro. N. B. Scribner of Grand Rapids 
might be sent to install them. Accordingly I deputiied Bm. 
Scribner t«) perfonn this work, and he afterwards reported that he 
did the work as requested, and gave a very gratifying report of the 
heHrty zeal and proficiency of the officers 

On February 2l8t, I received a petition from a sufficient number 
of persons residing at Ionia, asking for h Dispensatiou to form a 
new Chapter at that place. Believing that there wan g K>d reason 
for establishing a Chapter there, and plenty of good material to 
make a flourishing Chapter. I granted them the Dispensation asked 
for under date of February 26th, »ind on March IHth I visited that 
city and organised Queen Esther CliMpter, with twenty Charter 
members, and with Mrs. H. G. Wright as first Worthy Matron. 
Bro. N. T. Burt as Worthy Patron, and Bro. N. E. Bailey Secretary. 
They started out with bright prospects before them, and I trust 
will bring to this Grand Chapter, so good a i^pbrt of work done, 
as to entitle them to a Charter. 

On or about February 24th, Bro. D. B. Purinton Past Grand 
Patron, and for many years Grand Secretary, placed in my hands 
the following communication, and asked that I give the matter 
due attention: 

Lakevibw, Mich. February 22nd. 1886 

Mb. Pukintox, Sih.— Will you please inform me what stepe we 
will nave to tjike to renew our Star Lodge. They have never de- 
manded our Charter since we broke up, and we would like to try it 
again if we can; and see if we can^t do better than before. I write 
to you. for I do not know of any one else, and thought perhaps 
that you would help naout. If you are not in the position to help 
us, please refer it to some one that can. Let us hear as soon as 
possible, and oblige Yours Truly, 

Mrs. a. £. Macoxbbr. 
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I iDvestigaterJ the matter, and found that the old Chapter at 
IiHkeview had been defunct for several years* And that some dis- 
coid had existed prior to its discontinuance. After a careful 
consideration of the matter, and conbultation with prominent 
members of the Order, I wrote to Sister Macomber, recommending 
that an effort be made to organize a new Chapter, rather than an 
attempt to resuscitate the old one. Accordingly on April 19th, I 
received a petition from the required number, accompanied with 
the necessary fee, and on April 20th, I granted a Dispensation to 
form H new Chapter at that place, to be known as Ivanhoe Chapter 
U. D. with Mrs. Esther Macomber named as first Wortby Matron. 
Bro. Allen Macomber as Worthy Patron, Sister Minerva J. Moon, 
Secretary. I appointed Past Grand E*atron Bro. Loren Day, my 
special deputy, to proceed to Liikeview and organize the Chapter, 
and instruct them in the work,which service he performed, assiiited 
by Sisters Day and Greenwood, on June 3rd, and reported fifteen 
Charter members as composing the new Chapter. Some time 
during the summer. Bro. Purinton mentioned to me that he had 
received a letter from a lady who had been a member of the old 
Chapter at that place, who felt indignant at not being invited into 
the new Chapter at its organization, and on September 80th (two 
weeks ago), I received the following letter from the Grand Secreta- 
ry, calling my attention to the same matter:

QviNCY, Mich. September SOth, 1885. f 

Bro. J. S.— I send herewith a letter which was sent to Sister 
S. L. Marsh some time ago, and which was handed me this morn- 
ing. There are some very important pomts contained therein, and 
I deemed it best and proper to r^^fer it to you. There seems to 
have been some secret work carried on in regard to the re-organi- 
zation of the Chapter at Lakeview, which does not appear in the 
ritual, and I think you are the proper one to examine into the case 
and take such action as may seem proper. The Sister, Mrs. G. A. 
Reed, is anxious to know if she is entitled to a seat in the Grand 
Chapter etc. as you will see by reference to page 7. Will you be 
kind enough to look the letter over and give the Sister the necessa 
rv information . Fraternally Tours,

The letter referred to was a complaint because the writer was 
not asked to become one of the Charter members of the new 
Chapter,and protesting against the establishment of a new Chapter 
at all, but rather insisting that the old one should have been reviv- 
ed instead. Coming into my hands so long a time after being 
written, (it wa8 dated July 12th) and so near the meeting of this 
Grand Cliapter, I took no action in the matter, and place the com- 
munication in the bands of this Grand Body, and recommend that 
it be referred to the Committee on Charters and Dispensations.

Mrs. Lucinda Smith, Bl);ht Worthy Associate Grand Matron of 
the General Grand Chapter, died very suddenly of heart disease at 
her hon^e in Newark. New Jersey, on the evening of May 13th 1885, 
at the aR:e of fortv-nme years, and her remains were interred with 
the honors of the Ordnr in Mount Pleasant Cemetery on May 17th. 

In the death of Sister Smith, the Order must mourn the depart- 
ure of one of its most earnest and zealous workers. Becoming a 
member of Radiant Chapter No. 7. Newark, she was elected its 
Associate Matron in IKSO, and its Worthy Matron in ISSl and 1HS2. 
In the Grand Chapter of New Jersey she was appointed Grand 
Buth in 1880, elected Associate Grand Matron in 1881, and Grand 
Matron in 1882 and 1883, while she was elevated to the high position 
she held in the General Grand Chapter, at San Francisco, in 1883. 
While we revere her memory, let us not forget to emulate the vir- 
tues that adorned her life.'

On June 17th received an invitation to visit Olive Branch Chap- 
ter on June 24th and inspect their work, but owing to having 
made a previous engagement for the same date, it was impossible 
to comply with the request. I asked for another invitation at some 
later day, but it did not come. 

On August 24th, accompanied by Mrs. Conover and '*tlie babv," 
visited Leslie Chapter No. 6. and witnessed their work. Was 
much pleased with the proficiency which most of the officers had 
acquired in their work, particularly so with the five Patrons. 
Found the Chapter in a prosperous condition and having in it all 
the elements necessary to success. Had a very pleasant and enjoy- 
able visit with them. 

In the middle of the summer I had arranged for a series of visits 
to several of the Chapters located in the central part of the state, 
but matters assumed such shape as to prevent the visits being made. 
I deeply regret this, hut had to yield to the inevitable. 

During the year I received requestiS for information concerning 
how to go to work to organize Chapters, cost ot Charter, etc. etc. 
from the following places: Saranac, South Haven, Mt. Clemens, 
Detroit, Mendon, Hesperia, and Cedar Springs. I gave the desir- 
ed information in every cas0,' but as yet no substantial results are 
to be seen from it. 
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Early in the year, after correspondenoe with the Griatid Matron, 
I prei^ared a ciit^ular, settinf^ forth the objects and aims of this 
Order, and its claims upon the Masonic Frateiiiity, and mailed 
copies of it to many Masonic Lodges throughout the state. As yet 
it has borne no special, fruit, and may probably be set down as 
•'Love's labor lost " 

September 17th, received from the B. W. 6. S. a copy of the cor- 
respondence from the M. VV. G. P. of the General Grand Chapter, 
in relation to certain differences between that officer and Harmony 
Chapter No. 8, of Minneapolis, Mmn. This communication I 
^placed in the hands of the Grand Secretary, where it can be exam- 
ined by any one desiring. 

I have been asked to decide a few questions relating to the laws 
and usages of the Order, but have, in every case, referred such 
matters to the Grand Matron, it being her exclusive province to 
decide all such questions. I have had several inquiries for copies 
of the Code of Laws, hut to all such inquiries, I have been obliged 
to say, we have none. I would recommend that a special com- 
mittee be appointed, of which the Grand Secretary shall be chair- 
man, to compile such Code of Laws, together wich such decisions 
as have been approved by this Grand Chapter, and to have the 
same printed at such expense as the finances of this Grand Body 
will warrant, and that copies be furnished to subordmate Chapters 
and members desiring, at such price as may be determined by 
such committee, and the proceeds of sales be placed in the treasury 
of this Grand Chapter. 

Here, my Sisters and Brothers, I have given you an abstract of 
my work as Grand Patron during the year. I fully realize the im- 
perfections of that work, and also the fact that some other person, 
upon whose time there was not such a constant demand in other 
directions, might have done much better. But what I have been 
able to do has been done as seemed to me for the best interests of 
the Order. And now before concluding, permit me to ask your 
attention to a subject, that may or may not be a matter of interest 
to yon; a matter upon which I have thought much, and what 
seems to me to be one of those grand opportunities which are said 
to come once in the life-time of associationa or individuals. The 
matter I ref^r to, is considering the advisability of this Grand 
Chapter takmg initiatory steps toward founding a Masonic home 
for the widows and orphans of Master Masons. It really seems to 
me to be eminently proper that the matter of a home for the wid- 
ows and orphans of Masons should be Intrusted, partially at lea3t, 
to the wives and sisters of Masons, and possibly the taking hold of 
this matter with earnestness and determination, may be the means 
of advancing this Order, with rapid strides, ia influence in this 
Commonwealth, and in the esteem of Masons and the public. 
pUier gmnd jurisdictions are already taking hold of this work. 
The Grand CLapter of Illinois, at its last sesoion one year ago. 
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adopted th^ fbllowing resolution: 

Whereas, It has been the earnest desire of this Grand Chapter 
that some HCtioti might be taken whereby this great State of 
Illinois might not be behind her sister States in its work and labor 
for the benefit of the widows and orphans of Master Masons within 
this State: and 

WuBKEAS, To that end it is considered that the founding of a 
Home for the benefit of such widows and orphans, under the aus- 
pices of the Order of the Eastern Star, be established; 

Buolved^ That a committee consisting of the Fast Gnind Matrons 
Past Grand Patrons, Present (irand Matron and Patron, Present 
Associate Grand Matron, and Associate Grand Patron, be and are 
hereby constituted a committee to take action in tht? establishment 
of such a Home, the most desirable location for its establishment^ 
the probable cost of such a Home, the desired plans and conduct 
of such Home; and with full power to solicit aid for snoh purpose 
from individual Gnmd Masonic Bodies, or others interested in 
such good work, and payable at such time or times as such com- 
mittee may arrange, and report the action of such committee to 
the next annual session of the Grand Chapter. 

In accordance with this resolution, the committee have issued 
an apt>eal to the different subordinate Chapters in that state, for 
aid from socials, entertainments, etc. and ttie work is fairly started. 

The Grand Chapter of Kansas, at its laat sessfion in March last, 
took similar action. Cannot this Order do as well in Michigan^ 
I submit this matter for your consideration, l)elieving, in my own 
mind, that here may be an opportunity for this Order to make 
itself of great influence in the state. Shakespeare says "There is 
a tide in the aff drs of men, which taken at the flood, leads on to 
fortune. And this is truti of societies as well as of men. I com- 
mend this subject to your careful ccmsideration. 

And now. in retiring from the higli office to which you called me 
one year ago, I wish to th ink all my Sisters anU Brothers for the 
kindnesses shown me in the past, and bespeak for my successor, 
the same willing assistance which has been given to me.

ADDRESS.

At this the close of another Grand Chapter year we meet 
together for the good of our beautiful Order, and as we are 
permitted to surround our family altar to-day, with ranks 
unbroken, let us return to Him, from which cometh this 
blessing, the unfeigned thanks and gratitude of our hearts. 

Would that I could report having done more; but in all 
things and at all times, I have tried to do my duty and 
what seemed to me, for the best interests of our Order. 
When you look over my work, I trust that you will criticise 
with charity, remembering that *'to err is human, to forgive 
divine.'' 
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November 17th, 1885, 1 installed the officers of Queen Es- 
ther Chapter, which was granted a (/hapter at our last 
Orand Session. 

December 3rd, 1885, I granted special dispensation to 
Grand Ledge Chapter, to install their officers, they having 
neglected to do so at the proper time. 

January 9th, 1886, received a communication from Leslie 
Chapter, saying they had a petition from a member of a 
Chapter that had held no meeting since it« organization, and 
asking what course to take. I answered that if the petition 
be accepted, he should be initiated. 

February 12th, Oriental Chapter asked permission to bal- 
lot upon an application for membership at a special meeting. 
I did not give them permission. 

March 18th, received an invitation from sister C. B. Ken- 
dall, Orand Matron of Indiana, to attend their Orand Ses- 
sion at [ndianapolis, April 14th, which invitation I had to 
decline. 

March 18th, received a communication from the Worthy 
Matron of Sharon Chapter, asking if thej could not refuse 
to give a member a demit, who did not wish to join another 
Chapter. I answered, as I understood it, a member in good 
standing who is clear on the Books of the Chapter, is en- 
titled to a demit. 

March 19th, 1 received from Sturgis Chapter the question: 
^4s a mason^s daughter, married to a man not a mason, eligi- 
ble to the Eastern Star degree." Ans. — She is. 

May 3rd, Oriental Chapter asked to confer the decrees 
upon a candidate at sight at a regular meeting, May 11th, as 
she was going away and this would be the only oppor- 
tunity, as the lady's husband had already been accepted by 
the Chapter. I gave them permission. 

May 11th, received from Laurel Chapter, the question: 
^^Can our Chapter grant a demit to a member, remaining in 
the town, who has no good reason for withdrawal?" Ans. 
— I know of no good grounds upon .which a Chapter can re- 
fuse a demit to a member in good standing, who is clear on 
the books of the Chapter. 

September 10th, 1 installed the officers of Middleville 
Chapter. 

September 11th, received a letter from Sister Rupert, of 
Olive Branch Chapter, asking if it would make any differ- 
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ence if they installed their Patrons elect at the next stated 
meeting, Oct. 6th, I referred her to the last clause of Sec. 2, 
Rules and Regulations for the Government of Subordinate 
Chapters, which sa3's all the above named officers must be 
installed at, or before the first day of October. 

September 13th, I granted Burr Oak Chapter special dis- 
pensation to hold their election of oflScers as sickness pre- 
vented them from so doing at the proper time. 

September 18th, received from Queen Esther Chapter, 
the question; "Is our Worthy Mation, who has held the of- 
fice the first year of our Chapter eligible to re-election?" 
Ans. — She is. 

It has been my pleasure to visit seven Chapters during 
the year. I find some easily discouraged, while others do 
not allow trifles to hinder them, and I think, generally 
speaking, the Chapters through the state are in a good 
working condition. 

February 23d, Middleville Chapter by invitation, vis- 
ited Oriental Chapter, and were most cordially entertained. 
Great credit is due this Chapter for the success they have 
attained in the past two years, up to that time they met 
with many discouragements, indeeci, few of us would had 
courage to brave the storm so long, and I know our own 
Chapter has been stimulated by their great achievements; 
during their trials one of the sisters said to me, "we have a 
great deal of encourajajement from your Chapter." Now, we 
can say the same to them, and I think so it is, if we are so- 
cially related, we can lighten each others burdens, and sym- 
pathize in each others sorrows, and all rejoice in the pros- 
perity of our beloved Order. And, here let me urge every 
member, and especially those holding offices, to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the ritual work; if perfectly 
understood by those giving the degrees, it certainly will be 
interesting to one who listens. Be regular in your attend- 
ance at the meetings of the Chapter, and do all in your 
power to make it interesting; the Matron cannot do all in 
this direction, she must be well supported, first by the of- 
ficers, and second, by the members. Let each feel that it is 
their duty to make the meetings pleasing to all. and not 
stand back and say of the Matron, *'she fails to keep up an 
interest, why don't she do so and so, or what made her sav 
so," instead of this, my sisters, stop and think, "what have! 
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in this whole year done to help her? Not even that she has 
asked of me." When we come together at our meetings, let 
us come as sisters and brothers of one family; at the door 
of the Chapter room, drop any and all prejudices that may 
arise outside, if we think a sister or brother has done any 
thing wrong, try and help them to be better by extending 
to them a helping hand, ever remembering not to ^^speak 
evil of a sister or brother, or perform any acts of injustice 
or unkindness toward them." Officers and members of the 
Grand Chapter, I am about to perform the last duties of 
the office you have twice given me; I wish to thank you for 
the honors conferred; while I feel you will select one more 
competent, I know you will find none more willing than I 
have been.

The Grand Worthy Patron's address was read, which was 
as follows: 

To the Grand Chapter Order of the Eastern Star of Michi-' 

gan. 

If it is a true saying that "brevity is the soul of wit," 
it seems to me that this, my second annual address, must be 
considered extremely witty, for on looking over the materi- 
al at hand from which to make this address, I find the only 
conspicuous feature, is the entire absence of anything calcu- 
lated to make it either long or interesting, therefore, with- 
out any long preamble, I will at once give you an outline of 
the few official acts which I have been called upon to per- 
form. 

In accordance with action taken at our last session, 1 
notified the Worthy Matron of Ivanhoe Chapter, U. D. at 
Lakeview, that their Dispensation was contmued in force 
for another year, and requested her to send the Charter of 
the old defunct Chapter at that place, to the Grand Secre- 
tary. She subsequently informed me that she had done so, 
but the Grand Secretary says he has not received it. I trust 
that this Chapter will present to you, so good a report of 
work done, that you will grant them a charter. 

On March 19th, I granted a dispensation to the requisite 
number of petitioners, to organize a Chapter at Hesperia, 
Oceana Co., and a few weeks later, at their request, I visited 
that place and started the new Chapter at worlc, with an ef- 
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ficient corps of officers, and fine prospects of future success. 
Prom letters since received from them, I learn that they are 
doing well, and I feel safe in recommending that you issue 
a Charter to them. 

May 22d, received a petition signed by 50 names, asking 
for a dispensation for a Charter .in Detroit, which I gladly 
granted, and on going to that place three we^ks iater^ found 
that number about doubled, and organized Hay ward Chapter 
with about one hundred charter members. I learn from 
correspondence with the Secretary, that they have been do- 
ing a good amount of work, ana can heartily recommend 
them. 

On Oct. 5th, received an application signed by fourteen, 
petitioners residing at Omer, Arenac Co., asking for a dis- 
pensation for a Chapter at that place, but as it was so very 
near the time of this meeting or the Grand Chapter, I have 
deferred action upon it, and place the matter in your hands, 
recommending that the dispensation be granted. 

With each of these applications, I have received the re- 
quired fee of $10, and have placed the amount, $30, in the 
hands of the Grand Secretary. 

This constitutes the history of ray official acts for the 
year. A few questions have been submitted to me, but in 
all cases where they have involved a decision concerning the 
laws and usages of the Order, I have referred them to the 
Worthy Grand Matron. 

Before closing, I wish to call your attention to the 
cramped condition of our finances, and recommend that you 
give careful and earnest attention to this important matter. 
The close of our last annual session found us without suffici- 
ent funds to print the proceeding's, and consequently the 
Grand Secretary was obliged to wait a long time, until funds 
were received from dispensations granted, before that work 
could be done. I commend this matter of finance to your 
most careful attention, to see if some means cannot be de- 
vised, either to increase the revenue, or lessen the expenses 
of this Grand (^hapter, so that in future, our Grand Secre- 
tary may not find himself in the situation of the ancient 
Israelites in Egypt, and be required to ^^make bricks with- 
out straw." 

And now, in retiring from the honorable position, which 
by your expressed will, I have held for the past two years, T 
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wish to thank all my sisters and brothers for the uniform 
kindness shown me, and for the many favors I have re- 
ceived at your hands, and I bespeak for my successor, the 
same evidences of esteem and good will which have been 
given to me. Respectfully submitted,

Resolved, That the thanks of this Grand Chapter are 
hereby extended to the members of Queen Esther Chapter, 
of Ionia, for the right royal manner in which they nave 
entertained us, during the session of this Grand Body, and 
to the management of the Detroit Lansing & Northern R. 
R., for courtesies extended to us, in furnishing special train 
to and from the Prison, and to all other R. K., who have 
furnished us transportation at reduced rates from Grand 
Chapter; also to the Warden and Officers of the Prison, and 
Asylum, for special invitation to visit the same, and for 
courtesies extended while there. 

The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

By an error of the Finance Committee, an order was 
drawn for mileage of the Grand Conductress, (who is out 
of the State), and on motion, the amount, $9.28, was 
returned to the Treasury. 

The Committee on Appeals and Grievances, reported as 
follows:

Your Committee on Correspondence has received and re- 
viewed the proceedings e£ the following Grand Chapter. 

ARKANSAS. 

The tenth annual session of the Grand Chapter Order of 
the Eastern Star of the State of Arkansas, was held in Ma- 
sonic Hall, Learcy, October 27th. The Hall was found to 
be beautifully decorated, and elicited" much praise and many 
compliments from the Sisters and Brothers of the Grand 
Chapters. The session was opened in due form by the 
Grand Worthy Matron, at 2 o'clock, P. M. Six chartered 
Chapters were represented, and three under dispensation, 
eleven chartered, and ten U. D. reported, but were not 
represented.

She 
says the present method of inspecting Chapters has done 
more toward the uniformity and accuracy of work, and be- 
lieves that if steps could be taken whereby the entire corps 
of Grand Officers could visit Chapters once a year, it would 
give them an impetus toward higner attainments, and prove 
to the ''doubting Thomases" that . we are an established 
fact. The Grand Patron's address was brief but good. 

Cjish on hand, $197.39; total membership, January 1, 
1885., 999; Michigan not remembered; officers elected : Mrs. 
Mary E. Gleason, Grand Worthy Matron; C. C. Dike. Grand 
Worthy Patron; David Seargrave, Grand Secretary. 

The Tenth Annual Meeting of this Grand Chapter for 
188(), wtus held in Springfield, May 11. Grand Chapter as- 
sembled at 12:15 o'clock, and was opened in ample form br 
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the Grand Matron, Mrs. M. E. Gleason. Officers all present, 
Mrs. E. Y. Clark, acting as Grand Chaplain. The Committee 
on Credentials report 61 members, 5 proxies and 4 visitors 
present. '^A great disadvantage", she says, ^'which some 
Worthy Matrons have labored under, is non-attendance of 
the officers. If the sisters, particularly at the points of the 
Star, could realize how much the beauty of the work depends 
upon their prompt attendance, they would not, for a slight 
excuse, leave their chairs vacant. These empty chairs are 
very disheartening to the Worthy Matron. Visits have 
been made. The correspondence has been pleasant, and 
much valuable information received: There is much more 
that I would like to sav of this but time and space forbid." 
The Grand Patron made several visits with the Grand Ma- 
tron, granted several dispensations, a ad, assisted by several 
of the Grand Officers, constituted three new Chapters, and 
has written a great many letters. 

Membership, 1,134; net gain, 105. The Grand Lecturer 
has many good things in his report. Not one word for 
Michigan in 1885 or 1886. Officers elected: Mrs. E. G.

We 
have read carefully the Grand Matron's and Grand Patron's 
addresses; also, received the edict issued by the Most Worthy 
Grand Patron of the General Grand Chapter, but feel that 
while we have our ideas, they are better unexpressed, and 
hope that harmony and peace will soon reijcn in the ranks of 
the Eastern Star throughout the State of Minnesota.

The Grand Chapter was called to labor by the Grand Ma- 
tron and prayer by the Grand Chaplain. 

Sister Mrs. T. W. Stra:han, of Oriental Chapter, gave the 
address of welcome, which is as follows: 



Grand Worthy Matron^ Patron^ Officers and Members of 
the Grand Chapter: 

In the name of Oriental Chapter No. f 2, I give you greet- 
ing. We are now on the threshold of a new year, called to- 
gether to retrospect the work of the past year, and to consid- 
er the welfare of the Grand Chapter and also the subordinate 
Chapters the coming year; perhaps rather arduous duties, 
still, as it brings with it its burdens and responsibilities, it 
also brings delightful social intercourse. 

Oriental Chapter felt a little hesitancy at first vrith regard 
to entertaining the Grand Chapter, fearing that our cozy 
Chapter room, where we regularly meet, would be inadequate 
to hold all that would be in session at this time; when 
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throuffli the kindness of DeMolia Comraandery, together 
with tne oflBcers of the Consistory, we were kindly tendered 
this beautiful Masonic Temple, then it was with a unani- 
mous vote of the Chapter to give you a hearty welcome to 
our city and to our homes. And at the close of this Grand 
session, and the farewells are said, may we go forth having 
the trustful faith of "Martha," looking to Him who is able 
and willing to help us, that with patience we may meet all 
the trials of this life, cheered by a g:lorious hope beyond. 
And, as we join heart and hand in this our beloved Order, 
Oriental Chapter, as one voice, echoes. May you all be happy 
while with us. 

The address was very appropriately responded to by 
Brother C. Waterbury, Grand Patron. 

The Grand Worthy Matron read the following 

ADDRESS. 

Sisters and Brothers of the Grand Chapter of the Eastern 
Star of the State of Michigan: 

Another year has passed since last we met, and to-day we 
are permitted to come together in this beautiful hall, dedi- 
cated to brotherly love, relief and truth. 

To many of us, I doubt not, sickness and sorrow have 
come, shutting out for a time the bright sunshine of hope 
and joy from the heart, and to all of those, I extend my 
heartfelt sympathy. 

It is said that one touch of nature makes the whole world 
kin ; and to-day, my friends, I realize more acutely, if possi- 
ble, than ever before, the need and power of sympathy, for 
during? most of the past year, my time has been employed in 
ministering to the sick, and the grim messenger — Death — 
has entered our family circle, and claimed one of our loved 
ones. 

In days of sorrow and affliction, we turn to our friends, 
more especially to the sisters and brothers of our beloved or- 
der, for kindly sympathy. 

The teachings and true mission of our order, is, above 
all other things, to comfort the distressed, to render mutual 
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aid and relief, and to promote true friendship among those 
who might otherwise be stranfi^ers. 

As sisters and brothers of tne Order of the Eastern Star, 
may we remember, at all times and in all places, to extend 
the hand of charity not only to our members, but to all oth- 
ers who may need our consolations and ministrations. If 
we can do no more, we can by little acts of kindness and 
golden words of comfort, cheer their sorrowing hearts. 

In this connection, I would particuliarly call your atten- 
tir>n to thoughts which^ as we gather in these yearly meet- 
ings, should be uppermost in every mind, namely, to consider 
the best means of creating an interest and enhancing the 
power of the Order for the accomplishment of the great de- 
signs for which it was originated. 

Some, no doubt, have become members mainly for the 
societary advantages. This in itself is commendable, yet if 
there were no other or higher motive, the Order would soon 
lose the interest and enthusiasm, which are essential elements 
to its life. 

If we keep steadily in view, and resolve to work for the 
great objects of the order, which are to encourage brotherly 
love and intellectual culture, to promote unceasing charity 
and all manner of good works that shall be for the highest 
welfare of ourselves and others, there will be generated an 
''enthusiasm of humanity," which shall render our '"Star" as 
imperishable as those orbs of which it is the emblem, and 
among all the diamond lights in the galaxy of the firmament 
there will not be found one more brilliant. Such enthusiasm 
would unite us in endless harmony, love and wisdom, aijd 
fit us for all the higher degrees of the universe. 

Sisters of Michigan ! are you aware of the great work en- 
trusted to you ? Let us arouse ourselves to the full realiza- 
tion of the true object and mission of the order, of which we 
are members. In the teachings of the obligation at the altar 
would it not be well for each Chapter to have that obliga- 
tion repeated at each monthly meeting; repeated until the 
great moral and social principles become earnest, persistent 
and ever enduring? VVe ought, also, to make mankind at 
large feel the glory and beneficence of our teachings. Why 
are we not doing so? Are not golden opportunities pressing 
upon us every day? 

There are many directions in which we might extend our 
noble work, and in emulation of Chapters in other states, I 
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would suggest that we take, in our discretion, suitable young 
persons, whom we have reason to believe would become noble 
representatives of the charitable work we are doing, and ed- 
ucate them. I would suggest that af and be created for this^ 
and similar well defined purposes, such as the education of 
children, especially those of our order, should such a neces- 
sity arise, until they graduate into a higher, better and com- 
pleter life. 

What nobler mission could we engage in? 

If the outlook of these suggestions is not deemed of suffi- 
cient magnitude, or suggestive enough of good works, then 
we have the Masonic Home of Michigan, which is to be es- 
tablished here in Grand Rapids. Let us muke a united effort 
to create a fund which shall be called the endowment of the 
"Eastern Star." 

October 21, 1886. I received a communication from 
Brother LaTour, of Haywood Chapter, of Detroit, asking 
permission to install their officers, Friday evening October 
27. I granted the request and appointed Brother LaTour — 
their Past Patron — under dispensation, to install them. 

February 20, 1887. Received a letter from Leslie, asking 
if an Associate Matron, or any officer of a subordinate Chap- 
ter could ask and receive a demit, such officer being clear on 
the books, and remaining in the jurisdiction of the Chapter, 
also what they would do to fill her place. T replied that she 
could receive a demit and that the office could be filled pro 
tern. 

February 27. I received a letter from Brother LaTour, 
sajring that some of the members of Haywood Chapter had 
come to the conclusion that their officers had not been legal- 
ly installed, so sent for Brother Waterbury, G. W. P., to 
come and install them. The reason he gave was, that I had 
no power to appoint a Past Patron under dispensation, to do 
the installing. And now they wish to know could Brother 
Waterbury do that work at that time, without a special dis- 
pensation from the G. W. M. I answered: I consider the 
officers legally installed, and that it was necessary to have a 
special dispensation from the G. W. M. to re-install them. 

April 4. I received a letter from Mrs. J. J. Decker, of 
Grace Chapter, of Omer, stating that the lady who was in- 
stalled Associate Conductress had never attended a meeting 
since they were organized, and asking how they could fill 
her place for the remainder of the year, also asking if they 
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could have their election of officers in September, the same 
as though they had a charter. I answered for the worthy 
Matron to select some sister who would willingly fill that 
office for the remainder of the year, and that they have their 
election in September, the same as if they had a charter. 

June 30. I received a letter from Grand Ledge, askinfi^ if 
a lady who was divorced from her husband — who was a Mas- 
ter Mason — was eligible to membership. I answered that 
she was not, if having no other relationship to the Masonic 
fraternity. 

September 12, 1887. I granted a dispensation to Queen 
Esther Chapter, of Ionia, to elect and install two officers, af- 
ter their regular election. 

September 20 and October 11. I granted a dispensation 
to Oriental Chapter, for special balloting. 

Permit me to say to my sisters and brothers of this Grrand 
Chapter that this is, in all probability, the last annual meet- 
ing that I can ever be with. 

If in my associations within the last five years, if in words 
or deed I have done any good in the order, then I can go 
away to my southern home with the thoughts that my earn- 
est and devoted love for the Order, has not been in vain. 

At the next meeting of the General Grand Chapter of the 
United States, if my life is spared I hope to meet some of you 
as a representative of a Grand Chapter in the state of Ten- 
nessee. 

Thanking you for the kindly spirit of forbearance which 
you have ever graciously extended to me, and begging you 
to cover all my official misdeeds and short-comings as well 
as all others with the mantle of charity, I regretfully bid 
you an affectionate farewell. M. M. Parsons. 

The Grand Worthy Patron's address was read, which was 
as follows: 

To the Worthy Matron, Officers and Members of the Grand 
Chapter, 0. E, S. 

To-day, through the indulgence of a kind Providence, the 
gavel falls on our ninth anniversary, counting from our re- 
organization into chapters. 

Would it not be profitable to briefly review our history 
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frcm that time and ascertain whether our prosperity has been 
such as to render our stewardship commendable. 

The report of 1879 discloses a membership of 1188 and the 
report of 1886 shows a membership of only 1197, after a 
lapse of eight consecutive years. 

Now if our prosperity and future prospects were to be 
measured by our increase of membership during the period 
mentioned, it would be enough to discourage Electa herself. 
It may not be amiss to employ a few moments in ascer- 
taining some of the causes which have conspired to prevent 
a greater increase of our numbers. As it would seem, living 
amidst such a world of enterprise, where activity permeates 
every branch of business, and success the only test of merit, 
OUT progress is far too limited. It is not ray purpose to 
criticise my predecessors because the Order has not become 
numerically stronger but to discover wherein the difficulty 
lies, if any, and if possible profit by the lesson it may teach. 
First allow me to call your attention to the chapters that 
have been dropped since your re-organization of 1879. Out 
of 23 chartered chapters reported that year, 13 have gone 
down and one more on the verge of dissolution. There was 
reported three U. D., of which only one survived; hence, 
out of 26 Chapters inclusive, 16 have dissolved — nearly two- 
thirds of the whole — and that within the short space of eight 
vears. On examination you will find that nearly if not all 
of the 16 defunct Chapters were organized in small villages 
of from 250 to, possibly, 1000 inhabitants, while those that 
bave survived, with one or two exceptions, are from much 
larger towns. Does not this suggest the advisability of ex- 
ercising much caution in the future with reference to institu- 
ting Chapters in small towns as the experiment so far has 
proved unsuccessful. Now the cause, resulting in the depre- 
ciation alluded to is local, and may be substantially corrected 
bv the suggestion made, but there are other causes more 
general in their tendencies, the remedy for which was so 
admirably presented by Sister Griswold in her address of last 
year, where she urges the officers to become '^thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the Ritual that it may be made interesting to 
those who listen. To be regular m attendance and at the 
door of the Chapter room drop any and all prejudices that 
may arise outside." These suggestions, if adhered to, would 
prove a tower of strength in building up and maintaining 
our subordinate Chapters. 
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Again [ am constrained to believe the Grand Chapter it- 
self, perhaps not without some reason, has heretofore been 
masterly inactive in furnishing Grand Chapter proceedings 
and such other evidences of its existence as would be natur- 
ally in demand. To illustrate; when I entered upon the du- 
ties of this office, I had nothing but the Ritual as a guide 
and precedent. I expected from the Grand Secretary a sup- 
ply, at least, of Grand Chapter proceedings, but, especially 
the constitution, rules and regulations for the government of 
subordinate Chapters seemed indispensable; he informed me 
he had but one copy and I was unable to obtain them else- 
where. About the middle of February last Brother Conover 
mailed me a copy of the Grand Chapter proceedings of 1879, 
which contained the constitution, rules and regulations for 
subordinate Chapters. Of course, all amendments made since 
together with rulings and decisions were yet to be obtained 
through the special exertions of Brother R. C. Hathaway. 
All proceedings from time of re-organizing into Chapters 
were at last procured, and we proceede4 to make a compila- 
tion of rulings and decisions in the form of a Digest and had 
them printed, together with the constitution, rules and reg- 
ulations and penal code, copies of which have been sent in 
all applying for them. We would submit the work for your 
inspection, and if found worthy, ask your indorsement. A 
liberal circulation of Eastern Star literature, among the 
members of the order, setting forth the purposes and princi- 
ples for which we are organized would be productive of much 
good. The officers and members of Queen Esther Chapter 
regret to acknowledge that the restrictions contained in Sec. 
9, page 18 of rules and regulations relative to balloting on 
candidates, ha.s proved very oppressive in this that the ballot 
must be unanimous, without appeal. On examining consti- 
tution, rules and regulations of General Grand Chapter I 
found no allusion to method or manner of balloting, and 
supposed if thought desirable, the Grand Chapter could 
amend the section to which I have alluded until I accident- 
ally found it in the Ritual under the head of "landmarks", 
which was conclusive that it originated in the General Grand 
Chapter. Now "landmarks'' are supposed to be certain unal- 
terable rules that age and experience have taught to be for 
the good of the order, adopting them, and that can be equit- 
ably applied under nearly all circumstances But here we 
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have a society young in years and experience, starting out 
with "landmarks," intended to be irrevocably binding, without 
the test of experience. It seems so un-American ; so at variance 
with that delicate sense of equity and justice to the great 
majority, that to the conservative mind it seems incredible 
that it should be tolerated as fundamental. That it should 
be possible for any one member to hold the key to the pros- 
perity or destruction of the Chapter to which he or she may 
telong by such a wholesale centralization of power as pro- 
vided in Section 9, is, to my mind, taking a most absurd pos- 
ition and leaving subordinate Chapters open to most flagrant 
abuse. If not too late I would suggest that the delegate 
sent from this jurisdiction to the next meeting of the Gener- 
al Grand Chapter submit the following amendment or some- 
thing similar: '^Strike out Landmark No. 7, page 3, of the 
Ritual, and further provide that if but one negative ballot 
appears, the member casting it shall submit the reason in 
writing to the Worthy Matron prior to next regular meet- 
intr. who shall determine if objection is well taken. If she 
decides they are not, she will declare the candidate elected, at 
said next regular and vice versa." Some such provision cer- 
tainly would divest the ceremony of ballotting* of those tyr- 
annical features that embody in its exactions that perfection 
of moral rectitude too often found wanting even among 
well disposed members of the order. 

Now this criticism is not to be construed as reflecting upon 
the efficiency of the General Grand Chapter, as they can fur- 
nish a formidable precedent for their action. But should not 
this society sever their connection with a ^'landmark'' that 
merely furnishes a mantle that too often conceals an unma- 
sonic act. The foregoing are among the prominent causes 
that operate to retard the growth of our institution. 1 sub- 
mit them for your consideration. 

I will now proceed to give a synopsis of my official action 
including such suggestions as may, on consideration, be 
deemed in the interest of the order. 

DISPENSATIONS AND PERMITS. 

November 13. Granted permission to Laurel Chapter No« 
34, Nashville, to remove to new hall. On receiving Constitu- 
tion of Grand Chapter discovered that this power was only

December 15. Issued Dispensation to Star of Bethlehem 
Chapter, Holland. Petition signed by 29 names. 

March 7. Issued Dispensation to St. Clair Chapter at St. 
Clair. Petition signed by 75 names. 

March 7. Issued Dispensation to Evergreen Chapter, at 
West Branch. Petition signed by 30 names. 

March 8. Granted Dispensation to Kedron Chapter, at 
Caro, as substituted for Charter which was burned with hall 
and contents. 

April 11. Issued Dispensation to Big Rapids Chapter, 
Big Rapids. Petition signed by 29 names. 

May 10. Issued Dispensation to Arbutus Chapter, at Lan- 
sing.

May 12. Issued Dispensation to Alma Chapter, at Alma.

Received communication from Sister La- 
Tour, secretary of Hay ward Chapter, asking whose duty it 
was to approve of by-laws. Answered that they should have 
been submitted to Grand Chapter at last session; wrote her 
to send them to G. W. M., and if she could not be reached, 
send them to me and that either endorsement would be suf- 
ficient until Grand Chapter met. Approved them April 13, 
making such alterations as I deemed proper. 

December 7. Received communication from Sister La- 
Tour, secretary Hayward Chapter, asking if more than one 
regular meeting could be held in each month and if a peti- 
tion could be acted on under a month after being received 
and referred. Replied in the negative in each case. 

January 20. Received communication from Brother Wal- 
ter Webster, secretary Laurel Chapter, if they should grant 
or refuse Demits. Answered they could do as they chose 
about granting Demits, but if granted they could visit that 
Chapter but three times and other chapters but once if ob- 
jection was made. 

April 9. Received communication from M. PoUasky, 
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Alma, saying they had met for the purpose of re-organizing 
under their charter which had not been used since October 2, 
1878. Wrote him I thought the Grand Chapter would not 
recognize them as I had no doubt they had been dropped 
and that they could not restore themselves. Sent them ap- 
plication and advised them to organize as is if they had never 
existed. 

August 1. Received communication from Sister Geo. F. 
Poster, W. M., Holland Chapter, asking if they were to pay 
Grand Lodge dues, and if they could elect and install officers 
same as if chartered. Wrote her they could not elect or 
install and that thev had no Grand Chapter dues to pay. 

September 14. Received communication from Sister C. C. 
Gilleo. Ivanhoe Chapter, Lake View, asking what to do with 
the furniture, as tney had decided to surrender charter. 
Wrote her to have their Chapter send delegate to Grand 
Chapter, and submit their request to them and await their 
action.

November 16. Deputized Sister L. A. Teall, P. W. M. of 
Sharon Chapter, to install the officers of Grace Chapter, at 
Omer. On receiving Grand Chapter proceedings found that 
the Chapter was XJ. D. Sister Teall reported an excellent 
showing on the partof Grace Chapter. 

December 15. Deputized Brotner Loren Day, G. A. P. to 
institute Star of Bethlehem Chapter, Holland. / 

December 17. Deputized Brother Allen Macomber, P. W. . 
P. to install the officers of Ivanhoe Chapter No. 86 at Lake 
View. 

January 18. Deputized Sister Mansfield, W. M. of Hes- 
peria Chapter at Hesperia, to install the officers of said Chap- 
ter. 

February 16. Commissioned Brother R. C. Hathaway as 
Deputy, to institute Chapters. 

February 25. Installed the officere of Hayward Chapter 
No. 37, Detroit, by request. Found the Chapter zealous and 
increasing fast in membership; was very hospitably enter- 
tained by Brother W. H. Wilbur, Vf. P., and his estimable 
wife and family. The officers exemplified the work on sever- 
al candidates and did it very acceptably; have no doubt of 
their success. 
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March 23. Deputized Sister L. A. Teall to institute Ever- 
green Chapter, at West Branch; reported the Chapter in good 
condition. 

May 11. Instituted Big Rapids Chapter, at Big Rapids, 
Brother P. H. Taylor assisting. Initiated about S) charter 
members. They start under very favorable auspices; large 
and beautiful hall and pleasant surroundings. 

May 12. Instituted Arbutus Chapter at Lansing. In- 
itiated about 25 charter members. They also are beautifully 
situated and prospects favorable for a model Chapter. 

August 8. Brother R. C. Hathaway instituted H. C. Itim- 
ball Chapter; started out with 23 members; much interest 
manifested. 

October 3. Brother R. C. Hatheway instituted Alma 
Chapter, at Alma. Initiated about 30 members and writes 
he thinks the Chapter will do well. 

In this connection would state that September 29 I re- 
ceived a communication from St. Clair Chapter, U. D., say- 
ing that in consequence of Blue Lodge difficulties they would 
be unable to organize and proceed with 0. E. S. As Dispensa- 
tion has been issued and Rituals forwarded, it may be the 
proper thing for the Grand Chapter to take some action in 
he premises as otherwise they may remain in statuquo in- 
definitely. 

It may not be amiss to state as a matter of information 
that in the course of a somewhat voluminous correspondence 
the past year, many questions have been asked and occasion- 
ally some advice given that could hardly reach the dignity of 
a decision, and hence, not incorporated in this address, much 
of which probably would have been avoided had it been pos- 
sible to nave had the constitution, digest, etc., of Grand 
Chapters in circulation sooner. 

Would call attention to the weekly Free Mason^ which 
devotes a page each week to our order, as a medium of infor- 
mation. I would recommend it to all who wish to keep 
abreast of the times respecting current events in the Masonic 
world. 

That no misapprehension may arise as to the specific du- 
ties of officers as set forth in our constitution, rules and reg- 
ulations governing subordinate Chapters, and that no incon- 
sistencies be made apparent as the result of hasty deliberation, 
I submit the following interrogatories: 
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First. — Should a deputy appointed to install officers be a 
past or present Worthy Matron or Patron? Yes. 

Second. — If the legally adopted daughter oi a Master Ma- 
son is eligible as a candidate, why should not a step-mother 
be? Does not sustain the same relationship by law, and, 
therefore cannot become a member. 

Third. — What papers require the seal of the Chapter? All 
official papers. 

Fourth.— In case of suspension or expulsion, should not 
the Grand Chapter, at least, be notified of the fpct? Yes. 

Fifth. — Should not at least three copies of the Grand 
Chapter proceedings be mailed to the secretary of General 
Grand Chapter, and each Grand Chapter and each one of our 
subordinate Chapters in the state? Yes, 

CJONCLUSION. 

As I am about to relinquish the official position intrusted 
to me through your kindness it becomes apparent that under 
your supervi^on, the vital principles of our order will be per- 
petuated when found conductive to its interest. 

I could not, in justice to myself and this numerous delega- 
tion, let this opportunity pass without leaving some testimon- 
ial of my appreciation of the uniform kindness and courtesy 
extended to me in all my personal and official relations with 
the members of the order. They will remain among my most 
pleasing recollections. 

And now may we in the true spirit of kindness and for- 
bearance one toward another continue to strenghen, build up 
and solidify this beautiful fabric of Masonry, and, as one by 
one each link shall fall away, may the consciousness of duty 
done, of blessings received and charities bestowed serve to 
illuminate our journey through this pilgrimage of human 
life so that in our declining years we may enjoy the happy 
reflections consequent on a well spent life and die in tne 
hope of a glorious immortality.

Report of the Committee on Foreign Cor- 
respondence. 

To the Officers and Memhen of tTie Qrand Chapter Order of the Eastern Star of 
the State of Michigan: 

It has been the pleasant duty of your eorrespondent to review the followlnir pro- 
ceedings of the Grand ('hapters received from the different states- Arkansas, Cal- 
ifornia, Connecticut, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Massachusetts. Minnesota, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Vermont. 

ARKANSAS. 

The eleventh annual communication of the Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern 
Star, of Arkansas, convened in Masonic hall, Russellville, October 19, 1886. Pres- 
ent seven Grand Officers and seven pro tem. four Past Patrons and one Past Ma- 
tron. 

The Grand Chapter was opened In due form with music, and prayer by the Wor- 
thy Grand Patron. At call of roll It was found there were nine Chapters and one 
U. D. represented. 

The Representative of the Grand Chapters of Illinois, Iowa and Kansas near the 
Grand Chapter of Arkansas— Sister S.Alice Cox— was received with the Grand 
Honors and invited to a seat In the East. 

The Grand Patron, who was not able to be present at the session, sent his ad- 
dres.'s and report of his official work. The past year has been an uneventful one 
for the Order in that state, but l>ellf ves It to be on a firmer footing than ever be- 
fore; thinks "It is the every day sunshine, the silent dews, and the refreshing rain 
that bring peace and prosperity, instead of the sudden and startling events which 
for the time captivate and amaze, but which general'y end in disaster and defeat. 
The Tempest, the tornado and the earthquake, however grand, are but destroying 
elements." 

During the year he has visited several Chapters and granted dispensations to 
eight new chapters. 

'1 he Grand Matron's flrst official work was to appoint throe district deputies 
/or the purpose of vK^-illng and advanclDg the Order In different parts of the state 

(Granted dispensation to organize one new Chapter, making nine during the 
ye-«*r, and two old ones revived. This certainly thows the order to be advancing 
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iu Arkansas, notwithstanding the seeming -lack of interest shown by the Grand 
officers. We note but one member of the Star present that w^as appointed by the 
Grand Matron at the close of last session, and too many places among the elective 
offices that had to be supplied. She has arrested the Charter of one Chapter- 
cause, removal of members, want of interest and a failure to meet when ordered to 
do so. One Chapter surrendered Its charter; cause— the brothers would not at- 
tend. Answered several questions and believes where we have no law governing 
a case, that the laws and u&ages of the Masonic fraternity must be complied with. 

Under remarks of the good of the order, she says to the Worthy Matrons: See 
that the Ritual work be closely carried out without inovation. No officers shonld 
should be put into office if they have not pride enough to learn their parts and 
qualify themselves for any office within the gift of the Order. Recommends that 
each member memorizes the obligation, some one repeating it at each meeting he- 
fore the Chapter, and appointing two each meeting to go through the eseteric 
work until every member is proficient in it. 

The Treasurer's report shows a balance of $260.e9. Total membership 1.700

CALIFORNIA. 

The Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star of California commenced 
its fourteenth annual session in Laurel hall, in the City of San Francisco, October 
18, 1886, at 10 o'clock A. M. 

In the absence of the Worthy Grand Patron and Associate Grand Patron, the 
Grand Chapter was called to order by the Worthy Grand Matron, Abbie E. Wood. 
Past Worthy Grand Patron G. H. Hob in the Worthy Grand Patron's chair. Sev- 
eral vacancies filled by appointment, and nine Past Grand Officers present. 

The Grand Matron's first official work was to revive the Districts and appoint 
the Deputy Grand Matrons. This work in California is important and contains 
much valuable information and interest to those who have tbe good fortune to 
read their proceedings. The Worthy Grand Matron personally made fifteen olll- 
cial visits, not one of these visits being made without being reminded of the 
"great work we do, and the good that will come to tin through the Order, if we 
will permit It." She speaks of the lovely floral decorations of different Chapter 
rooms. Says: picture to yourselves Adah's sword, Ruth's sheaf. Esther's crown, 
Martha's broken column, Electa's cup, the cabalistic word and many other em- 
blems, all full size, and even the floor-star composed of the choicest flowers, filllug 
the air with delightful fragrance. 

There Is no address from the Worthy Grand Patron, he not being present at the 
session, but we find he granted six dispensations for new Chapters. 

The statistics show M6 initiations: total membership 4.586 ; balance in treasury,

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address. She notes one broken link in tlie Grand Chapter chain, and 22 deaths 
among the different Chapters. Surely the messenger of death is abroad, gathering 
one here and another there to complete ihe circle above. Among the visits made 
she speaks of her vtsitto the Grand Chapter of Michigan, in company with the 
most Worthy Grand Matron, Jennie £. Matthews . There are none of us who had 
the good fortune to be present at that grand session but will remember tlie great 
pleasure and pleasant surprise this visit gave us ; the interchange of thought and 
feeling and the suggestions given upon different points ,i we shall always remem- 
ber with great good to ourselves. 

The year has been a busy one for our sister. She has visited 83 Chapteis. travel- 
ing 6,033 miles ; also visited two Grand Chapters ; one in California and the Gen- 
eral Grand Chapter. She offered several recommendations and made some decis- 
ions. Among them, that the action of a Chapter demits a member whether they 
receive a demit or not. Also a Master Mason who is not a member of the tilaateni 
Star, cannot be appointed Sentinel.

The Grand Chapter was called to order by th^W(»rthy 
Grand Matron and prayer by Sister Olin. 

Brother Jacob DeWitt, Grand Sentinel, never Ifcaving 
been installed, was introduced by the Worthy GrandvMai"- 
shal, and duly installed by the Worthy Grand Matron. 

Sister H. A. Kent, of Grand Led^e Cliapter, then gave V'^^ 
address of welcome, which is as follows: 

To the Worthy Matron, Brothers and Sisters^ Greeting: 

Once more we are gathered from our various jurisdictionfil 
for another session of this Grand Chapter. And in behair 
of the Grand Ledge Chapter No. 14, 1 bid you a most hearty 
welcome. Welcome not only to our humble little Chapte*' 
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but to our liearts and homes as well, where I trust you will 
find warm hospitality. Welcome also to our beautiful little 
village, the resort oi pleasure-seekers from all parts of the 
state, and we trust tnat your stay among us may prove 
mutually pleasant and profitable. But, my friends, we 
come together not sanply for pleasure, to spend a pleasant 
vacation; we come for work, to devise ways and means for 
the upbuilding and advancement of our noble Order. We 
are happy to have you with us, and to listen to these reports 
of these grand workers, hoping hj their encouraging words 
to be stimulated to greater efforts m behalf of our own home 
Chapter. We regret that our numbers are so few, but hope 
that the influence of this grand body may be the means of 
an increase in our membership. We are often asked the 
pertinent question, ''Of what good is your Order? What 
IS it its object?" and I think it well that we consider wheth- 
er we are realizing the full measure of our hopes and antici- 
pations. 

Ought we not to have an object and an influence in a 
community which would make that question unnecessary? 
No two of us possess the same quality of character or 
thought.

Finally, when 
our mission on earth shall have been accomplished, our work 
all done and approved by the Master, may we find abundant 
entrance into the Grand Chapter above, to go no more out 
for ever.

Response to address of welcome, by Sister B. B. Rose, of 
Hastings Chapter, which is as follows: 



Worthy Grand Matron^ Officers and Members of this Chrand 
Chapter: 

In behalf of the delegates of this grand body, as well as 
from the depths of my own heart, I thank you for the beau- 
tiful words of welcome and the kindly greeting that you 
have extended to us, we esteem it a great privilege thus to 
meet you, we have looked forward to this time with bright 
anticipations. Most of us are strangers, yet we come with 
hearts filled with love and sympathy for this work, and you 
have received us as sisters and brothers. We thank you for 
the warm and generous hospitality you have shown in wel- 
coming us to your beautiful little town, and to your abun- 
dant homes. 

^ We are glad to be here, for we need the wholesome excite- 
ment of personal exchange of thought, and a renewed in- 
spiration m the Eastern Star work. We feel that we are 
weak, and our influence may be limited. But the weakest 
may be of service in this work, for has not God chosen the 
weak things of this world to confound the things which are 
mighty. The question is often 'asked, "What can I do to 
make this world better?" In our zeal to do some great, 
grand and good work, let us not forget the little duties and 
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friendly courtesies to each other, for even a pleasant smile 
or a warm clasp of the hand has cheered many a weary one. 
We hope that the words of wisdom that we shall gather 
here may incite us to greater zeal and activity. Let ns press 
forward, hoping that for new difBculties new strength will 
be given; toen shall life be be a joyous pilgrimage. And 
when our setting sun shall sink beneath the horizon, we 
shall look back upon the past and hear the soothing whisper 
that we have not lived in vain. When we shall have passed 
safe on the other side and seen the Ein/^ in His beauty, may 
He say to each and every one of us as He did to Mary, "She 
hath done what she could." 

The Worthy Grand Matron then read her address, which 
is as follows: 



Brothers and Sisters: 

Another year has passed, and to-day we meet in our 22d 
Annaal Session. We meet an unbroken band, no link is 
missing in our golden chain, and for this ^[eat blessing let 
us bow in grateful acknowledgment to Him from whom 
Cometh all wisdom and strengtii. Although death has not 
entered the ranks in our Grand Chapter, I doubt not that 
many in Subordinate Chapters have been called to mourn 
the loss of loved ones. To all such we extend our heartfelt 
sympathy, and bid them look for comfort and consolation 
to the Father who always chasteneth in love. 

One has fallen, during the. year, whom we cannot pass 
without an expression of more than ordinarjr respect and 
esteem, one whope memory will ever be cherished by all 
members of the Eastern Star, wheresoever they may be. I 
refer to Brother Robert Morris, Patriarch of the Order, who 
died at his home m LaGrange, Kentucky, July 81st, aged 
seventy years. 

Memorial services have been held in nearly all Chapters in 
the State, but I would further recommend that resolutions 
on his death be passed at this grand session that shall appear 
in the proceedings, and that a memorial page be set apart 
for our distinguished Brother. 

Sisters and Brothers, we are about to enter upon the work 
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of another year; let us strive to make this session one that 
shall surely be tot the upbuilding of the Order throughout 
the State, In reviewing the wort of the year, let us glean 
from what we may that has been for our mutual good, cor- 
rect whatever mistakes that may have occurred, and lay well 
our plans for the coming year. 

In behalf of the Grand Officers I extend to each and all a 
cordial welcome, and thank you for your attendance, thereby 
showing your love for, and interest in, our beloved Order. 

In accordance with the "usual custom I will now give you 
a report of my official acts: 

October 14. Granted a special dispensation for Grace Chap- 
ter No 41, Omer, to elect and install their officers October 
28d, and deputized Sister L. A. Teall, Past Matron, of Sharon 
Chapter, to install the officers. 

October 19. I received a letter from the Secretary of Ever- 
green Chapter No. 39, asking permission to ratify the elec- 
tion of officers held Septemoer 12. I wrote them their 
election was illegal, and ordered a new election for Novem- 
ber 14, and deputized Sister L. A. Teall to install the officers 
the same evening. 

October 24. i received a letter from a Past Matron of 
Grand Ledge Chapter No. 14, inquiring as to the legality of 
their installation of officers. She did not give date of in- 
stallation nor other particulars. I therefore wrote to the 
Secretary of No. 14 a letter of inquiry, and learned that on the 
evening of October 7, they opened their Chapter and in- 
stalled their officers, and that not one of the first three 
officers wa£ present. I then wrote them that the .installa- 
tion was illegal, and referred them to the rules and regula- 
tions for the government of Subordinate Chapters. I also 
ordered them to call a meeting for November 28, when I 
would meet them and install their officers. 

November 28. I visited Grand Ledge Chapter No. 14 for 
the above named purpose, Only six of the officers elect 
were present, and after talking the matter over with the 
Grand Patron, who was also present, we decided to continue 
the old officers until the annual meeting for 1888. 

November 1. I granted a special dispensation to Coidwater 
Chapter, No. 8, to ballot on a petition the same evening it 
was recieved. 
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November 1. I gave Eureka Chapter No. 88 permission to 
install theirAssociate Conductress Ruth, and Martha^ sickness 
preventing them from being present the regular night of 
installation. 

November 9. I ^ve Alma Chapter No. 48 permission to 
defer their installation nntil December 27, and a special dis- 
pensation to confer degrees before their iftstallation. 

November 10. Received from the Worthy Matron of 
Oriental Chapter No. 82, a request for a dispensation for bal- 
loting at a special meeting.. Did not grant the reauest. 

November 10. I j[ave H. C. Kimball Chapter No. 44 per- 
mission to defer their installation. Al»o a special dispensa- 
tion to confer degrees before the officers were installed. It 
mav be well to state here as a reason for deferring this in- 
stallation indefinitely, that H. C. Kimball Chapter is located 
at Iron Mountain, Upper Peninsula. There was no one 
near eligible to install them, and it was thought by waiting 
later the work could be done without making so much ex- 
pense; and if not, that by allowing them to work on, they 
would be better able to meet the necessary expense. 

November 22. I visited Arbutus Chapter No. 45, and in- 
stalled their first board of officers, Sister Gunnison, our 
Worthy Orand Conductress, acting as Worthy Marshal. 
This Chapter is small but rapidly increasing, and is well 
calculated by their earnestness to make every meeting inter- 
esting and beneficial. I predict for them a bright future. I 
had the pleasure, while visiting this Chapter, of meeting 
about twenty-five of the members of Williamston and Dewitt 
Chapters. 

December 1. In company with the Worthy Associate 
Orand Matron, and Worthy Past Grand Matron, Sister Gris- 
wold. I visited Holland for the purpose of installing the 
officers of the Star of Bethlehem Chapter No. 40, which I 
did, the Worthy Associate Grand Matron acting as Worthy 
Marshal. This Chapter we found somewhat discouraged, 
their Worthy Matron having left Holland soon after they 
were' organized, and none of the other members had ever 
known anything about the work. They are willing workers, 
but were much need of advice and instruction, which we 
gave as well as we could in the short time me had. I learn 
from correspondence with their Secretary that they are 
working with a growing interest. 
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December 14. Deputized the Worthy Grand Patron to 
install the officers of Alma Chapter No. 43 December 27. 

December 16. Received from Hastings Chapter No. "7, 
the following question: '''We have a petition from a 
Brother who was formerly a member of Woodland Chapter, 
0. E. S. That Chapter has gone down, but has not surren- 
dered its charter. What can, or shall, we do?" I answered 
that they could not accept the petition as Woodland still 
had its charter. I then ordered the surrender of said char- 
ter, and directed the Grand Secretary, should the Brother be 
found clear on the books, to issue a certificate that would 
allow him to affiliate with Hastings Chapter. 

December 17. I granted a special dispensation for Grace 
Chapter No. 41, to receive and ballot upon a petition the 
same evening, reasons being given that I deemed sufficient. 

December 17. The following was received from a Worthy 
Matron: "When our Chapter was under dispensation, a 
number of petitions were presented by a Brother who was 
desirous of increasing our membership. These petitions were 
not signed by the parties, but by the Brother in their behalf, 
and in one case without the knowledge of the lady. This 
we did not know at the time, so the petitions were acted 
upon in the usual manner, and the candidates declared 
elected. This was more than a year ago. These persons 
have never presented themselves for initiation. Two of the 
ladies say they do not wish to become members of the Chap- 
ter. Shall we continue holding open doors for them, or pro- 
hibit them from entering." Answer: Their petitions were 
not in regular form, therefore illegal. See sections 7 and 8, 
rules and regulations. We might well add that we thought 
the Brother had more zojil than discretion. 

I also received this question from the same Chapter: ''A 
Master Mason intended coming into our Chapter jis a char- 
ter member, but was absent. He has never presented him- 
self for initiation. If he does, shall we take him without 
application or ballot?" Answer: If his name appears in 
the petition for a dispensation, initiate him. Otherwise he 
must petition in the regular manner. I would recommend 
that tne Chapter referred to,, and all others, provide in their 
by-laws the length of time a petitioner may have before they 
forfeit their right to initiation. 

January 19, 1888. 1 received a letter from the Worthy Pat- 
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ion of Bi^ Rapids Chapter No. 42, asking permission to ballot 
upon a petition at a special meeting? Janusjiry 24. I did not 
give them permission. 

January 24. In company with the Worthy Grand 
Patron and Worthy Associate Grand Matron, I visited Big 
Rapids Chapter and installed their officers, the Worthy 
Associate Grand Matron acting as Worthy Grand Marshal. 
After the installation ceremonies the work was exemplified 
in a very pleasing manner. I see no good reason why this 
Chapter should not rank with any in the State. They have 
plenty of material and a fine hall. The evening closed with 
an elegant banquet. 

January 13. In company with a goodly number from 
Hastings Chapter No. 7, and Middleville No. 17, I visited 
Oriental Chapter No. 32 at Grand Rapids. We were met at 
the cars by a committ-ee and escorted to their hall on West 
Bridge street. An hour was spent in fraternal greetings and 
social conversation. We were then invited to the banquet 
hall where all done ample justice to the good things pro- 
vided. Then the work of the evening — two candidates were 
initiated. The work was rendered in a beautiful and impressive 
manner, entirely without the aid of rituals. Short speeches 
from a number of both visitors and members closed the even- 
ing. We all returned to our homes with the expressed wish 
that this might not be our last visit to Oriental Chapter. 

February 10. By special invitation I visited Quincy 
Chapter No. 12. This is one of the oldest working Chapters 
in the State. I was agreeably surprised to meet about 
twenty-five members of Coldwater Chapter No 3. Four 
candidates were initiated, and the work was well done. 
After Chapter closed we were invited to the hotel where a 
bountiful supper was served, and I think the Quincy Sisters 
and Brothers will agree with me when I say that here each 
one done their part well. I was entertained, during my stay, 
at the pleasant home of Sister S. L. Marsh, Worthy Past 
Grand Matron. 

February 14. Granted a special dispensation to Coldwa- 
ter Chapter No. 3, to receive and hallpt upon a petition at 
their regular meeting in March, good rejisons being given 
for the request. 

February 21. I visited Hastings Chapter No. 7. The 
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visit was entirely unexpected. There were no initiations, 
but the regular work of the evening was well done, and the 
attendance good. I was entertained at the home of our 
Orand Secretary. 

February 24. 1 granted Middleville Chapter No. 17 a 
dispensation for balloting. 

February 14, I received a letter from Ivanhoe Chapter 
No. 86, saying they wanted to pay their dues and start anew, 
and asked how to proceed. As they were only one year in 
arrears, I wrote them to ^rward their dues to the Orand 
Secretary and continue work. I hope to see them repre- 
sented at this Grand Session. 

February 21. I granted a special dispensation to Aurora 
Chapter, U. D., at Iron wood, to receive and act upon peti- 
tions at their first meeting after the Chapter was instituted. 

March 23. I visited H. C. Kimball Chapter No. 44, Iron 
Mountain, and installed their officers. Alter the installa- 
tion the work was exemplified, that I might give them in- 
struction if any was needed. They are enthusiastic, earnest 
workers, with but very little use for rituals during work. 
The Worthy Patron is deserving of especial mention, as he 
done the whol« of his part without the book, and it was his 
first evening in the chair. I find it is the exception and not 
the rule, for the Worthy Patron to commit tneir work. I 
examined the Secretary's books and found them neatly and 
correctly kept. I shall always remember my visit to H. C. 
Kimball Chapter as one of the pleasantest of the year. 

April 30. I received a letter from the Secretary of Aurora 
Chapter, U. D., asking for a special dispensation to confer 
degrees upon Master Masons, their wives daughters, moth- 
ers, sifters and widows who lived in Wiconsin. This being 
in the jurisdiction of the General Grand Chapter, I wrote to 
Brother Conover, Most Worthy Grand Patron, asking him 
to grant said dispensation. I also asked for one for H. C. 
Kimball Chapter, and May 14th I received the dispensations 
and immediately forwarded them to the above nanied Chap- 
ters. 

May 1. In company with about twenty-five members of 
Oriental Chapter, I visited Queen Esther Chapter No. 85, at 
Ionia. We were met at the cars by a large number from 
Queen Esther Chapter, and escorted to the Bailey House 
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where an elegant supper was served. We then rq>aired to 
hall, Chapter was opened, and an address of welcome was 
tendered the gnests by 4;he Worthy Matron, Sister Mary D. 
Stone. Two candidates were initiated^ the officers of Orien- 
tal Chapter officiating daring the conferring of degrees. 
There is a spirit of mendly rivafry between Oriental and 
Queen Esther Chapters as to who shall best do their work, and 
it would be difficult to choose, for I doubt if there is better 
work done in the State. than by these two Chapters. After 
the Chapter closed, cake and ice cream were served. An 
original poem was read by Brother P. H. Taylor, and another 
pleasant and enjoyable evening was closed. 

May 6. I received an invitation to attend the silver wed- 
ding of Brother and Sister J. S. Gonover May 12, which 
invitation I regretted being obliged to decline. 

May 14. I attended a reception given by the members of 
Arbutus Chapter. The occasion was their iirst anniversary. 
I had the pleasure of meeting nearly all the members, and 
about one hundred invited guests. 

May 15. I visited Sharon Chapter No. 20, Bay City. 
The afternoon was spent in driving around the city and call- 
ing on members of the Order. In the evening the work was 
exemplified in a very pleasing manner. The few sugges- 
tions made were kindlv received. I was entertained at the 
home of Worthy Past Matron Sister L. A. Teall. 

May 16. I organized Fidelity Chapter at Roscommon. This 
Chapter starts with twenty-one members. I trust thev will 
submit to this Crand Chapter such a good report tbat a 
charter will be granted them. 

May 17. I visited Evergreen Chapter No. 39, at West 
Branch. The afternoon was spent with a number of the 
members at the beautiful home of Sister McCrossen. Sup- 

¥3r was served at the hall before the work was exemplified, 
his Chapter has had many discouragements, but is deter- 
mined CO overcome them all. The attendance was good and 
the work well done. 

May 18. 1 visited Grace Chapter If o. 41 at Omer. The 
members of this Chapter are scattered, many of them living 
seven and ten miles away. The night being very stormy, 
the attendance was small. The work was rendered better 
than might have been expected,, with so many of the regultt; 
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officers a])sent. I had hoped to be able to visit this Chapter 
again before the year closed, but hare been unable to do so. 
I was cordiall}' welcomed and entertained at the home of 
Brother and Sister Decker. 

September. 13. I received the following from Star of 
Bethlehem Chapter, Holland. "A lady who is visiting here, 
but resides in one of the Eastern States, has applied tor ad- 
mission to our Chapter. Her son is a member of the Chapter 
can we confer the degree upon her?" Answer, ''If there is a 
Grand Chapter in the state in which she resides, she is under 
the jurisdiction of the Chapter nearest her home. If there 
is none, then she is under the jurisdiction of the General 
Grand Chapter.'' I advised them to apply to the Most Wor- 
thy Grand Patron for permission to confer the degrees. 

September 14. I installed the officers of Middleville 
Chapter No. 1 7. 

September 28. I granted Star of Bethlehem Chapter No. 
40, a special dispensation to elect and install a Worthy 
Grand Patron October 1st, the one elected at the regular 
meeting in September refusing to serve. 

October 2. I granted a special dispensation to Oriental 
Chapter No. 32, to receive two petitions, ballot and confer 
the degrees the same evening, October 9th. There were 
good reasons for the request. 

October 4. I gave Star of Bethlehem Chapter permission 
to install their Worthy Associate Matron at their next 
stated meeting. 

CHARTERS SURRENDERED. 

I have during the year ordered the surrender of the char- 
ters and books of Woodland Chapter No. 25, Acacia Chapter 
No. 1, and Springport Chapter No. 26. 1 gave Snringport 
permission to retain their books and regalia, as tnere is a 
prospect of their reorganizing. I have had some correspond- 
ence with them, have also forwarded to them a petition for 
a dispensation, but as yet nothing has been effected. In 
corresponding with the last Worthy Patron of Acacia Chap- 
ter No. 1, I found they had not changed their charter when 
the new work was adopted, but had worked under the old 
charter, with the new ritual,* I would recommend that if 
there are any other Chapters in the state yho have thusneg:- 
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lected to procure their charters under the new work, that 
they be instructed to attend to the matter at once. 

' REPRESENTATIVE. 

I have been honored with appointments as Represefitative 
of the Grand Chapters of California^ Illinois and Iowa, near 
this Grand Chapter, and have deposited my credentials with 
the Grand Secretary. 

INVITATIONS. 

I hare received invitations to attend the Grand Chapters 
of Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Illinois, Arkansas and Massa^ 
chusetts, all of which I have been obliged to decline. 

<iUESTIONS. 

'*Can a lady become a member of the Eastern Star, whose 
brother was a Master Mason, but who has been dead several 
years?" Answer: She can. 

"Can a petition be withdrawn after it has been referred to 
a committee?" Answer: It can. See Rules and Regula- 
tions, section 8. 

"Can a Worthy Matron who has been re-elected install the 
officers, and she herself not be re-installed?" Answer: 
She can. 

"Can a ballot be taken on more than one candidate at the 
same time?" Answer: It cannot. 

'*Is not every subordinate oflScer obliged to obey the or- 
ders of the Worthy Matroo when Chapter is in session?" 
Answer: They are. 

''When a Chapter is called to form a circle at the altar, in 
what manner would you join hands?" Answer: Just as 
th^ ritual directs. I have had this question from two differ- 
•^ut Chapters, and right here would recommend that all who 
shve instructions to new Chapters make no innovations on 
fhe ritual. 

''Should an alarm be given by the Worthy Sentinel when 
the Worthy Associate Conductress wishes to enter the Chap- 
ter room, when out to ascertain if there are candidates in 
waiting?" Answer: No. See ritual. 

"Can a Chapter grant their Worthy Matron a demit?" 
Answer: A Worthy Matron cannot demit while she re- 
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mains within the jurisdiction of the Chapter. This question 
and answer has led to a lengthy correspondence, ana I take 
the position that, provided they remain within the jurisdic- 
tion, a Worthy Matron, Worthy Patron and Worthy Asso- 
ciate Matron cannot demit, the^ are under obligations to . 
their Chapter £rom which there is no release. 

"If a member of a Chapter becomes responsible for an in- 
itiation fee and the petition is accepted, and then the person 
is not initiated, is the member holden for the fee?" Answer: 
She is. Petitions should not be received without the fee, but 
should a member vouch for it, then she is responsible to her 
Chapter. 

A Chapter U. D., voted to make their dues, from the time 
they were organized to September 1st; one dollar. It was a 
clear vote, but now the question has come up: "Had we a 
right to vote dues for that length of time. (Six months) 
Was it legal?" Answer: It was legal, the vote being 
unanimous. 

In addition to the above questions, many have been asked 
and answered that I do not deem of sufficient importance to 
give them a place on this report, but all have been answered 
as soon as possible after their receipt. During the year, I 
have written three hundred and seventeen letters' visited 
fourteen Chapters, and at all times have endeavored to do 
what seemed for the best interests of the Order. 

The record for the year is made, and at its close I desire to 
express to this Grand Body my sincere thanks for the honor 
conferred, when one year ago you honored me with the 
office of Worthy Grand Matron. 

And now as I am about to surrender this exalted position, 
I wish to assure you that I have made an earnest effort to 
perform the duties of my office in a manner that would merit 
your charitable commendation. 

To my Worthy Associate Grand officers, I wish to extend 
my sincere thanks for their uniform kindness. 

And now to my successor I cheerfully yield, and ask for 
her, the same kindness and love that has been given to me.

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The Worthy Grand Patron then read his address, which 
is as follows: 



To the Worthy Grand Matron^ Officers and Members of the 
Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star: 

Again we meet to review, discuss and ratify or reject, the 
acts of the officers selected to transact the business of the 
Grand Chapter during the past year, and to further perform 
such duties as the delegates to this Grand Chapter may elect. 

It certainly is obvious that the progress of our Order de- 
pends much upon the wisdom and sagacity exercised by this 
body in not only confirming and amending past, but in cre- 
ating new legislation. 

While it is not my purpose to annoy you with a long ad- 
dress, yet my interest in the prosperity of this Order compels 
me to offer on this occasion , a few words of caution. 

There are two tendencies in shaping legislation, and while 
perhaps more strikingly exemplified in the government, of 
state and nation, yet none the less applicable to organized 
societies. One is in the direction of local self-government, 
or the greatest liberty consistent with progress and perpet- 
uity. The pther is that tendency to centralization of power 
in the legislative body and the officers representing it, that 
while it derives its vested powers from and nominally admits 
the sovereignty of its constituency, is nevertheless disposed 
to dictate such laws as they deem expedient regardless of the 
popular will. 

The General Grand Chapter of •odr Order wisely refrained 
from crippling tb^ action of .the Grand and Subordinate 
Chapters of the respective States with few exceptions, 
merely by establishing such regulations as are common in 
principle to all societies, leaving all questions that must 
necessarily arise to the Grand and subordinate Chapters 
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themselves. Now upon examination we find that the Gen- 
eral Grand Chapter only authorizes the instituting of Grand 
Chapters when desired by five or more Subordinate Chapters 
legally chartered. Hence it is evident that this Grand Chap- 
ter can arrogate to itself no greater powers than the Subor- 
dinate Chapters of this State through their delegates see fit 
to confer upon it, and it is at this point I would raise a cau- 
tionary signal. 

As an organization we are yet in our infancy. At present 
our Subordinate Chapters are not fettered or handicapped by 
scores of rulings and decisions made by Grand Officers and 
sanctioned by the Grand Chapter, but as time advances 
decisions will multiply, and this Grand Chapter will be 
called to pass judgment. While his may be unavoidable^ I 
would say to the delegates in attendance from the various 
Subordinate Chapters, it remains for you to see that this 
Grand Chapter assTimes no privileges and concentrates no 
power within its grasp that nas a tendency to abridge your 
freedom of action or personal responsibility as a Subordinate 
Chapter, or as an individual member thereof. A succession 
of years will increase your list of Past Grand oflSicers, being of 
a necessity well versed in the rules and regulations, they may 
be disposed to be radical in the observance of all technical 
and really non-essential points, and further in their zeal for 
the welfare of the Order assume to dictate rules and refla- 
tions to Subordinate Chapters, that in practice amount to an 
absurdity, and alike insulting to the intelligence and ability 
of its members. Now the basis of our organization is the 
social feature. Mutual association, friendly interchange 
of sentiment and amicable discussion, are among the grand 
objects to be obtained, and for which we claim existence. 
These are worthy ot* our fostering c ire, and can be best pro- 
moted and rendered most sacisf'ac to ry and harmonious by 
permitting the broadest range of individual action and dis- 
cussion, consistent with the dignity of this body, and the 
self-respect of those who compose it. Hence, in conclusion, 
allow me again to remind the delegates to this Grand Chap- 
ter that the tendency to those in power is to centralization. 
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The royal scepter of sovereignty, of individual freedom, is 
now in your possession. As you value those lovely attri- 
butes which now distinguish us, as you cherish its precepts 
and principles, and feel that you are honored in being one of 
the many to aid in building up and maintaining this gem as 
second to none but auxiliary to all sister organizations of 
like faith, never suffer the individuality of your Subordinate 
Chapters, or yourselves, to lose your identity by being en- 
jrulfed in the msBlstrom of centralization, ever bearing in 
mind that "eternal vigilance is the price of liberty." 

I will now briefly recite my official acts for the past year, 
and while they have not been extensive by way of institut- 
ing Chapters, still they have been of an encouraging nature:

Received petition dated March 6, from Escanaba, Delta 
county, 22 names attached. Brother R. C. Hath^iway insti- 
tuted them March 6, under the name of ''R. C. Hathaway."

Have received many communications from the 
Brethren, many of which I have answered, but all those re- 
questing a decision on any point touchin&f Constitution 
Rules and Regulations, I have invariably turned over to the 
Worthy Grand Matron, who alone is authority on Jurispru- 
dence when Grand Chapter is not in session. 

At this point allow me to congratulate my Sisters and 
Brothers in behalf of nur Grand Secretary, who so tastefully 
arranged and accurately published the Grand Chapter pro- 
ceeding for 188T. May ne be allowed another opportunity 
to distinguish himself. 

And now Worthy Grand Matron, OflScers and Members, 
permit me to offer ray sincere thanks to you for the kindness 
shown and support so cheerfully accorded whenever solicited, 
during my term of office. It would have pleased me had 
more time. been at my disposal to nave visited Chapters and 
extended my acquaintance with the Brethren, but of one 
thing I can assure you, and that is, that I have experienced 
the most pleasing sensation whenever asked to explain some 

Eoint seemingly not provided for in Rules and Regulations, 
y simply referring it to the Head of this department, who 
proved not only willing but able to give the desired infor- 
mation. And if there is one distinctive feature in this Soci- 
ety dearer to rae than another, it arises from the fact that 
the responsibility of its growth and prosperity or its decline 
and failure, depends upon the Sisterhood. From present in- 
dications they have adopted the git thar tactics.

Toot Committee has reYlewed the proceedings of the fbllowing Grand Chapters: 

n.T.TNOIS. 

Thirteenth Annnal Session of the Qrand Chapter convened at Germania Hall, 
Chicago. October 4th, 1887, at 11a.m., Worthy Grand Matron Sister Sopha 0. 
Scott presiding, with sixteen Grand Officers present and two absent. The Worthy 
Grand Conductress escorted to the East seven Fast Grand Officers, where they 
were saluted with Grand Honors. The Grand Secretary reported twenty letters 
of regret, containing kind greetings and wishes from sisters and brothers of other 
Grand Chapters. 

The Worthy Grand Matron made flew official visits, because of 111 health, but 
adopted a system of work through correspondence, writing X,4B2 letters. Fifteen 
new Chapters were instituted under dispensation, and six reorganized. The 
Worthy Grand Matron rendered a number of decisions, the ninth being very 
''familiar'*— Is a legally adopted daughter of a Master Mason one who will Inherit 
the same as though she was an own daughter, eligible to the Degrees of our 
Order? Answer, I find nothing in our laws to the contrary. The Worthy Grand 
Patron recommends that the Worthy Grand Matron shall be the only one to make 
decisions of the Grand Chapter, which was sustained by the Committee on Juris- 
prudence. 

Balance in Treasuary, 9742.17; total membership. 4.019 Michigan received no- 
tice.

ARKANSAS. 

Twelfth annual meeting of the Grand Chapter was held in Masonic Hall, Harri- 
son. September Uth, 1887, at 10 o'clock a. m , Grand Officers all present. The 
Worthy Grand Fatron presented his address first. He talks like an energetic. 
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earnest worker. He says: "But » after all, let us remember that Masonry must 
lie In the heart and life rather than in ritual and In ceremony. That precept, to 
be of value, must be Joined to practice." He granted thirty dispensations, two- 
thirds of which were for the organization of Chapters. 

The Worthy Grand Matron's address contains many good things. 9he aays: | 
"The past year has not been to me one of folded hands and early slumber." And 
we think not, by the large amount of work done, writing 320 letters, 126 postal 
cfards, and sending eso circulars to different Masonic Lodges, granting sixteen 
dispensations. She offered a number of recommendations and answered several 
questions, one which is often asked : In what position should the square and com- 
pass be placed on the Bible? Answer, the same as those on the Worthy Patron's 
badge. The Memorial Page contains eleven names. Thirty-three Chapters made 
report. Amount In Graod Treasury. $519JS2. Michigan received notice.

Sister 
Augusta M. Ladd, Worthy Grand Matron, presiding, with fourteen Grand Officers 
present, nine Past Grand Matrons and Patrons, and several Grand Visitors who 
were conducted to the East and received with Grand Honors. The addresses of 
the Worthy Grand Matron and Patron were very brief, covering but three pages. 
No decisions called for. No new Chapters instituted, six represented. A resolu- 
tion was offered and adopted to withdraw from the General Grand Chapter. 
Total membership 383; cash on hand $91.36, Michigan not noticed. Grand Offi- 
cers elected: Caroline T. Earlsburg, Worthy Grand Matron; Lewis F. Lyne, 
Worthy Grand Patron ; Mary Martin, Worthy Grand Secretary, Patterson. 

VERMONT. 

The Grand Chapter convened in its Fourt|?entli Annual Convocation at Lyndon- 
ville, June 8th. 1887, at 9 o'clock a.m., with nine Grand Officers present, nine 
Past Grand Officers, visitors, and representatives from ten (chapters. The Grand 
Chapter was then opened in ample form by the vvorthy Grand Patron. His ad- 
dress was brief, but he says, '"I have not been Idle, and I trust that the time may 
come when there may be a harvest from the eflorts I have made " He granted 
seven dispensations, answered many questions and made six recommendations, 
one being worthy of note being: the 'adopted daughter " \ e would sug est that 
when she is adopted, before she is fl\e y» ars of age and her name changed, and 
she made heir-at-law. that she be eligible to the Order, which was concurred in. 

The address of the Worthy Grand Matron was very short, bur, contained many 
good words. She said: "Let us ask ourselves and each other, are wp earnestly 
striving to make a practical use of the light and knowledge given to us by the 
principles taught in our Order?" We think that question of great importance, and 
it should be engraven upon our memories. She made some wise suggestions, 
and right here allow me to make one: 'Place your gavel in the hands of a wo- 
man If It is a woman's work let her preside over it." We do not approve of 
giving a Brother the highest office— no, not eyen in the General Grand Chapter.

Grand Chapter was duly opened and presided over by the Worthy Associate 
Grand Matron, the Worthy Grand Matron, Miss Helen E. Battey, being absent on 
account of illness. Sixteen Grand ofHcers were present and two al)sent. Six 
Past Grand Officers and three Grand Visitors, Including Brother Willis D. Engle, 
Right Worthy Grand Secretary of the General Grand Chapter, were Invited to 
seats tn the East, and received with Grand Honors. The address of the Worthy 
Grand Matron was read. She said: * 'I am conscious I have not accomplished 
much, but I have written to every Chapter in the State." She granted seven spe- 
cial dispensations. The Worthy Grand Patron reports many pleasant visits to 
Chapters during the year.

The Worthy Grand 
Matron, in her address, said the clouds that overMhadowed us are fast passing 
away, and whatever remains to be done by us in the future, let us do in a spirit of 
faith and prayer. Her address covers four well written pages, and contains very 
many encouraging words to the members, and also said the "Order" is worthy of 
aU the support we can give. The Worthy Grand Patron had no address. Six 
Chapters made report and four new ones were added to the list. Total member- 
ship 228; balance in Treasury. .Sl0:35. The Memorial Page contains three names.

April 'itb, 1888, Grand Officers all 
present, and nine Past Grand. Honorary member. Addle C. S. Engle, Worthy 
Past Grand Matron, of Connectlf ut, and representatives from forty-four Chapters, 
and a large number of \isi tors, were present. The Grand Chapter was opened in 
full form by the Worthy Grand Matron, and so proclaimed by the Worthy Grand 
Marf^hal. The^ Worthy Grand Patron then entered and took his station The 
Worthy Grand Matron appointed the Standing Committees, and then the Worthy 
Grand Patron stepped to the front with his address. He granted eleven dlspen- 
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satloDs tfi institute new Ghapten}. . He said : *'I think it in good taste to name aQ 
Chapters after the name of the city or town where they are located. If it Is de. 
sired to sail under a fanciful name, then let the name be printed or painted within 
the walls of the Chapter for adornment, and to please the eye." We think the 
Brother sound on that question. 

Short and pleasing was the address of the Worthy Grand Matron. She granted 
two dispensations. Instituted five Chapters, answered fifteen questions, eleven 
relating to the eligibility of ''woman,'" visited forty-one Chapters which, wltli the 
exception of a very few, were prospering finely, and very many doing tke work 
entire without the ritual. She wrote nearly six hundred letters, traveled nearly 
five thousand miles, and corresponded with every Chapter in the State. She said 
with twenty-five hundred members and over $1,200 in our Treasury, I think we 
have abimdant reason for congratulsftion. Forty-nve Chapters made report. The 
Memorial Page contains eighteen names, one being their Worthy Grand Sentinel 
William M. Black, who held the office from the organization of the Grand Chap- 
ter until his death, over thirteen years. Michigan received a brief notice for 1887. 
The correspondent, in writing the n ^mes of the Grand Officers, gives the name of 
tbe Worthy Grand Patron first, which I wish to correct. Our Worthy Grand 
Matron holds the highest office in the State.

CALIFORNIA. 

This Grand Chapter held its fifteenth annual session in San Francisco, com- 
mencing October 17th at i o'clock p. m., with ten Grand and nineteen Pabt Grand 
Officers present. Fifty-eight Chartered Chapters were represented, and one 
nnder dispensation. The Grand Chapter was opened in ample form, the new 
opening ceremony being used, with music and prayer. The Worthy Grand 
Patron read his address. He immediately entered upon the discharge of his 
duties by making an official visit the same evening after being installed. He 
appointed a number of Standing Committees, approved the by-laws of several 
Chapters, declared the charters of several Chapters forfeited, rendered a number 
of decisions, made quite a large numbf^r of offlci 1 visits, and speaks very highly 
of the work and appearance of the members A ffHture especially noticeable was 
the uniform proficiency of aU the officers in their ritualistic work. He said one 
very encouraging feature in this jurisdiction is the fact that the most progressive, 
energetic and devoted Masons are fust discovering the merits of our Order, and 
aiding us by their presence and influence. We would like to hear such a good 
report from all the States . 

The Worthy Grand Matron's address wis not so brief. It occupying thirty-five 
pages. She gives considerable space to the reports of her Deputy Grand Matrons, 
ten in number, who visited nearly all the Chanters in the State, and gave her full 
reports of their visits. The Worthy Garnd Matron visited sixteen Chapters, 
granted fifteen dispensations and offered six recommendations, the first being the 
"adopted daughter."

This elegant hall was prof usely decorated 
with hand-painted satin banners, rare cut and ornamental flowers which wafted 
welcome fragrance to the Grand Officers, who were escorted to the Chapter room 
by the Worthy Grand Conductress and Worthy Grand Associate Conductress of 
OliTe Chapter. The Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand Patron were 
received at the East by their Worthy Grand Matron, Sister Mary A. Hepler, who 
with her usual dignity and ease, thus extended a welcome greeting to all : 

*' Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand Patron : In behalf of Olive Chap- 
ter I welcome you in our midst to-day, and extend to you the cordial greeting 
and hospitality which we hope will ever characterize our Olive Branch. Sisters 
and Brothers, we present to you our Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand 
Patron. You will greet them with the Grand Honors." 

The officers of Olive Chapter vacated their official stations In honor of the 
Grand officers, who were presented with bouquets of flowers of appropriate 
colors. Nine Grand Officers present. All Past Grand Matrons and Patrons were 
escorted to the Grand Bast and saluted with the Grand Honors.

The Grand Officers were then 
installed, and after this all were invited to partake of a delicious luncheon of 
choice tropical fruits, ice cream and cake. We agree with Sister Marsh in saying 
that "the Grand Chapter of Kansas is most beautifully entertained.'* Michigan 
is very gratefully remembered. 

MISSOURI. 

The thirteenth annual meeting of the Grand Chapter was held at Masonic Hall, 
Sedalia, commencing Tuesday. August I6th, 1887, at 9 o'clock a. m. The Grand 
Chapter opened in regular form with nine Grand Officers present. The Worthy 
Grand Matron then appointed the Committee on Credentials, who reported 
twelve Chapters represented. 

The Worthy Grand Patron then delivered his address, which was very brief.

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CONSTITUTION 

Of the Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eastern 

Star of the State of Michigan. 



ARTICLE I. 

TITLE. 

Sec. 1. This Grand Chapter shall be known by the name 
and style of the Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eastern 
Star, of the State of Michigan. 

ARTICLE 11. 

OF WHOM .IT CONSISTS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Chapter shall consist of a Grand Ma- 
tron, Grand Patron, Associate Grand Matron, Associate 
Grand Patron, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Conductoress, Associate Grand Conductoress, Grand Chaplain, 
Grand Marshal, Grand Adah, Grand Ruth, Grand Esther, 
Grand Martha, Grand Electa, Grand Warder, Grand Sentinel, 
together with the Matrons, Patrons, and Associate Matrons 
(or their proxies regularly appointed) of all Subordinate 
Chapters of this jurisdiction, whose oflBcial character shall be 
duly certified to the Grand Chapter by the several secretaries 
of their respective Chapters, and such Past Grand Matrons 
and Past Grand Patrons, afl shall remain in good standing in 
some subordinate Chapter in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. All the above named Grand OflBcers shall be Sis- 
ters,, except the Grand Patron and Associate Grand Patron; 
provided that the Grand Chaplain, Grand Secretary and 
Grand Sentinel, may be either Sister or Brother. 

Sec. 3. The first six officers above named shall be elected. 
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the remaining to be appointed by the Grand Matroa and 
Grand Patron. 

Sec. 4. The foregoing Grand officers, Past Grand officers 
and Delegates only, shall be entitled to yote and take part in 
the proceedings of the Grand Chapter. They shall have but 
one vote each on every question, except the presiding officer, 
who. in case of a tie, may give the casting vote; provided, 
that any member may call for a vote by Chapters, when each 
Chapter shall be entitled to as many votes as it is entitled to 
representatives, which may be cast by one or more of them. 

ARTICLE III. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR OFFICE. 

Sec. 1. Any member in good standing in a Subordinate 
Chapter, in this jurisdiction, shall be eligible to any office in 
the Grand Chapter, subject to the restrictions, contained in 
Section two, Article two; provided, that no one shall be 
elected Grand Matron, Associate Grand Matron, Gran^ Pa- 
tron or Associate Grand Patron, unless he or she be a Past 
Matron or Past Patron of some Subordinate Chapter of the 
Order. 

ARTICLE IV. 

POWERS OF THE GRAND CHAPTER. 

Sec. 1. This Grand Chapter being supreme in all matters 
appertaining to its affairs, has the sole right to superintend 
and govern all Chapters of the Order within its jurisdiction. 
It has power to grant dispensations and charters for form- 
ing ana holding new Chapters and to extend or revoke the 

, same; to enact rules and regulations, issue edicts, and to 
amend or repeal the same; to discipline, censure, suspend or 
annul Chapters for wilful violation or infrinffment of the 
constitution, regulations or edicts of this Grand Chapter, to . 
decide all appeals from Subordinate Chapters, their officers, 
or the officers and committees of this Grand Chapter, to exer- 
cise all* rights of sovereignty within the limits of its juris- 
diction, subject to the General Grand Chapter; and all 

* powers not specially delegated to Subordinate Chapter are 
inherent in, and reserved to this Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE V. 

TIME OF MEETING. 

Seo. 1. There shall be one annual meeting of the Grand 
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Chapter begimxiiifi^ at 12 o'clock, M., on the second Wednes- 
day in October of each and eyery year, at such place as shall 
be agreed upon at any annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be ordered by the Grand 
Matron, or in her absence or disability, by the Grand Patron, 
at such time or place as in her or his opinion the interests of 
the Order require; provided that each Chapter in this juris- 
diction shall oe notified at least thirty days previous to such 
called meetings, and no business except such specified in the 
call shall be transacted at such special meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 

> QUORUM. 

Sec. 2. Representatives or proxies, rescularly appointed, of 
five Subordinate Charters under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Chapter, shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. 

ARTICLE VII. 

RBPRESlKTATrVES AND PROXIES. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Matrons, Patrons and 
Associate Matrons of Subordinate Chapters, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Chapter, and they shall present to 
the Grand Chapter a certificate from the Secretary, authen- 
ticated by the seal of their respective Chapters, of their 
election and installation into office. 

Sec. 2. A Chapter at its annual election of officers may 
elect a representative to attend the following meeting of 
the Grand Chapter, if neither delegate can attend; and each 
delegate ixjay appoint a proxy to represent her or himself 
at such meeting, and every such representative and proxy 
shall be a member of the Chapter so represented, and must 
present a certificate of such election and appointment, duly 
authenticated by the Secretary of said Chapter. 

ARTICLE VIIL 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF GRAND OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Matron shall open, preside over and 
close the Grand Chapter, appoint all committees not other-* 
wise specially appointed; see that the Rules and Regulations 
of the Order are strictly enforced, and that the officers faith- 
fully perform their respective duties, and give such instruc- 
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tions and directions as the good of the Order may recjnire. 
She has power to convene a Chapter within this jurisdiction 
(in person or by proxy, who must be a Past Matron or 
Patron), to preside therein, to inspect the proceedings and 
requiffe conformity to the laws of order; she may suspend 
for good cause, for a limited period or until the next aanaal 
meeting of the Orand Chapter, and to require the attendance 
of and information from, any Grand Officers respecting her 
or his office. She shall decide all questions of law and usage 
submitted to her; subject, however, to an appeal to the 
Grand Chapter, and until such decisions and opinions are 
reversed by the Chapter, they shall be in force and binding 
as between the parties thereto. During the vacation of the 
Grand Chapter she shall exercise all its executive powers, 
except so far as they are made the duty of the Grand Fatron; 
she shall report to the Grand Chapter at each annual meet- 
ing all her official acts. She may call upon the Grand 
Patron to preside at any time. 

Sbo. 2. The Grand Patron shall assist and advise the 
Grand Matron in the discharge of her duties. He has 
power to grant dispensations for new Chapters upon proper 
application; provided no new Chapter shall be formed m any 
town or city where one or more Chapters exist, except upon 
the recommendation of the Chapters already organized in 
said town or city; to delegate authority to confer the 
degrees, at Sight, upon a sufficient number of worthy per- 
sons in towns and cities, where no Chapter exists, for the 
purpose of organizing a Chapter. He shall preside when- 
ever called upon by the Grand Matron, and in the absence 
of both the Grand Matron and Associate Grand Matron he 
shall call the Grand Chapter to order, and appoint some Past 
Matron present to act as Grand Matron pro tern. 

Sec. 3. The Associate Grand Matron shall assist the Grand 
Matron in the discharge of her duties; be subject to the 
order of the Grand Chapter and her superior officers; and in 
case of the death, absence, or disability of the Grand Matron, 
she will assume her powers and prerogatives, and discharge 
her duties. 

Sec. 4. The Associate Grand Patron shall assist the Grand 
Patron in the discharge of his duties; be subject to the order 
of his superior officers and the Grand Chapter; and in case 
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of the death, absence or disability of the Grand Patron, he 
shall assume his duties. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to keep 
a faithful record of all the transactions of the Grand Chap- 
ter, to collect all moneys due the Grand Chapter, and pay 
the same to the Grand Treasurer, taking her receipt for the 
same; to make annually a report in writing, or oftener if 
required by the Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, of 
the amount collected; to execute such orders as may be 
issued by the Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, and to 
deliver to his or her successor in office all books, papers, and 
and other property belonging to the Grand Chapter, in her 
or his possession. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Treasurer shall receive all monies from 
the hands of the Grand Secretary, and give her receipt 
therefor. Shall pay all orders from the monies on hand, as 
uiay be directed by the Grand Chapter, carefully number 
and file all vouchers, and annually, or oftener if required by 
the Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, make in writing a full 
statement, at the same time presenting the books and vouch- 
ers to the Grand Matron for examination. She shall deliver 
to her successor in office all books, vouchers, papers and 
monies, or other property belonging to the Orand Chapter 
which may be in her nands. 

Sec. 7. The remaining Grand Officers are to perform such 
duties as are appropriate to their several stations, and such 
as may be assigned them by the Grand Matron or the Grand 
Chapter. 

ARTICLE IX. 

ELECTIOK OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. All officers shall be elected or appointed annually, 
and installed after the regular business of the Grand Chapter 
shall have been completed; provided, the installation cere- 
monies may be public or private, as may be determined by 
the Grand Chapter. No officer may officiate in her or his 
station until she or he has been legally installed. 

ARTICLE X. 

mSPEI^^SATIONS. 

Sec. 1. During the recess of the Grand Chapter, the 
Grand Patron may grant dispensations, attestea by the 
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Grand Secretary, and authenticated by the seal of the 
Grand Chapter, for the formation of new Chapters. Such 
Dispensation shall expire at the next annual meeting of the 
Grand Chapter, when, if their work is approved, such Chap- 
ters shall receive charters with an additional fee of five 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. No charter shall be granted a new Chapter until 
the Grand Chapter shall be satisfied that the proposed 
oflficers are thoroughly qualified to discharge their duties 
properly, and the installing officer of any such new Chap- 
ter should see the same duly and properly opened and closed, 
and the work exemplified by such new ofiicers. 

Sec. 3. Chapters under dispensation shall have all the 
rights and privileges of chartered Chapters except granting 
demits and to be represented in this Grand Chapter, and to 
elect and install officers. 

ARTICLE XL 

RBVBmiE. 

Sec. 1. The revenue of the Grand Chapter shall be derived 
from the following sources, viz: For every dispensation, 
including three copies of the ritual, ten dollars. 

Sec. 2. Every Chapter shall pay annually to the Grand 
Chapter on or before the 1st day of October, twenty-five 
cents for each and every member belonging to it on the 1st 
day of September preceeding, and twenty-five cents for each 
initiation during the vear; and no Chapter shall be entitled 
to representation in the Grand Chapter until such dues are 
paid. 

ARTICLE XIL 

ANNUAL REPORTS. 

Sec. 1. Each Subordinate Chapter shall send to the Grand 
Secretary, on or before the 1st day ef October of each year, 
an abstract of its proceedings for the year ending September 
1st next preceeding. This report shall include the names of 
the officers last elected and installed, the number last 
initiated, the number affiliated, the number withdrawn, 
suspended, expelled and died, and the number of remaining 
members, setting out the names of each class in full 
alphabetical order, making a distinction by prefixing the 
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title Mrs. or Miss to the names of Sisters. [Secretaries read 
the above and govern yourselves accordingly.] 

Sho. 2. Aiiy Chapter failing to make such report, and pay 
Grand Chapter dues for two consecutive years without fur- 
nishing satisfactory reasons to the Grand Chapter, shall 
forfeit its charter at the discretion of the Grand Chapter — 
and it is nfade the duty of the Grand Secretary to report 
such delinquencies to the Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

PAY OF QEAKD OFFICERS A^TD REPBESENTATIVJBS. 

Seo. 1. The Grand Officers, Past Grand Matrons, Past 
Grand Patrons and Worthy Matrons of each Subordinate 
Chapter shall receive from the funds of the Grand Chapter 
such sums as it may appropriate for attending to the busi- 
ness and meetings of the Grand Chapter; provided, no such 
payment for attending 'the meetings of the Grand Chapter 
shall exceed eight cents per mile for the distance by the 
nearest traveled route from the location of the Subordinate 
Chapter to which such Grand Officer, Past Grand Officer or 
Worthy Matron belongs, to the place of meeting of this 
Grand Chapter; and, provided further, that no Worthy 
Matron shall be paid a greater amount than the dues paid 
by her Chapter to the Grand Chapter for that year. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

DUTIES OP COMMITTEES. 

The standing Committee of the Grand Chapter shall 
perform «nd discharge the following specified duties, to-wit: 

On Crederdials, — The Committee on Credentials shall 
report the name of each representative and proxy present, 
with the name and number of the Chapter represented. 

On Finance and Ways and Means. — It shall be the duty 
of the Committee on Finance and Ways and Means to 
examine the books and vouchers of the Grand Secretary and 
the Grand Treasurer, balance the same, and report ther actual 
state and condition of the funds of the Grand Chapter, and 
also to take into consideration all propositions and resolu- 
tions affecting its revenue which may be offered; they shall 
specifically report thereon, and may recommend any measure 
which in their opinion will be for the benefit financially of 
the Grand Chapter. 
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Unfinished Business. — It shall be the duty of the Com- 
Q]ittee of Unfinished Business to examine the journal of the 
previous annual meeting, and report all matters then. pend- 
ing and undetermined. 

On Pay Roll — It shall be the duty of th« Committee on 
Pay Roll to ascertain aud report the amount due^each repre- 
sentative and member of the Grand Chapter. 

On Jurisprudence, — The Committee on Jurisprudence 
shall carefully examine all propositions to revise, alter or 
amend the constitution, bv-fews and general regulations of 
the Grand Chapter, a« well as all questions of law and usage 
and make report thereon in writing to the Grand Chapter. 

On Appeals and Grievances. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Appeals and Grievances to examine all matters 
of controversy and grievance when presented to them, with 
such recommendations for the action of the Grand Chapter 
as they may deem proper. 

On Dispensations and Charters. — ^The Committee on Dis- 
pensations and Charters shall examine the returns of char- 
tered Chapters and their by-laws, when submitted to them, 
and shall note all improper, informal and illegal proceedings, 
and report the same to the Grand Chapter with their recom- 
mendations. They shall also eaxmine the work, records and 
by-laws of all Chapters under dispensation, and the proceed- 
ings of the Grand Officers granting the same, note all 
matters that are improper or unconstitutional, and report to 
the Grand Chapter with their recommendations. 

On Foreign Correspondence. — The Committee on^ Foreign 
Correspondence shall have the charge of all matters of for- 
eign correspondence referred to them, review all the printed 
or written proceedings emanating from other Grand Chap- 
ters, and report to the Grand Chapter by resolution or other- 
wise. 

ARTICLE XV. 

AMEXDMSNTS. 

All amendments to this Constitution must be submitted in 
writing at an annual meeting, when, if approved by a 
majority of the members present, thej' shall lie over until 
the next annual meeting, when, if adopted by a majority 
vote, thev shall become a part of this Constitution. 
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RULES OP ORDER. 
For Conducting the Business of the Orand Chapter. 



1. At the annual meeting of the Orand Chapter, the 
Grand Matron shall take the chair at 12 o^clock M., and if 
there is a constitutional number of Chapters represented, see 
that the Grand Officers are in their stations, fill vacancies 
pro tern, and open the Grand Chapter in usual form. The 
Grand Matron, immediately after opening the Grand Chap- 
ter at each annual meeting, shall appoint the Standing Com- 
mittee on Credentials, to consist of three members. 

2. After the Grand Chapter is opened, the officers, mem- 
bers and visitors shall conduct themselves with that order 
and decorum which the dignity of the institution requires. 
They shall pay due respect to the presiding officer — to whose 
commands they shall be attentive and obedient. No person 
shall be permitted to enter or leave the Grand Chapter with- 
out permission of the presiding officer. 

3. The business of the Grand Chapter (unless otherwise 
directed) shall be disposed of as follows, viz: 

1. Appointment of Committee on Credentials. 

2. Annual address of Grand Matron. 
8. Annual address of Grand Patron. 

4. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. Report of Special Committees. 

7. Report of Secretary. 

8. Report of Treasuier. 

9. Report of Standing Committees. 

10. Election of Grand Officers. 

11. Miscellaneous Business. 

12. Installation of Officers. 
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4. All committees shall be appointed by the Grand 
Matron, and consist of three members each — the first named 
to be Chairman, unless outherwise ordered by the Grand 
Chapter. 

5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing 
and presented to the Grand Secretary and read, with the 
name of the mover indorsed thereon; when, upon being duly 
seconded, they shall be submitted for the consideration and 
decision of the Grand Chapter. 

6. All business and reports jnust be disposed of before the 
session of the Grand Chapter is closed, except such as lie 
over by virtue of the Constitution, or by consent of the 
Grand Chapter. 

7. All reports of officers and committees shall be in writ- 
ing, and signed, if by a committee, by at least a majority of 
its members. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice upon the same 
question without permission of the presiding officer of the 
Grrand Chapter. 

9. Any member may call for a division of a question if 
divisable, and three may demand a vote by veas and nays. 

10. No motion or resolution involving tlie expenditure of 
money, except the report of the Committee on Pay Roll, 
shall be adopted until the same shall have been reported 
upon by the Committee of Finance. 

11. Motions to lay on the table, to reconsider, to refer to 
committee, for the order of the day, for the previous ques- 
tion, to call off and to close, shall be decided without debate. 

12. All motions shall be seconded, and stated by the pre- 
siding officer, before they shall be open for debate or miction. 
A majority vote shall determine all questions, except as 
otherwise specifically provided. 

13. Any member persisting in the violation of these rules 
of order after being called to order by the presiding officer, 
may be reprimanded, suspended or expelled from the Grand 
Chapter, at its discretion. ^ 

14. Parliamentary law, not in conflict with the foregoing 
regulations, shall govern the deliberations of the Grana 
Chapter. 

15. These regulations may be amended at any annual 
meeting by a two-thirds vote. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 

For the Government of Subordinate Chapters of 

the State of Michigan. 



Sec. 1. Every Subordinate Chapter must have a charter or 
dispensation from this Grand Chapter, or a dispensation from 
the Grand Patron, attested by the Grand Secretary, under the 
seal of the Grand Chapter, and no Chapter shall be deemed 
legal or regular without such charter or dispensation, nor 
shall Chapters outside the jurisdiction be considered legal or 
regular unless they hold an unreclaimed dispensation or 
charter from a Grand Chapter having jurisdiction, or from 
the General Grand Chapter; and all communications, public 
or private, by Chapters of this jurisdiction, or the members 
thereof with such illegal Chapters, is hereby interdicted and 
forbidden. 

Sbo. 2. The Elective Officers of a Chapter shall consist of 
Matron, Patron, Associate Matron, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Conductress and Associate Conductress, and shall be elected 
annually by a majority vote of the members present at the 
stated meeting next preceeding the first day of October. 
The appointed officers shall consist of Adah, Ruth, Esther, 
Martha, Electa, Warder and Sentinel, to which may be 
added Chaplain and Organist, who shall be appointed by the 
Matron elect. All the above named officers must be in- 
stalled ^t or before the 1st day of October. 

Sec. 8. Vacancies in the elective offices, except Matron, 
Patron and Associate Matron, may be filed by ballot at a 
• stated meeting, the members being summoned for that pur- 
pose. 
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Sec. 4. The presence of the Dispensation or Charter, one 
of the first three officers, and six other members, are indis- 
pensable to open a Chapter for the transaction of business. 

Sbc. 5. No person snallbe admitted as a member of a 
Chapter within this jurisdiction, by initiation or affiliation 
but Master Masons, their wives, mothers, sisters, daughters, 
widows and legally adopted daughters. Daughters and sis- 
ters must be at least eignteen years of age. No person shall 
be a member of more than one Chapter; nor shall any mem- 
ber be permitted to withdraw from a Chapter until all dues 
and indebtedness are paid or remitted. 

Sec. 6. No Chapter shall confer the degrees for a less sum 
than one dollar, which amount shall accompany the petition. 

Sec. 7. All petitions for initiation or memt^ership shall be 
in writing, signed by the applicant and two members of 
the Chapter, at a regular meeting, be reported to a commit- 
tee for investigation, and lay over until the next regular 
meeting. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Investigating Commit- 
tee to make inquiry as to the character and standing of the 
petitioner, and, if a lady, also that of the Master Mason 
through whom she claims to be entitled to membership, and 
make report in writing; and irn action shall be taken on any 
petition until such report is made. A petition may be with- 
drawn hj consent of the Chapter, at the written request of 
the petitioner, at any time before balloting. 

Sec. 9. A separate ballot must be taken on every petition 
for membership or the degrees, which must be inviolably 
secret, without debate, and no inquiries permitted or state- 
ments made as to the character of any man's vote. One or 
more negative votes reiect the applicant. In ease but one 
negative vote appears, the Matron shall order a second bal- 
lot, which shall be final. Every member present must vote. 

Sec. 10. After an applicant for initiation or membership 
shall have been rejected, the petition may be renewed at the 
next stated meeting. No rejected applicant shall be initiated 
without the consent of the rejecting Chapter. 

Sec. 11. Every Chapter has the inherent right to make its 
own By-Laws, provided they do not conflict with the Consti- 
tution or Rules and Regulations of the Grand Chapter. 

Sec. 12. The Matron shall preside at the meetings of the 
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Chapter, except when the degrees are being conferred; see 
that the Constitution, rules and regulations are strictly 
enforced; appoint all committees, and see that the officers 
faithfully perform all their duties. She may call upon the 
Patron to preside at any time. 

Sec. IS. The Patron shall have general supervision of the 
affairs of the Chapter; advise with and assist the other 
officers; preside during the conferring of the degrees, and 
whenever invited to do so by the Matron. 

Sec. 14. Th« Associate Matron shall perform the duties 
appertaining to her office, and, in the absence of the Matron, 
assume her power, duties and prerogatives. 

Sic. 15. The remaining officers shall perform the duties 
indicated by the several titles and stations; be subject to the 
order of the Chapter and to their superior officers. 

Sec. 16. Every Chapter shall, within one year from the 
date of its charter, procure a seal, with the name, number 
and location of the Chapter, and such other device as it may 
deem proper, engraved thereon, and no document emanating 
from such Chapter shall be deemed authentic without the 
seal affixed. 

Sec. 17. The jurisdiction of Chapters, for all purposes, 
shall extend to a point geographically half way between 
them; provided that in towns and cities where two or more 
Chapters shall be organized, they shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction; and it shall be the duty of each and every Chap- 
ter to take cognizance of the conduct of every member of 
the Order within his jurisdiction — whether affiliated or not — 
for the purpose of enforcing obedience to the laws of the 
Order, and maintaining its good name. 
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PENAL CODE. 



Sec. 1. Whatever is a breach of good morals, contrary to 
the precepts of the Holy Scriptures, or a violation pf the 
laws of the State or of the United States, is an ofEense 
against the principles of this Order, and must be promptly 
dealt with. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the Order who dif»obeys the order 
of the presiding officer, or in any manner disturos the har- 
mony of the Chapter, must be held to a strict account there- 
for, and upon a repetition of the offense, suspended for a 
time from the privileges of the Order. 

Sec. 3. Any member of a Chapter who fails to pay dues 
for two or more consecutive years, may be suspended from 
all rights and privileges of the Order, by a two-thirds vote 
of the Chapter at any stated meeting. 

Sec. 4. The only penalties recognized are four: 

1. Reprimand. 

2. Suspension for a definite time. 

3. Suspension indefinitely. 

4. Expulsion. 

Sec. 5. No member can be reprimanded, suspended or ex- 
pelled, for any crime whatever, except upon written charges 
and specifications, and ten days^ notice of the time and place 
of trial; except as heretofore provided in Section 3, for non- 
payment of dues. 

Sec. 6. Any affiliated member has the right to prefer 
charges, but in no case can this right be extended to one 
who is not affiliated. 

Sec. 7. Complaints against a Matron or Patron for official 
misconduct, must be made to the Grand Matron during 
vacation, or the Grand Chapter while in session. 
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Sec. 8. Charges against a Matron or Patron, for any 
offense not growing out of the discharge of her or his\)ffi- 
cial duties, must be made to the Grand matron, and if 
approved by her she will fix a time for trial, and notify the 
Cnapter with a copy of the charges and specifications, and 
instruct the Secretary of the Chapter to serve a copy upon 
the accused, at which time she or her deputy shall preside. 

Sec. 9. In all things relating to the trial of a Matron or 
Patron, by his or her Chapter, except as otherwise specified 
in these rules, the proceedings must be had as in the trial of 
other members. 

Sec. 10. All charges must be made in writing, signed by 
the party making them, specifying with reasonable certainty 
the character of the accusation and the time and place of its 
commission, including the names of witnesses. It shall be 
presented at a stated meeting, read in open Chapter, and 
spread upon the record. The presiding officer shall then set 
a time for trial, and order the Secretary to serve upon the 
accused a true copjr of the charges, and notify him or her of 
the time set for trial. 

Sec. 11. Upon the trial of a Sister, at the request of a 
majority of the Sisters present, the Brethren shall retire; and 
upon the trial of a Brother, at the request of a majority of 
the Brethren present, the Sisters shall retire. 

Sec. 12. The Secretary may serve the notice either in per- 
son or by mail; but when sent by mail twenty days shall be 
allowed for the accused to receive it. 

Sec. 13. The attendance of witnesses on either side, when 
they are members of the Order, may be enforced by sum- 
mons, which may be issued by the Secretary when ordered 
by the Matron or Chapter. 

Sec. 14. At the time set for trial, if the accused fails to 
appear in person or by counsel, or has absconded before 
notice is served, the presiding officc-r may continue the case 
to some future time, or appoint a competent member to appear 
for the accused and hear and decide upon the case as though 
the accused were present. 

Sec. 15.' Should the accused appear and plead guilty to the 
charge and specifications, no further evidence is necessary, 
and the Chapter shall at once proceed to affix the penalty. 

Sec. 16. Any affiliated member of the Order may act ai 
counsel for the accused or the Chapter. 
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Sbc. 17. All charges must be heard and decided bj tbe 
Chapter; in no case can this be left to a committee. 

Sec. 18. The accused when on trial, cannot be allowed to 
vote on any question growing out of her or his case. 

Sec. 19. After the evidence shall have been presented, and 
the prosecution and defendant, by themselves or counsel, 
have had an opportunity being heard, the defendant shall 
retire, and the Chapter shall proceed to decide by taking a 
separate ballot upon each charge and specification; first, 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty, as charged, and 
if found guilty by a majority of the votes cast, then to fix 
the penalty, commencing with the highest grade and so on 
down until some penalty is determined on. 

Sec. 20. Should definite suspension be decided upon, the 
time must be fixed upon motion, but the longest time must 
be voted upon first. 

Sec. 21. Should the Chapter refuse by a majority vote to 
inflict any penalty, after naving voted on any grade, the 
Secretary shall, within three days, certify the fact to the 
Grand Matron, who may arrest the charter of the Chapter. 

Sec. 22. The rules of evidence shall be so far as applicable 
the same as in courts of law, except that no oath or affirma- 
tion shall be required as witnesses. 

Sec. 23. When a witness is a non-resident, and cannot 
attend in person before the Chapter, her or his evidence may 
be taken before a Matron or Patron, certified by the Secre- 
tary under the seal of the Chapter in whose jurisdiction the 
witness may reside, both the accused and the accuser having 
due notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. 

Sec. 24. The accused shall be a competent witness, but 
shall not be required by the Chapter to give evidence unless 
he or she shall offer to testify. 

Sec. 25. The evidence of members of the Order who may 
not be able to attend trial, and of persons not members of 
the Order, shall be taken in writing by a committee ap- 
pointed by the presiding officer, of which both parties shall 
have due notice. 

Sec. 26. At the time and place appointed the committee 
shall proceed to take the evidence of such witnesses, and 
after reading to each her or his evidence in the case, request 
her or him to sign the same. The evidence thus taken shall 
be read before the Chapter at the time of trial. 
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Sbc. 27. All the evidence given must be reduced to writ- 
ing and preserved by the Secretary. 

Skc. 2o. The presiding officer shall decide as to the admissi- 
bility of any testimony offered, and all points of law and 
order that may be raised. 

Sec. 29. The suspension of a member precludes for the 
■ time being all privileges and benefits of the Order whatever. 

Sec. 30. A^ sentence of suspension or expulsion will be in 
force from and after the passage thereof, until reversed by 
the Chapter or the Grand Uhapter. 

Sec. 31. Any one refusing to submit to the penalty of 
reprimand, is subject to discipline, and upon conviction 
thereof may be suspended or expelled. 

Sbc. 32. The expiration of time for which a member 
stands suspended, restores her or him to all the rights and 
privileges which she or he possessed before the trial. 

Sec. 33. The payment of dues — for non-payment of which 
a member was suspended — restores him or her to full mem- 
bership; but to restore to that condition a member who has 
been suspended or expelled for any other cause, shall require 
a petition for restoration received at a previous stated meet- 
ing, which must have been referred to and reported upon, by 
committee of investigation, when it shall require a majority 
vote to restore one suspended, and a unanimous vote one 
who has been expelled. 

Sec. 34. A Chapter may remit the dues of a member, for 
non-payment of which she or he was suspended, and thereby 
restore her or him to membership. 

Sec. 35. Any member who nas been expelled or indefi- 
nitely suspended, may be restored to membership by the 
Chapter pronouncing the sentence; or if said Chapter has 
ceased to exist, thtn by the Chapter in whose jurisdiction he 
or she resides. 

Sec. 36. A new trial may be granted by the Chapter that 
tried the cause, when a member has been suspended or ex- 
pelled, in the following cases, and upon the following condi- 
tions: 

1. Upon newly discovered evidence which would indi- 
cate, with reasonable certainty, a change in the finding 
of the Chapter. 

2. When the finding of a Chapter is contrary to the 
evidence, and law, and usage, or tne penalty excessive. 
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Sec. 37. Application for a aew trial must be made in 
writing, and contain a statement of the causes upon which 
the application is founded, be presented within ninety days 
after the trial was had, or within ninety days after the 
accused is informed of the action of the Chapter. 

Sec. 38. Application for a new trial shall be addressed to 
the Chapter, and in all cases where a new trial is granted, 
the samt rules shall govern as in the first instance. 

Sec. 89. Any member feeling aggrieved by thfe decision of 
the Chapter or the presiding officer, may appeal to the Grand 
Chapter within one .year from the date of such decision, by 
filing her or his prayer therefor in writing, with the Secre- 
tary of the Chapter, stating therein the error or decision 
appealed from ; when it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
make out a full, true and complete copy of all the proceed- 
ings had, and evidence taken in the case, and certify to the 
same, together with a copy of the appeal to the Grand Secre- 
tary within sixty days after said application is made. 

Sec. 40. The Grand Matron or Grand Chapter, on receipt 
of the transcript or appeal, shall proceed to examine the 
same upon the papers and evidence so transmitted, and with- 
out additional testimony, shall decide the cause by confirm- 
ing the judgment already rendered, or remanding the cause 
for a new trial, with instructions how to proceed, provided, 
that an appeal will lie from the decision of the Grand Ma- 
tron to the Grand Chapter. 

Sec. 14. These Rules and Regulations may be amended or 
repealed at any meeting by the amendment being proposed 
in writing, referred to and reported upon by the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, and then concurred in by a majority of 
the members present. 

Sec. 42. It is hereby made the duty of Subordinate Chap- 
ters, under the jurisdictiori of this Grand Chapter, to so 
amend their By-Laws as to conform in all respects to these 
Regulations.

Aurora Chapter at Ironwood, Nov. 26th, 1888. 

November 20th I installed the officers of Luther Chapter.

Junuary 10th I gave R. C. Hatheway Chapter, No. 49, per- 
mission to change their time of meeting from the hist Friday 
to the second Tuesday of each month. 

January 18th. In company with Sister E. J. Barber, Past 
Grand Mntron, I visited Laurel Chapter, No. 31, at Nashville. 
Two candidates received the degrees. W^e were cordially 
welcomed and entertained at the home of the Worthy 
Matron, Mrs C. M. Putnam. 

January 22d I visited Oriental Chapter, No. 32, Grand 
Rapids. The degrees vvere conferred upon two candidates in 
the beautiful- and impressive manner for which Oriental 
Chapter is justly noted. 

January 2otl). By special invitation I visited Hay ward 
Chapter, No. 87, at Detroit. Hayward Chaptpr is well of- 
ficered, and much praise is <liie them for the almost perfect 
rendering of the ritual work. Two candidates were initiated 
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and after thev were welcomed, toasts were responded to bj 
past and present officers of Hay ward Chapter. At the close 
Brother George Heigho in the name of Hay ward Chapter, 
presented me with a beautiful Eastern Star Jewel. Words 
cannot convey to yon my surprise, also my appreciation of 
the beautiful gift. I was entertained during ray stay ia the 
city at the hospitable home of Brother and Sister Wilber. 
Just before going to the Chapter, Brother Wilber presented 
me an elegant corsage boquet, composed of flowers appropri- 
ate to the degrees of our order. I wish thus publicly to ex- 
press my thanks. 

January 28th I gave Eureka a special dispensation for bal- 
loting. 

February 25th I granted H. C. Kimball Chapter, No. U, 
a special dispensation to extend the time a candidate ma? 
have before presenting themselves for initiation. Their Bj- 
Laws provide six months and they do not wish to amend 
them; in the case referred to the secretary had neglected to 
notify the candidate of her ^lection. 

March 2d, By request I sent a petition for dispensation to 
Athens, Calhoun county. April 8d I received the petition 
with 31 names attached and instituted them April 16th under 
the name of Naomi. Mrs. A. C. Blanchard, W. M.; A. E. 
Underwood, W. P.; Mrs, L. A. Kyes, A. M. 

March 11th I sent a petition to Cooper. Kalamazoo county. 
March 10th, received the petition with 27 names attached 
and instituted them Auril 4th. under the name >{ Wickwire. 
Mrs. Myra Wickwire, VV. M.; E. II. Glen, W. P.; Mrs. Augus- 
ta Bryant, A. M. 

April 20th, at the request of thf* Worthy Grand Patron, I 
instituted Hart Chapter, at Hart, Oceana county, 53 charter 
members. 

April 8th I received a letter of inquiry from Newaygo- 
relative to forming a Chapter. I gave them necessary in- 
structions, also sent them a petition for dispensation. Four 
days later 1 received tlie petition with 16 names attached, 
and instituted them, assisted by the Associate Grand Matron, 
April 23d, under the name of Unitv. Mrs. Minnie A. 
Watrous, W. M.; S. D. Thouipson, VV. P.; Mrs. Mattie Pitt- 
wood, A. M. 

I have also sent petitions for dispensations to Pentwater. 
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Ladington, Spring Lake, St. Ignace, Menominee, East Sagi- 
naw and Alpena. 

March 7t6 I gave Qiiincy Chapter, No. 12, permission to 
move into the Odd Fellows Hall, the Masonic hall being con- 
demned, also gave them permission to change their night of 
meeting from the Friday on or before, to the Tuesday af- 
ter the full moon. 

April 1st I granted Williaraston Chapter, No. 29, a special 
dispensation for balloting. 

June 11th I visited Oriental Chapter, No. 32. seven peti- 
tions were received and referred and a large amount of other 
business transacted; there were initiations. 

July 9th in company with Sister S. J. LaTour, Secretary 
of Hay ward Chapter, No. 37, I visited Hastings Chapter, 
No. 7. We spent the afternoon at the pleasant home of the 
Worthy Matron, Sister Kate Rider. Atiive o'clock we were 
invited to the hall, where we found a goodly number of sis- 
ters and brothers and an elegant supper awaiting us. After 
partaking of the good things provided, and spending an hour 
m social enjoyment, the gavel sounded and Chapter was 
opened for the transaction of business. There were no ini- 
tiations. 

QUESTIONS. 

''Have we a right to receive dues from a brother who has 
been suspended from the blue lodge for non-payment of the 
same?" For answer, referred to page seven of ritual. 

**Can a petition be balloted on without knowing whether 
the candidate is eligible or not?" Answer, no. 

''Is it not the duty of the investigating committee to write 
to the secretary of the lodge to which the man belongs, 
through whom, the lady claims admission, and ascertain his 
standing there?" It is. See section 8, page 14, rules and 
regulations. 

Received the following from a Worthy Matron : ''While 
our Chapter was in S'^ssion, a sister called me a fabricator, I 
made a true statement pertaining to lodge affairs and she 
contradicted me flatly; in such a case what should be done?" 
Answer: You could and ^^hould require an apology from the 
sister in open Chapter, and if uot made, proceed according to 
section 2, of penal code. 
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"Can we elect by vote a new secretary, or must we appoint 
one every meeting, the one elected and installed refuses ta 
serve ?^' For answer referred them to section 3, rules and 
regulations, for the government of subordinate chapters. 

March 6. Received a letter from a Worthy Matron, ask- 
ing permission to resign her office, lieferred her to my de- 
cision on the same question in 1888. 

"At our last meeting we had two petitions to ballot upon, 
the ballot was spread, found not clear, and the Worthy 
Matron without asking if all had voted said, the ballot is not 
clear therefore not elected; was that legal, and can we not 
act upon the petition at our next regular meeting the same 
as if nothing had ever been done with it, or, by re-consider- 
ing it. If not, will you give us a special dispensation to pre- 
sent the petition and ballot the same evening?" 

Answer: You cannot act upon the petition at your uext 
regular meeting th^ same as if no action had been taken. 
The Worthy Matron has declared the candidate not elected 
and that disposes of that petition. She can however peti- 
tion again at your next regular meeting. Second, A Wor- 
thy Matron need not ask if all have voted, nor declare 
the ballot closed, it is her business to htoiv when the bal- 
lot box has been carried to every one present ^^hether all 
have voted! The manner of baiDoting is very plain on 
pages five and six of ritual. Third, I cannot grant a special 
dispensation for balloting unless there is some special 
emergency. 

*'Can the secret work of the order go out of the hands 
of the first three officers?" Answer: The secret work should 
not go out of the hands of the first three officers, and 
should be under lock when not in use. 

*'If installation ceremonies are public niu^t the Chapter 
be opened in due form?" Answer: At public installations 
the Chapter should be declared open with one sound of 
the gavel. See ritual. 

^*ls it proper to leave rituals where persons not mem- 
bers of the order can read them?" It is not proper, 
while not secret they were not intended for the public. 

*Can a sister or brother object to a member of the or- 
der sitting in Chapter, if he or she knows the member 
to be unworthy?" Answer: If the sister or brother is a 
member of your own Chaptei- charges must be preferred 
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and SQstained to debar her or him, if a visitor, any sister 
or brother may object, and not be obliged to state reasons. 
(Masonic Law), also inferred from Landmark 12. 

''Is it proper, or legal, for a Worthy Matron to call a 
brother from the floor to preside during conferring degrees 
when there is a Past Patron present?" Answer: A Worthy 
Matron may call any brother she chooses, but it surely 
shows a lack of courtesv to the Past Patron. 

"A brother has been elected and installed Worthy Patron, 
afterwards a demit is granted him from the blue lodsre. Has 
he a right to hold the oflice of Worthy Patron and confer 
the Eastern Star degrees?" He has, the fact that a demit 
was granted him is evidence of his good standing. X. 

''A sister was elected and installed, afterwards it was dis- 
covered that no record was made of the meeting at which she 
was initiated, her name does not appear on the records. The 
initiation was three years ago. What shall we do?" Answer: 
The fact that the sister's name does not appear on the records 
doe3 not affect her standing, the fault was with your secre- 
tary. It 7nust be a careless Chapter that lets a meeting pa.ss 
without a record of the business transacted. Would recom- 
mend that you take due notice of the duties of secretaries as 
given on page 20 of ritual and govern yourselves accordingly. 

"Can a member of our order unaflSliated and visiting a 
Chapter, act on committee?" Answer: No. 

**lf a special meeting is called must the Chapter be-opened 
and closed in regular form. Answer: Chapter must always 
be onened in due form, but may be declared closed. 

"three petitions were received and balloted upon, the peti- 
tions were not signed by the applicants and the fee did not 
accompany the petitions, but were vouched for by a brother 
and accepted, was this legal?" Answer: No. See section 7, 
rules and regulations. 

'* A petition was received signed by the applicant, unaccom- 
panied by the fee. vouched for by a brother; the candidate 
was elected, but the fee has not been paid, is not the brother 
holden for the fee?" Answer: He is. Would recommend 
that all Chapters be required to observe section 7, rules and 
regulations. 

'*VVhen a person is admitted by demit have they to be re- 
obligated?" Answer: No. 

''Can we receive the petition of a widow whose first hus- 
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band was master mason but the second was not? Answer: 
No. 3. 

*'A joung lady just past seventeen, daughter of a sister in 
our Chapter, has lately married a brother in the Chapter, 
question, can we receive the lady?" Answer: Yes. 

*'One of our members has a daughter who is anxious to join 
our Chapter, she is well educated but unfortunately deaf. She 
can, however, talk enough to repeat the obligation and make 
herself understood, can she join our Chapter?" Answer: 
Yes. 

"In the absence of the Worthy Matron, Associate Matron, 
and Past Matron, who would be the proper person to take 
the chair?" Answer: As any brother may be called to 
the Worthy Patron's chair, so, in ray judgment any sister 
may, in the absence of the above named officers, be called, 
(after the Worthy Patron has opened the Chapter) to do 
the work that properly belongs to the Worthy Matron. 

*'Mu8t we notify Chapters near us when we have rejected 
a candidate and give the name?" Answer: Y^es. Also 
notify the Grand Secretary. 

*4f the Associate Matron is not satisfied that all preseut 
are members of the order, how should she make the exami- 
nation?" For answer I gave them instruction in accordance 
with the manner of purging our Grand Chapter. 

'*l3 a woman whose adopted son is a Master Mason in good 
standing eligible to the degrees of our order?" Answer: 
She is not eligible. 

'*In what order shall the ballot box be passed?" Answer: 
First to the Worthy Matron, Worthy Patron, Secretary, 
members, Treasurer, then to the Star officers inside the chairs 
beginning with Electa, then to the A. M. 

'*Hovv long must a person reside in a jurisdiction before they 
can join a Chapter?" Answer: There is no specified time. 

''Is a step-daughter eligible to membership in our order 
although married to a man not a Mason?" Answer: She 
is not eligible whether married or single. 

*'Can an officer be installed by proxy?" Answer: No. 

A Worthy Matron may affix the seal of her Chapter to any 
correspondence she may have with Ihe Grand Matron, 
whether ordered by her Chapter or not, but all decij-ions 
given in answer to such correspondence is the property of the 
Chapter. 
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September 9th I received a letter from a Past Matron of 
Crystal Chapter, saying they wished to re-organize. Their 
Chapter ceased work when the Masonic hall was burned. A 
duplicate charter was granted them, but they had noplace of 
meeting. The new Masonic hall is now finished and dedi- 
cated; I advised them to chII a meeting and report to me, 
when I would appoint a deputy to re-instate them, have 
heard nothing since. Should they report to this Grand Body 
I would recommend that their back dues be remitted and 
they permitted to resume work. 

September 10th I gave Burr Oak Chapter permission to 
move into the new Masonic hall. 

September 13th, by invitation I installed the officers of 
Middl^ville Chapter, No. 17. 

September 26th I granted R C. Hatheway Chapter a spe- 
cial dispensation to install their secretary at their regular 
meeting Oct. 8th. 

September 28th I granted a special dispensation to Fidelity 
Chapter to hold their election and installation Sept. 30th.

October 4th I granted Keystone Chapter, No. 52, a spe- 
cial dispensation to install officers Tuesday evening, Octo- 
ber 8th. 

I have during the year written five hundred and twenty- 
six letters, while this has been done most willingly and 
cheerfully I can say, if officers in chapters would make 
themselves thoroughly familiar with the constitution, niles 
and regulations for the government of. subordinate chap- 
ters very many of them would have been unnecessary. 

Sisters and brothers 1 present to you this report, which 
you will accept or reject hs in your judgment seems best. 
I doubt not. many mistakes have been made, but I assure

The Worthy Grand Patron then read his address as fol- 
lows: 

To the Worthy Grand Matron, Officers and Members of the 
Grand Chapter: 

Through the kindness of an all-wise providence, we are 
again assembled to perform the duties incident to the an- 
nuals of the order. As it is one of the special duties of the 
Patron to have in charge the supervision of the ceremonial 
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department of the order, suppose we mentally make use of a 
large magnif jins lens and brin;^ the subordinate chapters at 
close ranfi^e. All members of special chapters, if interested 
in their advancement, are, naturaily curious to know how 
the ritualistic work is interpreted and presented hj sister 
chapters. None will deny that uniformity of delineation 
throughout this state at least would not only be desirable 
but should be obtained. As yet we are not able, were it 
necessary, to employ a Grand Lecturer to hold schools of in- 
struction, in fact our ritual is not obscure and there are but 
few points that are questionable as to the intention of the 
author and yet we find oufselves frequently interrogated on 
this or that point as to the proper rendering. Visiting other 
chapters enables us to place in contrast the different ways 
employed, if any, and we seldom fail to notice some point that 
is not superior to our own; at this time permit me state that 
the work should be thoroughly memorized. It is not only 
rendered much more impressive to the candidate but more 
enjoyable to members and visitors. It is also an important 
factor in procuring a good attendance. There is reason to 
believe that much advancement has been made, in the ex- 
emplification of the work for the last year or two, and to all 
holding official positions in any chapter, I would repeat, 
memorize your work. The nature and object of the order 
demands it; it avoids delay and confusion, encourages disci- 
pline, and at once brings your chapter into prominence. On 
a previous occasion I suggested an amendment relative to the 
black ball, as the Grand Chapter did not concur, its arbitrary 
use, in many instances, is still a so'irce of much annoyance, 
if not discouragement, and without doubt in some instances 
the situation is aggravated by bitter criticisms among the ' 
friends of the candidate as to the motive which resulted in 
the adverse ballot. In regard to this a few words may be 
justifiable in causing a better understanding as to our duty 
on such occasions. A judicious use of the black ball is indis- 
pensable, but the motive which prompts it? use should be en- 
tirely eliminated from personality or prejudice. If N^e know 
the candidate to be unworthy of our support, and if elected 
would prove a detriment to the order, tlien we are not only 
justified in casting a black ball but would be recreant to our 
duty and unfaithful to the trust imposed if we did not. It 
is evident to me that when a chapter is undergoing the ex- 
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perience incident to fhe rejection of any or all candidates, 
perhaps month after month, silence and a ^uiet submission 
to the inevitable usually results in restoring harmony and 
the chapter finds itself again in working order. As there is 
no restrictions made relative to casting the ballot, and 
whether the black ball is cast from the merest caprice, or 
most stalwart principle, the effect on the candidatp is the 
same, hence it becomes us as sisters and brothers aspiring to 
emulate the virtues radiating from the several points of the 
Star to treat the friend who knocks at our door for admis* 
flion in a manner that **Truth, Justice and Honor will war- 
rant." 

There are many things relative to the conduct and man* 
agement of subordinate chapters that might be profitably 
discussed. I have alluded only to those that may be deemed 
vital if not inseparable to their growth and prosperity. Mat- 
ters of minor importance are soonei or later adjusted as ex- 
perience and observation teach us their relative values in ren- 
dering the work gracef uUv or transacting the business of the 
chapter in compliance with the rules of the order and by-laws 
of our respective chapters.

The Worthy 
Grand Patron, E. D. Palmer, issued eleven dispensations for 
Chapters. He says, "I think it in good taste, to name all 
Chapters after the name of the city or town in which the 
chapter is located. If it is desired to sail under a fanciful 
name, then let the name be printed or painted within the 
walls of the chapter for adornment and to please the eye.
